Among  the  various  elements  involved  in  family  history  research  is  the  desire  to  identify  and  honor  the  memory 
of  one’s  ancestors  and,  by  placing  them  in  chronological  and  geographical  context,  to  better  appreciate  the 
history  of  the  United  States  and  its  people.  Except  for  a very  few  cases,  the  search  does  not  lead  to  illustrious 
figures  but  to  members  of  the  mostly  anonymous  majority  who  strove  to  improve  the  conditions  under  which 
they  and  their  families  lived.

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PREFACE 


As  the  title  of  this  book  indicates,  this  volume  is  dedicated  to  recording  the  history  of  the  Gary  family,  primarily 
in  America.  When  we  started  our  work  in  1990,  there  was  one  major  history  of  the  Gary  family  from  the  South, 
GARY  FAMILY  OF  ENGLAND  TO  VIRGINIA  TO  SOUTH  CAROLINA  by  Ethel  Speer  Updike  (Salt  Lake  City: 
The  Hobby  Press,  c.  1976).  Mrs.  Updike  compiled  the  work  of  many  years  of  research  into  this  volume  and 
to  her  we  will  be  eternally  grateful. 

What  we  wanted  to  do,  however,  was  to  expand  the  work.  We  found  from  our  research  that  we  could  expand 
substantially  on  the  information  found  in  the  book  concerning  our  progenitor,  William  Gary  (born  1790),  son 
of  William  Gary  (born  1766)  and  his  family,  as  well  as  bring  it  and  many  other  lines  down  to  the  present  day. 
With  that  goal  in  mind,  we  converted  the  original  work  into  digital  format  (which  required  uncounted  hours  of 
manually  correcting  the  electronically  introduced  errors  as  well  as  correcting  typos  in  the  original  text).  We 
also  substantially  enhanced  the  information  about  the  two  William  Garys  mentioned  above  and  their  families. 
This  work  came  from  our  research,  and  through  the  dedicated  work  of  another  Gary  descendant  and  close 
cousin  of  Glenda's.  Larry  Edward  Lane  of  Fairfax  Virginia  He  worked  the  National  Archives  and  many  other 
sources  and  was  finally  able  to  piece  together  the  true  family  structure. 

From  a family  group  sheet  submitted  to  the  Family  History  center  many  years  ago,  I was  also  able  to 
photocopy  the  family  Bible  of  William  Gary  and  his  wife  Rutha,  which  is  in  the  possession  of  Ray  Gammon 
of  Arlington,  Texas.  That  information  added  several  otherwise  "unfindable"  children  to  the  family  and  added 
some  other  important  lost  information,  including  the  death  date  of  my  progenitor,  Andrew  Jackson  Gary  (b. 
1828),  who  perished  in  the  Civil  War.  The  result  of  our  efforts  has  been  to  merge  the  original  volume  (with 
permission  of  Mrs  Updike's  sister,  Laura  Mentzel)  with  our  corrections,  as  well  as  the  information  that  we  have 
been  able  to  accumulate  from  a variety  of  sources  (many  of  them  appearing  at  the  last  minute)  into  a new, 
single  volume 

Given  certain  technological  limitations  and  limitations  of  time  and  space,  the  book  is  organized  into  many 
separate  sections  Each  section  is  consecutively  numbered;  however,  the  indices  and  picture  sections  are 
not  Each  section  is  fully  indexed  There  is  no  composite  index.  In  general,  the  first  section  of  the  book, 
which  includes  the  original  book,  will  contain  the  older  information.  The  sections  following  are  mostly 
appendages  to  the  first  section,  containing  information  on  the  descendants  of  various  people  in  the  first 
section.  To  make  it  easier  to  identify  the  different  sections  and  to  find  the  associated  indices,  a separator  page 
has  been  inserted  between  each  section. 

The  best  way  to  search  this  book  is  to  consult  the  Table  of  Contents.  If  you  can  identify  an  ancestor  in  the 
title  of  one  of  the  sections,  then  that  section  is  obviously  important  to  you.  If  one  of  the  subsections  connects 
to  another  section  of  the  book,  that  will  be  clearly  stated.  As  noted  above,  almost  all  of  the  smaller  sections 
"tie-in"  genealogically  at  some  point  to  the  first  section. 

Unlike  most  family  history  books,  this  one  comes  with  technical  support.  If  you  need  help,  feel  free  to  send 
e-mail  to  me  or  Glenda  with  your  questions.

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The  name  GARY  is  said  to  have  been  taken  from  the  baptismal  name  “GERI”  which  was  in  use  at  the  time  of  the 
Domesday  Book.  It  is  found  on  ancient  records  in  various  forms  as  Gari,  Garry,  Garrey,  Garrie,  Gary,  Geri,  Geary, 
Gerrie,  Gerry,  Gurrie,  Jary  and  Jery.  Gary  and  Geary  are  the  two  forms  most  generally  accepted  today. 

Families  of  this  name  were  to  be  found  at  early  dates  in  the  English  Shires  of  Bedford,  Cambridge,  Glouster,  Hants, 
Hertford,  Lancaster,  Norfolk  and  Oxford.  They  were,  for  the  most  part,  of  landed  gentry  and  yeomanry  of  Great  Britain. 

Among  the  earliest  records  of  the  name  are  those  of  Usor  GERI  of  the  Country  of  Gloucester  in  the  twelfth  century; 
Richard  JERY  of  Hants  in  1373;  John  GARY  of  Bedfordshire  at  a slightly  later  date;  Nicholas  GARY  of  Hants;  Dionise 
GERI  in  Oxfordshire;  Walter  GARY  of  Cambridgeshire  and  Thomas  JARY  of  Norfolk  in  1521. 

In  the  sixteenth  century  one  William  GARY  was  living  at  Bishop's  Stratford  Hertfordshire,  and  was  the  father  of  Nathaniel 
GARY,  who  had  issue  by  his  wife,  Joan,  of  Arthur  and  John.  Arthur  GARY,  above  mentioned,  is  believed  to  have  been 
the  first  of  the  name  to  emigrate  to  America.  He  came  over  to  Roxbury,  MA  from  England  about  1635.  The  Gary 
Genealogy,  pub.  1918,  gives  the  New  England  line  as  well  as  a few  pages  of  the  SC  GARY  family  (p.189).  It  is  clear 
to  see  he  did  little  research  on  the  SC  line  since  he  called  Uriah,  wife  of  Thomas,  a male,  and  stated  they  came  from 
Buckingham  Co.,  VA.  They  were  in  SC  as  early  as  1753  (New  England  Hist.  Reg.,  v.1  (p.83),  History  of  VA,  v.4  (p.387). 

One  Thomas  GARY  was  living  in  the  County  of  Middlesex,  England  in  the  early  seventeenth  century  with  a brother,  John, 
and  wife,  Ann.  He  had  at  least  one  son,  Sir  Thomas  GARY,  and  probably  others  as  well. 

One  Stephen  GARY  settled  in  Charlestown,  MA  before  1673.  He  had  a dtr.  named  Ann  by  his  first  marriage,  and  by  his 
second  spouse,  Patience,  he  is  said  to  have  had  a son,  Stephen,  and  others.  Stephen  GARY,  Jr.  removed  to  Taunton, 
MA  and  md.  in  1711  Mary  GILBERT  by  whom  he  had  Abigail,  Patience,  Jemima,  Stephen,  Elijah  and  Ebenezer  GARY. 

General  Martin  Witherspoon  GARY,  of  our  family,  stated  his  ancestors  were  from  Kent  Co.,  England  and  that  the  coat 
of  arms  of  his  family  is  the  same  as  that  of  the  GARY  family  of  Kent  Co.  REF:  Southern  Herald  and  Working  Man  of  New 
York  and  Columbia,  SC,  13  February  1878. 

The  coat  of  arms  of  the  GARY  family  of  Kent  Co.  “Gules  (red),  two  bars  argent  (silver  or  white),  on  each  three  mascales 
azure  (blue),  on  a canton  of  the  last  a leopard’s  face  of  the  second.”  Crest,  Out  of  a naval  crown  a dexter  (natural  color) 
hand  and  arm  in  a naval  uniform  all  ppr.  supporting  a flag  or,  charged  with  cross  coupled  gu.  “Motto  Chace.”  REF:  Burks 
General  Armory  (p.302). 

Since  Maryland  and  Virginia  were  situated  in  such  close  proximity,  I list  a few  of  the  names  from  the  Maryland  Early 
Settler’s  List.  (Liber  O.  p.204); 

GARY,  Daniel,  transported  1667. 

GARY,  John  transported  in  1663. 

GARY,  Lawrence,  and  spouse,  Mary.  He  was  in  service. 

GARY,  Sarah,  1668.

Elizabeth;  Jane;  John,  Jr.;  Judith,  Jr.;  and  Judith,  Sr.  for  509  acres  to  each.  They  proved  to  be  of  the  same  family  and 
John  had  a brother,  Stephen  GARY,  who  also  settled  in  Maryland.  They  were  said  to  be  Quakers.  REF:  MD  Hist.  Mag., 
v.37  (p.316).

JOHN  GARY.  SR.  b.  ca  1600  of  Cornwall,  England,  migrated  with  his  family  about  1650  and  settled  in  Calvert,  Co.,  MD. 
He  md.  Judith  in  England  and  had  a family  when  he  arrived.  I have  not  found  when  he  died;  however,  his  widow,  Judith 
GARY,  Sr.  md.  2nd:  prior  to  23  March  1672,  Dr.  Peter  SHARP,  a physician  of  Calvert  Co.  John  GARY  had  a brother, 
Stephen  GARY,  who  also  settled  in  MD  about  the  same  time.  Dr.  SHARP  recited  John  GARY,  Jr.,  his  son-in-law; 
however,  it  is  not  known  if  John  GARY,  Jr.  md.  the  dtr.  of  Dr.  Peter  SHARP.  Dr.  Peter  SHARP'S  will,  23  March  1672, 
Dorchester  Co.,  MD,  prob.  28  March  1672;  To  John  GARY  and  wife,  Alice,  land  on  Tuckahoe  and  four  thousand  pounds 
tobacco.  To  Robert  HARWOOD  and  wife,  Elizabeth,  and  children.  To  Judith  HARWOOD,  no  more  than  I have  given 
her.  To  my  children,  Mary  and  William  SHARP,  and  my  widow  to  live  with  them  and  be  a mother  to  them  and  at  her 
decease,  estate  to  return  to  my  children,  only  I give  her  permission  to  give  her  two  children,  John  and  Eliz.,  ten  thousand 
pounds  of  tobacco.  To  my  dtr.,  Mary,  wife  of  William  STEVENS."  Ex.  friend  John  GARY,  William  BERRY,  William 
STEVENS,  Jr.  and  William  SHARP.  REF:  Early  Settlers  Ust,  bk.  O (p.204),  Dorchester  Co.,  MD  Will  Bk.  1 (p.495);  Deed 
Bk.  1 (p.33);  Land  Grants;  MD  Hist.  Mag.  v.37  (pp.316,320,321,326).

a.  GARY,  John,  Jr.:  b.  ca  1625  in  Cornwall,  England,  md.  Alice  and  probably  the  dtr.  of  his  step-father,  Dr.  Peter 
SHARP  (In  the  early  records  all  patients  in  MD  were  named).  John  GARY  obtained  “Cedar  Poinf  in  1664 
Dorchester,  Co.  and  "Gary's  Chance"  in  Calvert  Co.,  MD.  It  is  not  known  if  these  grants  are  for  Jr.  or  Sr.  John 
GARY,  Jr.'s  will  dated  12  September  1681 , Calvert  Co.,  MD,  prob.  19  October  1681 : "wife,  Alice;  “Clifts  of  Caiverf’; 
my  brother,  William  SHARP;  friend,  Francis  BILLINGTON;  my  dear  mother,  Judith  SHARP.  To  my  sister,  Elizabeth 
DIXON,  and  her  children,  the  HARWOODS;  to  my  sister,  Elizabeth  SHARP,  her  dtr.,  Sarah  SHARP.  To  my  cousin, 
Steven  GARY,  Sr.;  to  every  one  of  his  children  a silver  spoon.  To  my  cousin,  Alice  CHUMLEY,  when  she  comes 
of  age."  REF:  Land  Grants;  Will  Bk.  2 (p.156);  apparently  there  were  no  children  when  he  died. 

SHARP,  Mary:  b.  ca  1656  in  MD,  md.  William  STEVENS. 

SHARP,  William:  b.  ca  1659,  md.  one  of  the  Executors  of  his  father's  will. 

SHARP:  Elizabeth:  b.  ca  1660.  She  had  a dtr.  Sarah  SHARP  by  1681. 

b.  GARY,  Elizabeth:  b.  ca  1627  in  Cornwall,  England,  md.  1st:  Robert  HARWOOD.  On  5 November  1674  Robert 
HARWOOD  wished  Stephen  GARY  to  serve  as  his  attorney,  but  Stephen  GARY  recited  that  his  wife  was  very  ill, 
offers  his  love  to  “ Thee  and  thy  wife.”  John  GARY  mentioned  the  HARWOOD  children  but  gave  no  names. 
Elizabeth  md.  2nd:  Wenlock  CHRISTISO.  She  md.  3rd:  William  DIXON  prior  to  1681.  Her  will  30  October  1696, 
Talbot  Co.,  MD,  prob.  16  April  1697:  "To  my  eldest  son,  John  HARWOOD,  Peter  HARWOOD  and  dtr.,  Hamey, 
'Gary's  Chance';  To  my  brother,  John  GARY."  REF:  Liber  5,  folio  629;  Will,  Calvert  Co.,  MD,  bk.  2 (p.156). 

c.  GARY,  Judith:  b.  ca  1628  in  Cornwall,  England,  md.  Mr.  HARWOOD.  She  was  named  in  her  step-father's,  Dr. 
Peter  SHARP'S,  will;  however,  she  was  not  named  by  her  brother,  John  GARY. 

d.  GARY,  Jane:  b.  ca  1630.  She  was  named  only  in  the  land  application  by  her  father,  John  GARY,  Sr.

STEPHEN  GARY  b.  ca  1610  in  Cornwall,  England,  a brother  of  John  GARY.  Stephen  GARY  was  an  emigrant  with  his 
wife,  Claire,  in  1650  to  Dorchester  Co.,  MD,  where  they  had  1500  acres  on  the  Little  Choptank  River,  (perhaps  a 
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misspelling  of  Alice).  On  4 March  1667  Stephen  GARY  and  wife,  Alice,  sold  land  on  Little  Choptank  River  to  William 
THOMAS  and  Jacob  WOMACK,  sig.  Stephen  GARY  and  Alice.  On  6 June  1668  John  GARY  and  John  STEVENS,  attys. 
for  Stephen  GARY  of  Talbot  Co.,  executed  a Bill  of  Sale.  On  5 November  1674,  Robert  HARWOOD  wished  Stephen 
GARY  to  serve  as  his  attorney;  however,  Stephen  GARY  recited  that  his  wife  was  gravely  ill.  Stephen  GARY'S  will  27 
October  1675,  Dorchester  Co.,  MD,  prob.  6 April  1676:  "wife,  Claire;  son,  Stephen  GARY,  Jr.;  eldest  dtr.,  Magdalen,  wife 
of  William  WARNER,  land  in  Perpeham  of  Cornwall,  England  and  500  acres  on  Patomack  Creek,  Stafford  Co.,  VA.  Their 
children:  Stephen  and  Mary  WARNER.  To  Susannah  and  Claire  GARY,  wit.  William  THOMAS,  Lewis  EVAN  and  Samuel 
COATES".  REF:  Will  Bk.  4 (p.202);  Land  Grant  Lib.  1 (p.854);  0 (p.204);  Deed  Bk.  A (p.33).

On  12  September 
1681  John  GARY,  Jr.  stated  in  his  will:  To  my  cousin,  Stephen  GARY,  Sr.,  and  to  every  one  of  his  children,  a silver 
spoon.”  Consequently  we  know  there  was  a son,  Stephen  GARY,  Jr.  At  a shortly  later  date  there  were  families  of 
the  name  in  Charleston,  SC.

SURRY  CO.  created  out  of  James  City  Co.  There  are  no  early  records  of  the  name  there,  but  records  indicate  people 
of  the  name  were  there  later. 

SUSSEX  CO.  created  in  1653  from  Surry  and  James  City  Co.  Some  of  our  GARY  family  settled  in  Surry  Co.,  then 
Sussex  quite  early,  then  came  to  Halifax  Co.,  NC  from  there.  REF:  Bristol  Parish  Reg.  by  Chamberlayne  (pp. 31 0,31 1).

600  acres.

Branch  (note  discrepancy  of  dates).  Perhaps  another  patent,  sig.  Thomas  GARY;  wife  Mary  GARY  signed  with  mark, 
wit.  Nathaniel  COOPER,  Matthew  RUSHING,  William  WEST;  GARY  acknowledged  the  deed  at  the  August  Court  1742.

MURRAY,  Robert  PARK. 

On  13  March  1745/6  THOMAS  GARY  to  Thomas  MAPLES  for  18  pounds,  100  acres  on  Conocoanry  Swamp,  John 
HAYWOOD,  Licking  Branch,  wit.  Thomas  MERRITT,  John  LANE,  Prov.  May  1746.  REF:  Halifax  Co.  Deed  Bk.  5 
(pp.81 ,82,375,76,491). 

On  18  March  1747  JAMES  GARY,  power  of  attorney  of  James  GARY  to  John  LANE,  Jr.  both  of  Edgecombe,  to  confirm 

a patent  to GARY  for  100  acres  adj.  Wiliam  TAYLOR,  wit.  Solomon  HAWKINS,  John  HAYWOOD.  REF:  Halifax 

Co.  Deed  Bk.  3 (pp.  153,54). 

I believe  this  is  the  THOMAS  GARY  of  Prince  George  Co.  and  wife  Mary  and  he  has  become  ill  and  his  brother,  James 
GARY,  is  finishing  the  deal.  No  documentary  proof.  However,  one  Thomas  GARY  of  Prince  George  Co.,  VA,  did 
execute  a will  which  was  lost  and  his  estate,  or  part  of  the  land,  sold  in  1759. 

HALIFAX  CO.,  NC  created  in  1752  from  Edgecombe  Co.,  NC.  The  Courthouse  lay  in  the  newly  formed  Co.,  so  records 
of  Edgecombe  Co.  are  in  Halifax  Co.,  NC. 

LITTLEBERRY  GARY  moved  to  Halifax  Co.,  NC  and  made  deeds  in  Sussex  Co.,  VA  as  late  as  1823.

PRINCE  GEORGE  CO.,  VA  created  in  1702-3  from  Charles  City  Co.  Prince  George  Co.  records  have  been  destroyed; 
however,  a few  of  the  old  records  which  still  exist  have  been  sent  to  Richmond,  VA  Archives  for  safe-keeping.  Gaps  are 
known  to  exist  which  cannot  be  bridged,  but  where  the  name  continually  appears,  much  can  be  pieced  together.

WILLIAM  GARY  b.  ca  1665  of  VA.  He  was  a British  trooper  for  the  Royal  Crown,  possibly  from  Accomack  Co.  We  know 
that  he  came  to  Prince  George  Co.  prior  to  9 February  1713,  at  which  time  he  purchased  100  acres  of  land  on  the  “Old 
Town  Swamp”  from  Richard  and  Eleanor  N.  WALPOLE,  adjoining  land  of  Richard  BYRD  and  Richard  PIDGEON;  wit. 
GOODRICH,  HAMILTON  and  REESE  (first  names  torn  off).  There  was  in  Prince  George  Co.,  VA,  a little  village  called 
“Garysville”.  It  was  a place  of  some  importance  in  the  early  days,  being  located  a short  distance  from  Hopewell,  some 
eleven  miles  east  of  Petersburg,  on  the  Old  Stage  Road  between  Richmond  and  Norfolk,  VA.  It  had  a large  grist  mill, 
so  essential  to  the  early  settlers.  The  old  mill  was  called  “Poythess  Mill”,  “Bland  Mill”,  and  finally  “Cocke  Mill,”  probably 
named  for  subsequent  owners.  The  Old  Garysville  Tavern  was  a regular  stopping  place  for  travelers,  as  well  as  a 
meeting  place  for  the  public.  No  doubt  the  town  was  named  for  this  GARY  family.  William  GARY  executed  a will  1 1 
February  1715-16  in  Prince  George  Co.,  VA,  prob.  12  June  1716,  Parish  of  Westopher:  “/  give  and  bequeath  to  my  son 
William  GARY,  after  his  mother's  death,  the  Plantation  and  land  on  which  I now  dwell,  a cross  cut  saw,  set  of  troopers 
arms,  a mare  and  the  first  filly  which  she  brings,  I give  to  my  dtr.,  Sarah  GARY,  the  cow  that  was  called  "His  Cow"  before, 
a feather  bed,  and  furniture,  after  his  mother's  decease,  and  a set  of  coopers  tools  and  that  my  said  son  be  eighteen 
years  old.  I give  and  bequeath  to  dtr.  Mary  GARY,  my  great  chest,  two  dishes,  a deep  one  and  a flat  one,  two  plates, 
a cow  and  spice  mortar  and  pestle.  I give  and  bequeath  to  my  dtr.,  Elizabeth  GARY,  two  cows,  two  dishes,  a deep  one 
and  a flat  one,  two  plates  and  my  best  table.  I give  unto  my  son,  John  GARY,  a feather  bed  and  furniture,  my  gun,  a 
cow,  two  dishes,  a deep  one  and  a flat  one,  two  plates,  a mare  called  Typsy,  and  the  first  mare  filly  she  bnngs  to  be 
given  to  my  dtr.,  Mary  GARY,  and  to  be  hers  at  age  18  years  old.  To  my  son,  Richard  GARY,  a featherbed  and  furniture, 
a cow,  a horse  colt,  two  dishes,  a deep  one  and  a flat  one,  two  plates,  a carrabine,  and  to  be  of  age  18  years  old.  All 
not  mentioned  in  this  will  to  be  my  wife's  and,  at  her  decease,  to  be  equally  divided  among  my  five  children,  viz:  Sarah 
GARY,  Mary  GARY,  Elizabeth  GARY,  John  GARY  and  Richard  GARY.  I appoint  my  loving  wife  Ex.  of  this  my  last  will"; 
wit.  Wm.  REESE,  Richard  REESE  and  Phillip  CLOUD.  Inv.  13  August  1716:  stock,  three  feather  beds,  furniture,  two 
great  chests,  one  small  table,  ten  deep  dishes,  eighteen  pewter  plates,  a pewter  platter,  pewter  tankard,  fourteen  pewter 
spoons,  one  great  brass  kettle,  two  brass  skillets,  one  brass  mortar  and  pestle,  a brass  candlestick,  two  iron  pots,  and 

iron  pestle  and made  of  iron,  a frying  pan,  six  chairs,  one  meal  barrel,  one  water  pail,  one  washing  pail,  four  old 

pewter  porringers,  one  earthen  jug,  a loon,  harness  and  set  of  coopers  tools,  a hand  saw,  a carpenter  set  and  an  adze, 
an  old  troopers  saddle,  a set  of  pistols  and  holsters,  a musket,  a carbine,  a new  hunting  saddle,  a sword,  one  looking 
glass,  a bottle  and  six  barrells."  This  strongly  indicates  he  was  in  the  British  Military  Service.  Sarah  GARY,  securities, 
Francis  MALLORY  and  Joseph  CARTER.  REF:  Prince  George  Co.  Deed  Bk.  1713,  1728  (pp.21,1 12),  lnv.1 12,76;  Order 
Bk.  1714-1720  (pp.76,9).

WILLIAM  GARY  (of#1)  b.  ca  1701  ofWestopher  Parish,  Prince  George  Co.,  VA,  d.  22  November  1745.  He  inherited 
his  father's  plantation  and  all  land  after  the  death  of  his  mother.  He  was  not  yet  eighteen  years  of  age.  The  land  was 
deeded  to  him  in  1728,  100  acres  on  Town  Swamp  and  Butler's  Creek.  On  26  March  1739,  William  GARY  purchased 
380  acres  on  Butter's  Branch  of  Warwick  Swamp,  adjoining  Peter  HEATH  or  LEATH,  for  40  shillings  per  acre.  On  22 
November  1745  he  executed  a will;  however,  the  will  is  lost.  On  6 June  1 759,  John  GARY  of  Martin's  Brandon  Parish, 
Prince  George  Co.  of  the  one  part  and  Josiah  GARY  of  the  same  Parish  of  the  other  part,  consideration  being  the  natural 
love  and  affection  which  John  GARY  bears  his  brother,  Josiah  GARY.  One  certain  tract  of  land  lying  and  being  on 
Warwick  Swamp  and  Butler's  Branch  said  land  having  belonged  to  Thomas  GARY,  dec'd.,  who  was  brother  to  John  and 
Josiah  and  devised  to  the  said  Thomas  GARY,  dec'd.,  by  Wiliam  GARY,  dec'd,  his  father,  by  his  last  will  bearing  date 
22  November  1745,  Prince  George  Co.,  VA  and  justly  recorded  in  the  Courthouse  of  Prince  George  Co.,  said  land  being 
one-half  of  the  land  the  said  Wiliam  GARY  held  on  the  said  Butler's  Branch  of  Warwick  Swamp;  sig.  John  GARY,  wit. 
Wiliam  GARY,  Wiliam  WRIGHT  and  Mary  GARY.  Recorded  12  June  1759.  This  is  at  least  four  sons  of  Wiliam  GARY 
who  died  in  1745.  Now  this  land  on  Butler's  Branch  of  Warwick  Swamp  was  called  Brandon's  Parish.  It  was  some  ten 
miles  south  of  Garysville,  Prince  George  Co.  It  is  thought  that  Mary,  who  signed  as  a witness,  was  widow  of  Wm.  GARY 
who  died  prior  to  1 759.  There  were  surely  other  children  not  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  deed.  REF:  Prince  George  Co.

The  only  record  between  about  1 720  to  1 750  is  the  Order  Book  of  400  pages,  indexed 
but  not  cross-indexed,  years  1 737-1 740.  No  mention  of  a GARY.  Because  of  the  name  John,  three  of  the  brothers  in 
SC  in  1750  had  sons  of  the  name.  Also  because  we  know  that  Boyce  GARY,  with  her  son,  James  GARY,  came  to 
Newberry  Co.,  SC  before  settling  in  Hancock  Co.,  GA,  to  their  GARY  kin.  We  have  the  names  of  only  four  of  the  sons 
but  there  probably  was  a large  family.

The  home  piace  was  given  to  the  eldest  son,  as 
was  the  custom  in  those  days.  This  Richard  GARY  probably  is  the  one  who  settled  over  the  line  in  Bristol  Parish,  Sussex 
Co.,  VA,  md.  Hannah  (whose  maiden  name  we  do  not  know,  d.  ca  1795),  and  had  three  children  there,  though  they  may 
not  have  been  christened  at  birth,  and  there  may  have  been  older  children  as  well.  On  22  August  1743,  Richard  GARY, 
with  Peter  LUTCH,  processed  land  from  Warwick  and  second  Warwick  Swamp,  also  Hatcher's  Run  in  Bristol  Parish. 
In  1763  Richard  GARY,  Charles  GEE  and  James  BOSSIEAU  processed  land.  REF:  Prince  George  Co.  WII  and  Deed

On  6 June  1759,  John  GARY  of  Martin's 
Brandon  Parish,  Prince  George  Co.,  VA,  of  the  one  part,  to  Josiah  GARY,  of  the  same  Parish,  for  natural  love  and 
affection  for  my  brother,  Josiah  GARY , a tract  of  land  on  Warwick  Swamp  and  Butler's  Branch,  said  land  having  belonged 
to  Thomas  GARY,  dec'd.,  who  was  a brother  of  John  GARY  and  Josiah  GARY  and  was  devised  to  said  Thomas  GARY, 
dec'd.,  by  his  father,  Wiliam  GARY,  dec’d,  by  the  last  will  and  testament  bearing  date  22  November  1745,  recorded  in 
Prince  George  Co.  Court,  VA;  wit.

This 
John  GARY  of  Brandon's  Parish;  on  6 June  1759  John  GARY  of  Martins,  Brandon  Parish,  Prince  George  Co.,  VA,  sold 
land  to  Josiah  GARY,  his  brother.  He  recited  that  John,  Josiah  and  Thomas  GARY,  dec'd,  were  brothers  and  sons  of 
Wiliam  GARY  who  executed  a will  22  November  1745,  sold  land  on  Warwick  Swamp  and  Butler's  Branch;  wit.  by  William 
GARY,  William  WRIGHT  and  Mary  GARY.  This  was  about  the  time  he  settled  in  Sussex  Co.,  VA.  He  md.  Joanna, 
maiden  name  unknown.  He  was  a Patriot  of  the  Rev.,  Sgt.  VA  State  Artillery,  4 November  1783.  His  name  appears  on 
a list  of  State  Soldiers  and  Seamen.  He  received  pay  from  Capt.  SPELLER.  REF:  Prince  George  Co.,  VA  Deed  and 
Order  Bk.  1759-1760  (p.77);  Sussex  Co.  Deed  Bk.  B (pp.388-90).  Only  one  known  child.

WILLIAM  GARY.  JR.  (of  #2)  b.  ca  1735  in  Garysville,  Westopher  Parish,  Prince  George  Co.,  VA.  He  recited,  when  he 
applied  for  a license  to  marry,  that  his  name  was  “William  GARY,  Jr.,”  which  does  not  always  mean  their  father  was  Sr., 
but  I feel  sure  he  was  a son  of 'William  and  wife.  He  md.  in  Sussex  Co,,  VA  15  August  1765  Boyce  GEE  (b.  1740  in  Surry 
Co.,  VA,  a gr.dtr.  of  James  GEE  b.  1694  and  d.  1759,  and  wife,  Boyce  SCOTT).  Wm.  GARY,  Jr.  was  a Patriot  and  d. 
1783.  She  was  on  the  tax  list  of  1783  in  Prince  George  Co.,  VA.  Tax  book  alterations  show  that  173  acres  were 
transferred  from  Mary  GARY'S  estate  to  Boyce  GARY.  On  31  March  1788,  Boyce  GARY  and  James  GARY,  her  son, 
conveyed  173  acres  to  Thomas  LEWIS;  wit.  Randolph  TEMPLE,  Hamlin  ALLEY  and  Hartwell  GARY,  recorded  9 April 
1788.  Tax  records  indicate  Wm.  GARY,  Sr.  was  charged  with  533  acres  and  these  533  acres  were  charged  to  Mary 
GARY'S  estate.  In  1 794  Boyce  GARY  transferred  the  other  land  to  Richard  and  Hartwell  GARY,  her  sons.  It  was  known 
by  descendants  in  Hancock  Co.,  GA  that  they  were  related  to  the  Newberry  Co.  GARYs  and  that  they  came  to  Newberry 
Co.  before  going  on  to  Hancock  Co.,  GA.  After  the  death  of  her  husband,  Boyce  emancipated  her  slaves  in  1792  and 
is  listed  as  a VA  taxpayer  in  Prince  George  Co.  in  1782-1787.  She  later  moved  from  VA  to  Newberry  with  her  son, 
James,  and  his  family  and  on  into  Hancock  Co.  where  she  died.  She  was  still  living  in  1806  when  she  was  entitled  to 
one  draw  in  the  lottery  of  Ocmulgee  lands.  REF:  Carolyn  Rogers;  Sussex  Co.,  VA  Marr.  Rees.;  Prince  George  Co.  Deed 
Bk.  D,  1782-1792  (pp.140,141);  Boyce  GARY  had  two  draws  in  Hancock  Co.,  GA  lottery  of  1806;  Tax  list  of  Prince 
George  Co.,  VA.  Her  husband,  Wm.,  was  a Rev.  Soldier,  requisition  C 5931 . She  was  mentioned  in  her  grandfather's, 
James  GEE'S,  will,  Surry  Co.,  VA.  They  lived  in  Bristol  Parish,  Sussex  Co.,  VA.  REF:  Albermarle  Parish,  Reg.  Rev.  Wm. 
Willie.

JOHN  GARY  (of  #3)  b.  ca  1725  in  Prince  George  Co.,  VA,  our  ancestor.  He  md.  Elizabeth  (b.  ca  1730)  in  VA  before 
settling  in  SC.  On  3 August  1753,  John  GAREY  petitioned  the  Council  of  South  Carolina  for  an  order  to  the  Surveyor 
General  to  lay  out  to  him  200  acres  of  land  on  Bush  River,  upon  the  waters  of  Saludy  River,  in  his  petition  he  stated  he 
came  to  South  Carolina  from  Virginia,  together  with  his  family,  consisting  of  a wife  and  two  children,  with  a design  to 
settle  and  improve  some  of  his  Majesty's  vacant  land;  that  he  found  a spot  of  ground  on  Bush  River  which  he  judged 
proper  and  accordingly  built  himself  a small  house  and  made  several  improvements  on  the  land,  intending  to  apply  for 
a grant  of  the  same.  He  avers  that  one,  Abraham  PENNINGTON,  thereupon  purchased  a bounty  warrant  from  a foreign 
Protestant  without  leave  of  the  Council  and  had  employed  a Deputy  Surveyor  to  run  out  the  same  and  that  when 
PENNINGTON  learned  that  the  Petitioner  was  planning  to  appear  before  the  Council,  he  had  gone  to  the  Petitioner’s 
father  and  offered  to  seli  to  him  the  same  land.  The  petition  was  read  and  approved  on  28  August  1753.  The  Council 
ordered  the  Surveyor  General  to  run  out  the  200  acres  to  the  Petitioner.  The  name  of  Petitioner's  father  is  not  recited. 

On  1 February  1754,  John  GARY  again  petitioned  the  Council  relative  to  this  land  on  Bush  River.  His  neighbors, 
Thomas  JOHNSON  and  George  DALRYMPLE,  appeared  before  the  Council  and  proved  that  Abraham  PENNINGTON 
had  run  the  land  out  of  spite  upon  a warrant  he  had  purchased  and  sold  again  without  a grant.  He  was  finally  granted 
the  200  acres  on  Bush  River  19  August  1763.  Subsequently  he  was  granted  an  additional  150  acres  on  Bush  River, 
3 July  1774,  and  66  acres  in  Ninety-six  District  2 February  1789.  It  is  not  known  if  all  of  this  land  was  to  the  same  person 
but  we  do  know  that  John  GARY,  Sr.  had  considerable  property  and  gave  to  each  of  his  grandsons  land  before  his  death. 
Stub  indents  issued  in  payment  for  claims  against  the  State  of  SC  growing  out  of  the  Revolution.  John  GEARY  for  two 
pounds  six  shillings  and  five  pence  sterling  for  provisions  supplied  the  Militia,  18  June  1785  and  22  August  1785;  John 
GEARY  for  twenty-nine  pounds  sixteen  shillings  and  five  pence  sterling  for  provisions  supplied  the  Continental  Army  and 
Militia  in  1 781 . It  is  not  stated  if  this  was  for  Jr.  or  Sr.  Most  of  the  GARY  families  were  members  of  the  Old  Bush  River 
Baptist  Church  in  Newberry  Co.,  SC.  John  GARY,  Sr.  d.  testate  January  1804.  His  will,  27  October  1803,  prob. 
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Newberry  Co.,  SC  6 February  1804.  To  my  loving  son,  Thomas  GARY,  and  my  dtr.,  Anne  GARY,  wife  of  my  son,  John 
GARY,  dec'd.  Ex.  Providence  WILLIAMS,  Esq.  and  Charles  NEAL,  Jr.;  wit.  James  GARY,  Thomas  GARY  and  John  E. 
LEOPARD.  On  3 May  1804,  Anne  GARY  received  $1,219.96  in  full  for  her  part  of  the  estate  of  John  GARY,  Sr.  dec'd., 
by  Providence  WILLIAMS  and  Charles  NEAL,  Jr.  and,  on  the  same  day,  the  same  amount  to  Thomas  GARY,  same  Ex. 
Some  time  in  the  year  1803-1804  John  GARY,  Sr.  purchased  9 yds.  of  cotton  bagging  at  2 cents  per  yd.,  to  Elizabeth 
GARY  the  widow  total  $1 .81 . "Personally  appeared  Elizabeth  GARY  and  made  oath  and  swear  that  the  above  account 
is  correct  as  it  now  stands,  sig.  Elizabeth  GARY."  They  were  not  shown  on  the  Minute  book  of  Bush  River  Baptist 
Church  and  a granddaughter  stated  they  were  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  John  GARY,  Sr.  sale  23  February 
1804,  Jesse  GARY,  son  of  Thomas  GARY , Jesse  GARY  widows  son,  Anne  GARY.  James  GARY  widows  son,  Thomas 
GARY,  Betsey  GARY,  David  GARY,  Elizabeth  GARY,  166  acres.  Thomas  GARY  70  acres,  Charles  GARY,  Jr.,  65  acres, 
Jesse  GARY,  widows  son  71  acres,  Walter  WEST  35  acres,  Brig.  Gen.  Isaac  B.  GARY,  West  GARY,  Charles  GARY, 
Sr.  and  Jacob  GARY . There  were  probably  other  children  not  mentioned  in  his  will  who  possibly  had  predec'd.  decedent.

THOMAS  GARY,  ESQ,  (of  #3)  b.  ca  1727  in  Prince  George  Co.,  VA.  He  was  mentioned  first  in  SC,  27  December  1754, 
when  he  purchased  from  John  PITTS  200  acres  on  Bush  River  for  one  hundred  fifty  pounds.  Thomas  GERE  had  a 
warrant  for  100  acres  on  Saludy  River  and  Bushy  Fork,  6 June  1758;  One  for  200  acres  in  Berkley  Co.  and  88  acres  in 
Berkley  Co.  7 November  1758.  (SEE  THOMAS  GARY,  ESQ.) 

Thomas  GARY  and  Charles  GARY  lived  in  a small  community  on  Bush  River.  John  PEARSON  wrote  concerning  the 
Indians:  "In  short,  they  have  burned  and  destroyed  all  up  Bush  River,  except  Jacob  BROOKS  where  there  are  some 
people  gathered  together  to  stand  in  their  own  defense. " Those  who  signed  the  petition  asking  relief  against  the  Indian 
depredations  were:  Charles  and  Thomas  GARY,  dated  Journal  of  the  Council  1755.  The  GARY’S  settled  on  the  line 
between  Laurens  and  Newberry  counties,  from  Stub  entries  to  Indents  issued  in  payment  of  claims  against  SC  growing 
out  of  the  Revolution.  Thomas  GARY  was  granted  four  indents,  probably  for  three  of  the  name  who  served  or  furnished 
supplies.  Thomas  GARY  for  eight  pounds  nine  shillings  and  eight  pence  for  provisions  supplied  the  Militia  in  1782.  He 
md.  in  1757  in  VA  (and  it  is  not  known  if  she  was  his  first  wife)  Uriah  NEWMAN  (b.  ca  1733  in  MD,  PA  or  VA  and  d. 
January  1796,  buried  Bush  River  Baptist  Church  as  listed  in  Bush  River  Baptist  Church  Minute  Book.  She  was  the  eldest 
dtr.  of  Rev.  Samuel  NEWMAN  b.  15  March  1713,  the  thirteenth  child  of  Walter  and  Mary  NEWMAN  of  Cecil  Co.,  MD, 
d.  November  1771.  Rev.  Samuel  NEWMAN  moved  to  Montgomery  Co.,  PA  12  July  1740;  later  they  settled  in  the  Valley 
of  VA,  where  he  and  his  wife  became  charter  members  of  the  Linville  Creek  Baptist  Church  on  6 August  1756.  The 
NEWMAN'S  first  moved  to  VA  in  1744.  They  left  VA  in  1765,  The  Journal  of  Smith  Creek  Church,  formerly  Linville  Creek 
Church,  reciting  in  an  entry  on  20  April  1765  that  Samuel  and  Martha  HOYLY  NEWMAN  were  moving  to  NC  or  SC  and 
were  granted  letters  of  dismission.  On  11  September  1765  he  received  a grant  for  450  acres  and  150  acres  on  the 
spring  branches  of  Bush  River.  On  these  lands  NEWMAN  built  his  home  and  a small  meeting  house.  Later  he  gave 
lands  for  the  Bush  River  Baptist  Church  constituted  in  1770.  It  seems  to  me  if  Uriah  was  not  a second  wife,  he  married 
her  in  VA.  Samuel  NEWMAN  wrote  his  will  12  November  1770  in  Newberry  Co.,  SC,  prob.  7 May  1779:  "Samuel 
NEWMAN,  Jr.,  eldest  son,  350  acres  in  GA.  Son-in-law,  Phillip  PHEAGAN  and  wife  Martha,  John  NEWMAN,  youngest 
son,  525  acres  where  I now  dwell,  John  JOHNSON  for  his  undutifulness  no  legacy,  his  wife  was  Jane.  Granddaughter, 
Phebe  BERTRAM,  to  share  equally  with  my  daughter,  Uriah  GARY,  and  Mary  CROW,  after  the  decease  of  their  mother, 
Martha.  My  son,  John  NEWMAN,  then  to  have  two  shares  and  they  each  one  share,  my  son  taking  first  two  parts  and 
the  rest  according  to  their  seniority.  Ex.  wife,  Martha.  Two  acres  to  Separate  Baptist";  wit.  Samuel  LINDSAY,  George 
and  Mary  RAY). 

Thomas  GARY,  Esq.  d.  April  1797.  He  and  wife  were  among  the  earliest  members  of  Bush  River  Baptist  Church; 
however,  they  are  buried  in  a private  cemetery  on  the  original  Thomas  GARY  home  place,  as  recited  by  the  sons,  John, 
Newman,  and  Samuel,  when  they  sold  the  original  home  place  on  the  line  of  Laurens  and  Newberry  counties,  SC.  His 
will,  25  June  1796,  Newberry  Co.,  prob.  16  May  1797.  "Estate  to  be  divided  into  fifteen  parts;  two  parts  to  Martha  for 
her  lifetime  and  to  whoever  she  chooses  to  take  care  of  her  during  her  lifetime,  shall  have  what  is  left.  Two  parts  to  my 
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son,  Charles  GARY,  and  Thomas  GARY  to  take  care  of  him  and  maintain  him  during  his  lifetime  and  Thomas  GARY  to 
have  what  remains  of  his  estate  at  his  demise."  {Perhaps  Martha  and  Charles  were  incapacitated).  7 desire  the  other 
eleven  parts  to  be  equally  divided  between  my  other  eleven  children,  viz:  Elizabeth  WILLIAMS,  Thomas  GARY,  Anne 
WILLIAMS,  Amery  TEAGUE,  William  GARY,  John  GARY,  Rebecca  GARY,  Elizabeth  GARY,  Neuman  GARY,  Samuel 
GARY  and  Sarah  GARY.  I desire  my  sons,  Neuman  and  Samuel  GARY,  shall  have  my  lands  and  plantation  in  part  of 
their  estate,  each  one  to  receive  their  part  when  of  age  or  marry  and  if  anyone  dies  before  being  of  age,  their  part  to  be 
equally  divided  between  them  that  live.  Only  Martha  and  Charles'  part  to  be  as  above  mentioned";  Ex.  Thomas  GARY, 
Jr.,  son-in-law,  Abner  TEAGUE,  and  son-in-law,  Providence  WILLIAMS;  wit.  Dorthy,  Israel  and  Joshua  TEAGUE.  The 
DAR  papers  list  Rebecca  as  their  mother;  however,  she  was  a dtr.  and  d.  in  1813.  REF:  Bush  River  Minute  Bk.  (on 
microfilm  in  the  Historical  Library  of  Furman  Univ.  in  Greenville,  SC;  SC  Bapt.  by  Leah  Townsend  (pp.123,126,162);

CHARLES  GARY  (of  #3)  b.  1733  in  Prince  George  Co.,  VA.  Inscribed  on  the  old  tombstone:  “d.  18  July  1808,  age  75 
years"  (died  in  the  Bush  River  area,  Newberry  Co.,  SC).  He  migrated  to  SC  with  his  family,  probably  with  his  parents 
and  brothers,  John,  Thomas,  and  William.  On  6 December  1755,  he  and  his  brother  Thomas  GARY  signed  a petition 
as  residents  of  Saluda  River  Section  for  redress  against  the  Indians.  He  received  three  grants  of  land  near  Bush  River. 
His  royal  land  grant,  3 September  1765,  for  150  acres  in  Berkley  Co.,  SC  on  a fork  between  Broad  and  Saluda  rivers 
near  Bush  Creek,  but  on  the  plat  it  is  called  Bush  River,  N.E.  by  Thomas  GARY,  other  sides  vacant.  This  land  was 
located  near  the  line  of  Laurens  and  Newberry  counties  near  Kinards.  The  Bush  River  Baptist  Church  was  constituted 
in  1770  and  his  son  West  GARY,  deeded  2 acres  to  the  Bush  River  Baptist  Church  from  his  land  after  his  death.  On  2 
December  1766  Charles  GARY  was  granted  200  acres  in  Craven  Co.,  SC  on  Saluda  River  Creek,  adjacent  to  Rev. 
Samuel  NEWMAN.  He  was  a member  as  early  as  1792.  He  was  a Patriot  in  the  Revolution,  having  served  under  Gen. 
Francis  MARION.  He  was  paid,  in  1781,  for  provisions  supplied  the  Militia  and,  22  August  1785,  he  was  paid  nine 
pounds  sixteen  shillings  and  seven  pence  for  provisions  for  the  Continental  Army.  He  married  Patience  WEST  (b.  ca 
1737,  of  Edgefield  Co.,  SC,  d.  17  June  1798,  buried  beside  Charles  GARY  in  Bush  River  Cem.  In  various  records,  his 
wife  has  been  called  Elizabeth,  Ida,  etc.;  however,  in  the  Old  Minute  Book  of  1792,  his  name  appears  as  seventh  in  the 
male  row  and  her  name  appears  in  the  female  row  as  sixth  member.  The  two  lists  obviously  reflect,  wherever  possible, 
the  names  of  spouses  in  numerical  order.  She  was  a dtr.  of  William  WEST  who  migrated  from  Edgecombe  Co.,  NC  to 
Edgefield  Co.,  SC  and  d.  1780,  wife  Mary  WEST,  ch:  William,  Thomas,  James,  Martha  COX,  Nancy,  Sarah  LEOPARD, 
Elizabeth  (md.  Robert  ALLEN),  Betty,  Priscilla,  Patience,  John,  Jo.,  and  Jacob  WEST).  Ex.  were  Jesse  ALLEN  and 
Charles  LEOPARD). 

Charles  GARY  will,  17  July  1806,  Newberry  Co.,  SC,  prob.  19  July  1808;  my  five  children:  'Thomas,  John,  Sarah  Jones, 
Polly  WILLIAMS  and  West  GARY.  All  of  my  goods,  chattels  to  be  sold  on  a credit  of  twelve  mo.,  Ex.  Thomas  and  West 
GARY, "wit.  Charles  and  Joshua  JONES  and  Absalom  GARY.  The  latter  I believe  to  be  his  grandson,  and  Jesse  GARY, 
Thomas  and  West  GARY  purchased  the  entire  estate.  Wiliam  GARY  predeceased  decedent  and  John  GARY  named 
in  his  will,  does  not  show  any  of  the  estate  papers.  REF.  Plat.  Bk.  v.9  (p.451);  Plat  Bk.  10  (pp.86;98);  Royal  Land  Grants 
v.15  (pp.236,242);  Stub  Indents  (p.266);  WII  Bk.

WILLIAM  BAYLEY  GARY  (of  #3)  b.  ca  1735  in  Prince  George  Co.,  VA.  He  migrated  with  his  father  and  brothers:  John, 
Thomas,  and  Charles  GARY  in  1753  to  SC.  On  7 November  1758  William  GARY  petitioned  the  Council  for  100  acres 
of  land  between  Broad  and  Saluda  River.  The  land  was  surveyed  15  January  1759,  but  was  not  granted  until  10  July 
1766.  On  3 February  1767  William  GARY  was  granted  an  additional  200  acres  in  the  forks  between  Broad  and  Saluda 
rivers  on  a small  branch  called  Bush  Creek.  William  GARY  died  testate  between  1767  and  1786;  however  the  will  is  lost. 
On  1 7 September  1 786,  Charles  GARY,  Jr.  of  Laurens  Co. , SC  sold  1 00  acres  of  the  tract  of  200  acres  on  Bush  Creek 
between  Broad  and  Saluda  rivers;  original  grant  dated  3 February  1767  to  John  "Jacky"  GARY,  adj.  Wm.  JOHNSON. 
Thomas  GARY,  Sr.,  Thomas  GARY,  Jr.  and  Robert  McADAMS,  reference  being  made  in  the  deed  to  the  fact  that  it  was 
devised  to  grantor  and  William  GARY,  Jr.,  not  yet  of  age,  by  William  GARY,  dec'd.  The  remaining  100  acres  was 
conveyed  by  William  GARY,  Jr.  by  lease  and  release,  dated  30  September  1790,  reciting  that  this  was  part  of  the  200 
acre  tract  granted  to  William  GARY,  dec'd.,  on  3 February  1767  and  left  by  him  to  his  two  sons,  Charles  and  William 
GARY,  Jr.,  by  his  last  will  and  testament.  The  plat  attached  to  the  deed  recites  that  it  was  made  by  the  Ex.  Jonathan 
DOWNS,  at  the  direction  of  the  executors  of  the  estate  of  William  GARY,  dec'd.  Most  genealogists  have  concluded  this 
William  GARY  is  the  ancestor  of  John,  Charles,  Thomas  and  William  GARY  who  settled  in  SC  in  1753;  however,  on  17 
September  1786,  when  Charles  GARY,  Jr.  sold  his  half  of  the  estate  from  his  father,  William  GARY,  dec'd,  it  was  recited 
that  William  GARY,  Jr.  was  not  yet  of  age,  thus  William  had  to  be  a brother  and  not  father  of  the  GARY  Clan.  William 
Bayley  GARY,  md.  Milly  BROOKS  (b.  ca  1740  in  VA,  dtr.  of  Col.  Jacob  BROOKS,  chr.  21  November  1702,  Christ  Church 
Parish,  Middlesex  Co.,  VA  who  md.  Rosanna.  Col.  Jacob  BROOKS  was  granted  550  acres  on  Bush  Creek,  Berkley  Co., 
SC,  19  September  1758,  on  which  he  erected  a Fort  and  was  tendered  the  Commission  of  Col.  of  the  Garrison  by  the 
Council  in  1760,  during  the  Cherokee  War.  John  PEARSON  wrote  the  Council,  "They  have  burned  and  destroyed  all 
up  Bush  River,  except  Jacob  BROOKS  Fort  where  there  are  some  people  gathered  together  to  stand  in  their  own 
defense".  Col.  Jacob  BROOKS  will,  17  September  1770,  prob.  Charleston,  SC.  He  died  before  April  1774;  "wife 
Rosanna,  ch:  John  BROOKS,  Stephen  and  Roger,  sons  of  John  BROOKS;  To  son  Jacob  BROOKS,  I lend  to  William 
GARY  and  wife,  Milly,  and  to  their  daughter,  Sara  GARY"',  Ex.  Rosanna  BROOKS,  Jacob  BROOKS;  wit.  James  H. 
CASEY,  Henry  STEEDDOM  and  Wm.  LEGG.  From  Stub  entries  to  indents  issued  in  payment  for  claims  vs.  SC  growing 
out  of  the  Revolution.  Issued  16  August  1785  to  William  Bayley  GARY  for  six  pounds,  two  shillings  sterling,  for  86  days 
duty  in  1781-1782.  The  William  GARY  of  this  sketch  is  the  correct  age  to  have  served.  In  1779,  William  GARY  was  one 
of  the  five  commissioners  appointed  by  the  General  Assembly  to  lay  out  the  road  from  Indian  Island  Fort  on  Saluda  River 
to  Hendrix  Mill  on  Enoree  River.  This  road  became  known  as  the  Ninety-Six  Road  which  divided  Laurens  and  Newberry 
counties.

On  11  October  1791,  Henry  TENCH  and  Sarah,  his  wife, 
formerly  Sarah  GARY,  widow  and  relict  of  William  GARY,  dec'd.,  of  Prince  George  Co.,  VA  to  Thomas  GARY,  75  acres 
in  same  Co.;  Sarah  TENCH  right  of  dower  in  Wiliam  GARY,  dec'd.,  land,  consideration  75  lbs.  land  adjoining  that  of 
Richard  GARY.

It  is  thought  he  was  named  for  the  Rev.  Mr.  HARTWELL,  a prominent  minister  of  Prince  George  Co., 
who  agreed  to  take  a Parish  in  1740  when  Rev.  James  BOISSEAU  resigned;  however,  he  was,  through  some 
misunderstanding,  never  Rector.  Hartwell  served  as  Justice  of  Inferior  Court  in  Hancock  Co.,  GA  on  several  occasions 
from  24  November  1812  - 11  January  1825,  resigning  in  1826.  He  md.  1st:  in  Prince  George  Co.  13  June  1793  Rebecca 
BUTTERWORTH  (d.  early).  He  md.  2nd:  in  Hancock  Co.,  GA  5/15  May  1805/8  Rebecca  STANTON  (who  was  living  at 
his  demise  and  who  was  executrix  of  his  estate  and  petitioned  the  Court  to  sell  a part  of  a lot).  His  will,  March  1825, 
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Newton  Co.,  GA  was  probated  2 July  1836.  He  mentioned  Nathaniel,  Julia  B.  and  Nicholas  GARY,  born  in  VA,  wife 
Rebecca,  her  children,  and  all  future  children  she  may  have.  He  d.  1827-1828  in  Hancock  Co.  as  reported  by  the 
Hancock  Advertiser  of  Sparta.  In  1831  Thomas  ANSLEY  was  appointed  by  the  Court  as  guardian  of  three  minor  children 
of  Hartwell  GARY,  dec’d.  It  is  known  that  Thomas  ANSLEY  was  born  14  February  1786  and  d.  1 June  1857,  a son  of 
Abel  and  Lydia  MORRIS  ANSLEY.  He  md.  1st:  3 October  1807  Mary  (b.  26  December  1786,  d.  12  November  1828). 
Thomas  ANSLEY,  in  his  will,  mentioned  his  wife  Rebecca  and  her  dtr.  Eliza  Scott,  and  a grandson  of  my  wife,  Allen 
DYER.  Hartwell  was  the  administrator  of  the  estate  of  James  GARY,  dec'd.  in  1817.  His  guardianship  of  Henry  GARY 
ceased  in  1826.

Randolph  TEMPLE,  Hamlin  ALLEY  and  Hartwell  GARY,  recorded  9 April  1788,  and  on  10  May  1791,  Boyce  GARY  of 
Prince  George  Co.,  emancipated  two  slaves,  probably  their  entire  estate  when  they  were  leaving  VA.  They  settled  first 
in  Newberry  Co.,  SC  among  relatives,  but  in  1798,  they  were  in  Hancock  Co.,  GA.

Land  Lottery  drawing  in  Hancock  Co.  He  d.  in  Hancock  Co.  3 February  1806,  intestate.  He  md.  in  Prince  George  Co. 
1787  Rebecca  LEE  (b.  1763  in  VA,  dtr.  of  Henry  and  Elizabeth  LEE,  d.  prior  to  1798).  James  GARY  was  a Mason  and 
a man  of  some  importance.  His  Masonic  apron  was  not  buried  with  him  as  his  ggdtr.,  Mary  GARY,  had  it  in  1904.  He 
served  as  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  Hancock  Co.  12  April  1799  - 15  June  1802.

When 
Elizabeth  GARY  GRIFFIN,  dtr.  of  James  GARY  of  the  above  mentioned  family  died,  Mary  R.  GARY  McDOWELL  wrote 
6 September  1858  to  her  cousin  Bely  R.  MANGUM:  "Elizabeth  GARY  GRIFFIN  had  no  children,  but  three  aunts 
surviving,  viz:  Delila  GARY,  who  md.  Samuel  SUMMERS,  Malinda  "Linny"  GARY  MANGUM  and  Elizabeth  REEDER, 
who  md.

THOMAS  GARY  (of  #14)  b.  1752  in  Prince  George  Co.,  VA.  He  migrated  with  his  parents  when  just  a wee  baby  and 
lived  most  of  his  life  with  his  wife,  Mary,  in  Newberry  Co.,  SC,  but  died  in  Anderson  Co.,  SC.  Highland  Sentinel  recited 
he  d.  Saturday  last  on  12  October  1826  in  Pendleton,  SC.  He  was  living,  at  that  time,  with  his  daughter  and  son-in-law, 
the  Wiliam  FELTON  family,  and  just  prior  to  his  demise,  he  gave  to  Mary  several  Negroes  and  three  notes,  etc.  He  was 
one  of  the  two  children  John  GARY  in  1 753  stated  he  had  when  he  came  from  VA  to  SC.  Thomas  GARY  of  this  sketch 
served  in  the  SC  Militia  during  the  Revolution  and  was  paid  18  June  1785,  three  pounds  seven  shillings  and  a penny 
sterling  for  duty  in  the  SC  Militia.  Despite  the  fact  that  people  have  joined  on  all  of  the  other  Thomas  GARY'S  of  SC, 
Wiliam  Gary  WATSON,  a ggr.son  of  Thomas  GARY  of  this  sketch  stated,  "On  both  sides  of  his  family  he  was  of 
Revolutionary  ancestry".  "His  mother,  Mary  GARY,  a dtr.  of  John  GARY,  a native  of  VA,  and  gdtr.  of  Thomas  GARY, 
a native  of  the  same  commonwealth,  who  rendered  service  in  the  struggle  for  independence."  On  3 May  1804,  Thomas 
GARY  received  from  the  estate  of  his  father,  John  GARY,  Sr.,  dec’d.,  $1 ,21 9.96.  On  24  January  1 807:  "This  is  to  certify 
that  I allow  my  two  sons  to  adm.  on  the  estate  of  James  GARY,  dec’d.,  in  my  place".  On  29  December  1 807,  receipt  of 
Charles  and  Wiliam  GARY,  one  dollar  appraisers  fee  on  the  estate  of  James  GARY,  dec'd.  On  26  January  1807,  Rachel 
GARY  personally  appeared  before  the  justice  of  Newberry  Co.,  SC  and  stated  on  oath  that  James  GARY,  dec’d.,  was 
justly  indebted  to  the  estate  of  John  GARY,  dec'd.,  husband  of  Rachel  GARY;  John  LEAVELL,  J.P.  It  is  very  evident 
from  the  records  that  John  GARY,  Sr.  devised  land  to  these  grandchildren  if  we  could  only  identify  them.  Indenture  1 
September  1800,  John  GARY,  Sr.  of  Laurens  Co.,  SC. 

John  GARY,  son  of  Thomas  GARY  of  the  same  county,  125  acres,  first  granted  to  Joseph  HAYES  in  1774  and  to 
Frances  PRICE  to  John  GARY,  Sr.,  wit.  John  GARY,  son  of  Thomas  GARY,  John  BELTON  and  Thomas  GARY,  recorded 
18  February  1804.  On  7 May  1811  Thomas  GARY  laid  off  to  Jacob  GARY  61  acres  originally  granted  to  John  GARY, 
Sr.,  and  on  14  November  1814,  Thomas  GARY  of  Newberry  Co.  100  acres  to  Asa  GARY.  On  3 February  1823  Thomas 
GARY  of  Pendleton,  SC  to  Jacob  GARY,  1 39  acres.  The  Gary  family  lived  on  the  line  of  Laurens  and  Newberry  counties, 
SC  and  it  is  not  known  when  Thomas  GARY  settled  in  Pendleton,  Anderson  Co.,  SC;  however,  on  14  July  181 1 Jacob 
GARY  of  Pendleton,  SC  sold  225  acres  to  Thomas  GARY  on  waters  of  Tugaloo  River,  adjacent  to  James  BURNETT  and 
Jacob  HOLLAND;  wit.

He 
named  Providence  WILLIAMS,  his  son-in-law,  and  his  wife  was  Elizabeth  in  1 799.  Elizabeth  GARY  of  this  sketch  made 
a will  1 May  1798,  Newberry  Co.,  probated  5 September  1803  in  which  she  named  siblings:  Sarah  GARY,  Thomas 
GARY,  Milly  TEAGUE,  William,  John,  Neuman  and  Samuel  GARY;  Ex.

THOMAS  WEST  GARY  (of  #16)  b.  11  August  1764  near  Kinards,  Newberry  Co.,  SC.  Rebecca  Kate  GARY  of  Kinards 
wrote  in  1932  that  her  ancestor's  name  was  Thomas  West  GARY.  In  the  records  of  SC,  it  appears  only  as  Thomas 
GARY.  He  was  a Patriot,  having  served  in  the  Revolution  since  the  reduction  of  Charleston  (Indent  #490,  Account  No. 
2714-B).  He  md  1780  Rebecca  A.  JONES  (b.  15  December  1764  in  SC,  dtr.  of  Charles  A.  and  Martha  JONES).  They 
were  early  members  of  Bush  River  Baptist  Church,  he  being  the  25th  male  and  she  the  25th  female  member  listed  in 
the  Church  roster.  They  lived  on  Gary's  Lane  and  he  was  appointed  deacon  of  the  Church  9 January  1808,  was 
dismissed  by  letter  13  December  1817,  at  which  time  they  settled  near  Greenville,  Butler  Co.,  AL  (Thomas  with  his  sons 
Thomas,  Arthur,  Marvel,  Wiliam  L.  and  Isaac,  and  at  least  one  daughter  Sarah,  two  sons:  Capt.  Jesse  GARY  and  Dr 
Martin  GARY  remained  in  South  Carolina)  where  he  d.  23  April  1818.  She  d.  16  May  1826,  both  buried  Ft.  Dale  Cem., 
five  miles  north  of  Greenville.  Their  tombstone  recites  the  date  of  their  birth  and  death  and  names  of  their  respective 
fathers.  His  will,  9 July  1817,  Newberry  Co.,  was  probated  31  October  1818:  "wife:  Rebecca,  children:  Jesse,  Linny 
GORDON,  Absalom,  Sarah  DAVENPORT,  Arthur,  Martin  J.,  Marvel,  Charles  F.  GARY.  If  Thomas,  William,  or  Isaac 
GARY  die  before  reaching  twenty-one,  their  part  of  the  estate  to  go  to  survivors"',  Ex.  Jesse,  Absalom,  Arthur  and  Martin 
J.  GARY.  "Sacred  to  the  memory  of  Thomas  GARY,  son  of  Charles  GARY,  b.  SC  11  August  1764,  departed  this  life  23 
April  1818.  This  marble  is  erected  as  a last  token  of  friendship  by  his  disconsolate  wife,  who  ha  ving  bom  him  whilst  living 
still  retains  him  though  dead.  Blessed  art  they  who  die  in  the  Lord. " "Sacred  to  the  memory  of  Rebecca  GARY,  wife  of 
Thomas  GARY  and  dtr.  of  Charles  JONES,  b.  15  December  1764,  SC  departed  this  life  16  May  1826.  This  marble  is 
erected  as  a last  token  of  friendship  by  her  disconsolate  children.  Blessed  are  they  who  die  in  the  Lord. " REF:  Bush 
River  Minute  Bk.,  Newberry  Co.  Will  Bk.

JOHN  GARY  (of  #16)  b.  11  August  1765  near  Kinards,  Newberry  Co.,  SC  and  d.  1 December  1848  age  83  years,  buried 
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Old  Middleton  Cem.  (west  of  Winona,  now  Montgomery  Co.,  formerly  Carroll  Co.,  MS).  One  descendant  wrote  his 
birthdate  1 1 August  1768;  however,  it  is  clearly  written  on  the  stone.  He  served  in  the  Revolution  though  very  young, 
belonged  to  the  Commissary  Department  for  which  he  received  200  acres  of  land  near  Princeton,  Caldwell  Co.,  KY.  In 
the  early  settlers  list,  it  recites  that  John  GARY  has  gone  from  Laurens  Co.,  SC  to  Caldwell  Co.,  KY.  He  md.  13  May 
1790  in  Laurens  Co.  Jennie  or  Jane  WADLINGTON  (b.  20  February  1772  in  Newberry  Co.  and  d.  26  November  1839 
in  Middleton,  Carroll  Co.,  MS,  dtr.  of  James  WADLINGTON  b.  2 January  1745  in  VA,  d.  1 January  1800  in  Livingston 
Co.,  KY  and  wife,  Margaret  A.  BABB  b.  1745,  d.  1815  in  Livingston  Co.,  KY.  James  WADLINGTON  was  a son  of 
Thomas  and  Sarah  WYATT  WADLINGTON.  Her  siblings:  Thomas,  James,  Mercer  W.,  William,  Warner  Washington 
and  a dtr.  WADLINGTON  who  md.  William  OSBORNE.  On  1 April  1787,  Charles  JONES  sold  100  acres  to  John  GARY 
adjacent  to  William  JOHNSON,  William  KIRKLAND  and  John  DALRYMPLE;  wit.  Thomas  GARY,  James  SMITH  and  Mary 
JONES.  On  15  October  1796,  John  GARY  and  wife,  Jennie,  of  Newberry  Co.  sold  100  acres  to  his  brother,  Wiliam 
GARY;  wit.  John  LEOPARD,  Uriah  CANNON  and  Isaac  TAYLOR.  This  probably  was  the  time  of  their  leaving  SC  and 
he  never  returned  to  SC.  He  was  named  in  his  father's,  Charles  GARY'S,  will  in  1806,  but  did  not  sign  as  a legatee  as 
there  was  no  estate  left. 

The  family  migrated  from  Caldwell  Co.,  KY  to  Tuscaloose  Co.,  AL,  but  on  20  March  1832,  they  sold  land  in  Madison  Co., 
MS.  They  subsequently  settled  in  Middleton,  Carroll  Co.,  MS.  His  will,  6 February  1843,  Carroll  Co.  was  probated 
January  1849.  No  wife  was  mentioned.  "My  dir.,  Peggy  JENKINS,  80  acres,  which  I purchased  of  my  son,  Alien;  To 
my  son,  Man/el  M.  GARY,  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  he  having  already  received  a share;  To  my  son,  West  GARY  $50.00 
in  addition  to  what  I have  already  given  him;  I give  to  my  dtr.-in-law,  Betsy  GARY,  wife  of  West  GARY;  To  my 
grandchildren,  Mary  Jane  GARY,  William  West  GARY  and  Eliza  Laticia  GARY,  the  children  of  my  son,  Allen  GARY;  To 
my  dtr.-in-law,  Judith  W.  GARY  the  wife  of  Allen  GARY.  My  deceased  dtr.,  Pemicia  HARRIS'-,  Ex.  Allen  GARY;  wit.  D. 
M.  LIPSCOMB,  Martin  NELMS,  Wm.  BARROW,  Jr.  REF:  Newberry  Co.  WII  Bk.  D (p.355);  Deed  Bk.  A (p.356);  bk.  E 
(p.466);  Early  Settlers  List,  Madison  Co.,  MS  bk.  A (p.41 1);  Carroll  Co.,  MS  WII  Bk.  A (p.89);  William  R.  Jilson  (p.177);

WILLIAM  GARY  (of  #16)  b.  1766  in  Gary's  Lane,  Kinards,  Newberry  Co.,  SC  and  d.  intestate  1 September  1800  in 
Newberry  Co.,  leaving  considerable  real  estate  and  personal  property.  He  md.  1784  Elizabeth  JONES  (b.  ca  1770,  a 
sister  of  Rebecca  A.  and  dtrs.  of  Charles  and  Martha  A.  JONES  of  SC.  She  md.  2nd:  22  December  1806  George 
WHITMORE.  Her  maiden  name  was  recorded  in  her  son's,  Mathias',  Bible.  Larry  E.  LANE  writes:  The  death  of  her 
husband,  leaving  her  with  six  minor  children,  was  the  first  recorded  of  a series  of  family  tragedies  to  be  suffered  by 
Elizabeth  in  the  next  several  years.  Isaac  and  David,  her  oldest  children,  both  died  in  1806.  David's  wife  survived  him 
only  briefly,  adding  two  infant  grandchildren  to  Elizabeth's  family  responsibilities.  In  December  of  1806,  Elizabeth 
married  George  WHITMORE.  Whatever  support  she  may  have  gained  from  her  new  husband  ended  with  his  death  in 
February  1810.  Thereafter,  she  had  the  added  task  of  settling  his  estate,  left  in  a "perplexed  embarrassed  situation". 
By  October  1815,  two  more  of  her  children,  Henry  and  Patience,  had  died.  Elizabeth  left  South  Carolina  shortly 
afterwards,  being  dismissed  at  her  request  from  the  Bush  River  Baptist  Church  in  February  1816,  apparently  for  the 
purpose  of  moving  with  her  two  surviving  children,  William  and  Mathias  GARY,  to  Georgia.  In  1820,  Elizabeth  was  living 
in  Jasper  Co.,  GA,  in  close  proximity  to  her  sons  and  their  families.  In  1830,  she  seems  to  have  been  a part  of  Mathias' 
household  in  Perry  Co.,  AL.  In  1834,  "old  and  infirm",  Elizabeth  acquired  160  acres  of  federal  land  in  recently  formed 
Sumter  Co.,  AL.  Her  sale  of  this  land  on  14  November  1835  is  the  last  known  record  for  her.  Wiliam  GARY,  dec'd.,  his 
widow  and  his  brother,  Thomas  GARY,  were  adm.  ex  parte.  Elizabeth  GARY  vs.  Thomas  GARY  adm.,  "T he  humble 
petition  of  Elizabeth  GARY,  widow  and  relict  of  William  GARY,  dec'd.  He  d.  1 800,  leaving  your  petitioner  and  six  minor 
children  namely:  Isaac,  David,  William,  Henry,  Mathias  and  Patience  GARY.  The  said  William  GARY,  dec'd.,  left  sundry 
tracts  of  land  in  the  County  to  wit:  150  acres  purchased  from  Thomas  JOHNSON,  40  acres  from  Phillip  FAGIRS,  100 
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acres  from  Clement  DAVIS,  1 10  acres  from  Marmaduke  MAPLES,  100  acres  from  John  GARY,  100  acres  from  Daniel 
WILLIAMS,  32  acres  from  Robert  HARP,  100  acres  from  John  FLETCHER,  200  acres  given  to  William  GARY  from  his 
father,  Charles  GARY,  200  acre  and  150  acre  grants  to  himself,  making  in  the  whole  1470  acres.  Therefore,  your 
petitioner  prays  for  a Writ  of  Partition  to  mete  out  to  your  petitioner  her  one-third  part  of  said  land  or  the  value  thereof. 
George  WHITMORE  d.  February  1810,  intestate,  leaving  no  children,  but  the  following  sisters:  Martha  ABRAMS, 
Margaret  WELCH,  Elizabeth  WATSON,  Sarah  DUNCAN  and  Susannah  DUTY".  Elizabeth  GARY,  widow  of  George 
WHITMORE,  the  orator  stated  on  oath,  she  was  the  widow  of  William  GARY,  who  d.  intestate.  Their  son,  Isaac  GARY, 
d.  intestate  without  issue;  David  GARY,  another  son,  d.  testate  17  July  1806,  leaving  a wife,  Susannah,  who  d.  shortly. 
Her  property  acquired  by  her  from  her  husband,  William,  and  her  sons,  Isaac  and  David  GARY.  Larry  E.  LANE  again: 
"William  GARY'S  widow,  Elizabeth,  and  Thomas  GARY,  presumably  his  brother,  were  appointed  to  administer  his  estate. 
In  accordance  with  the  practice  of  the  time,  disposition  of  William  GARYs  personal  property  was  made  quickly  at  public 
sale,  held  on  23  October  1800.  The  inventory  and  sale  records,  together  with  documents  filed  when  his  real  estate  was 
partitioned  in  1803  show  that  at  the  time  of  his  death  William  GARY  was  the  owner  of  1 1 tracts  of  land  in  Newberry 
County  containing  a total  of  1470  acres.  Claims  made  against  the  estate  indicate  that  he  had  recently  completed 
construction  of  a new  house.  William  was  a farmer  as  shown  by  the  inclusion  of  cotton  and  com  in  the  inventory  of  his 
estate.  He  may  have  been  more  involved  in  processing  activities  than  in  agriculture,  owning  both  a sawmill  and  a 
gristmill,  as  well  as  two  stills.  The  inventory  of  his  estate  also  indicates  that  William  was  a horse  breeder,  owning  a sorrel 
stud  (co-owned  by  Thomas  GARY  who  was  perhaps  his  brother),  a second  stud,  three  mares,  two  colts  and  two  other 
horses.  He  owned  six  slaves  - five  adults  and  a boy". 

Larry  LANE:  "Data  recorded  in  the  federal  censuses  of  1790,  1800  and  1810  are  generally  consonant  with  what  is 
known  of  the  composition  of  the  family  of  William  and  Elizabeth.  The  1790  census  shows,  however,  that  in  the 
household  headed  by  William  GARY  there  were  four  males  under  16,  indicating  there  may  have  been  another  son  in 
the  family  who  did  not  survive  until  1803". 

"Elizabeth  GARY,  the  widow,  was  the  largest  buyer  at  the  estate  sale  of  William  GARY.  In  addition  to  household  items, 
farming  equipment,  and  livestock,  she  bought  four  of  the  slaves,  seed  cotton,  64  gallons  of  brandy,  and  the  older  of  the 
two  stills.  These  items  suggest  her  intention  to  continue  her  husband's  commercial  activities  as  well  as  maintain  a 
household  for  their  children.  One  purchase  by  Elizabeth,  poignant  in  light  of  her  inability  to  sign  her  name,  was  a 
"number  of  books".  This  action  may  have  signified  an  appreciation  of  education  on  her  part,  further  suggested  by 
payments  made  under  her  co-administration  of  her  husband's  estate  fora  tutor  for  their  children."  REF:  Laurens  Co., 
SC  File  No.  B,  pkg.  84;  Equity  File  No.  1 bx.  5;  Will  Bk.  E (p.  1 91 );  Equity  File  No.  161,  pk.  15,  bx.  7;  Newberry  Co.

He  was  much  loved 
and  respected  by  all  of  the  family.  He  md.  in  Hancock  Co.,  GA  2 February/2  December  1826  Sarah 
Lauraboma/Lorahamah/Lora  Hanna  Almira  "Boma"  PALMER  (b.  1810  in  GA/VA,  d.  4 March  1894  in  Rusk  Co,  TX. 
Theophilus  E.  PALMER  of  Milledgeville  in  1860,  on  a visit  to  the  Rogers  family  recited  that  Lauraboma  was  a sister  of 
his  father).  The  family  first  settled  in  Baldwin  Co.,  GA  where  they  were  living  in  1850,  Lorahama  was  baptized  6 October 
1827  into  the  Island  Creek  Baptist  Church  in  Hancock  Co.;  Henry  joined  by  letter  18  June  1835.  The  men  and  women 
were  not  allowed  to  sit  on  the  same  side  of  the  church,  and  were  separated  by  a railing  down  the  middle  of  the  worship 
area.  This  railing  did  not  prevent  a boy  or  girl  "keeping  company"  from  sitting  close  or  next  to  the  rail  in  order  to  be  close 
to  one  another.  The  church  minutes  mentioned  the  ousting  of  members  for  gambling,  abusive  language,  or  beating 
slaves.  In  one  place  in  the  books,  a committee  had  been  appointed  to  try  to  reconcile  two  members  who  were  not 
speaking  to  one  another.  The  minutes  also  have  the  notation  "GTT"  beside  many  names,  which  historically  meant  "Gone 
to  Texas". 

Henry  GARY,  and  one  or  two  other  family  members,  were  supposed  to  have  made  a journey  to  T exas  about  1 839  with 
the  idea  of  purchasing  land  and  ultimately  settling  in  the  State.  They  returned  home  without  making  any  purchases  due 
to  the  political  unrest  of  the  time.  If  the  story  has  any  foundation  of  fact,  Henry  would  have  been  about  34  years  of  age. 
It  is  a historical  fact  that  the  land  of  Texas  was  the  focal  point  of  a large  number  of  settlers  from  the  Southern  states. 
The  Red  River  counties  in  northeast  Texas  were  thriving  at  the  time.  Jefferson,  Texas  was  a thriving  river  town  and  large 
numbers  of  early  settlers  passed  through  these  entry  points  seeking  the  land  of  Texas  that  was  opening  up  for 
settlement.  In  1855,  they  moved  to  Kilgore  or  Henderson,  Rusk  Co.,  TX  where  Henry  died.  His  widow,  Boma  GARY, 
was  living  in  Rusk  Co.  in  1880,  with  her  daughter,  Evie  GARY  SANDFORD,  and  the  SANDFORD  children.  REF:  Carrie 
Rogers  Fam.

On  1 October  1790,  William  GARY  of  Laurens  Co.,  SC  sold  100 
acres  to  William  GARY,  minor  son  of  John  "Jacky"  GARY,  Jr.,  dec'd.,  of  Indian  Creek,  Newberry  Co.,  paid  for  by  John 
GARY,  Sr.  in  behalf  of  William  GARY,  a minor;  wit.  Providence  WILLIAMS,  William  and  Thomas  GARY.  He  signed  for 
his  estate  from  his  father,  John  GARY,  Jr.,  8 January  1818  for  $264.61.  One  William  GARY,  on  24  November  1812,  of 
Laurens  Co.  and  wife,  Nancy,  sold  65  acres  of  land  of  John  JAMES  estate  to  Abner  TEAGUE.  Wm.  GARY  and  Nancy, 
his  wife,  were  Ex  of  the  John  JAMES  estate.  He  md.  Nancy  JAMES  (b.  ca  1 789,  a dtr.  of  John  and  Elizabeth  ROTAN 
JAMES  who  md.  6 April  1780).  Since  so  many  of  our  GARY  families  settled  in  AL,  we  find  this  family  there  but  no 
documentary  proof.  In  Federal  Census  1830  Perry  Co.,  AL,  lived  William  GARY  and  six  children,  no  wife  mentioned. 
William  GARY  will  dated  7 July  1836  in  Perry  Co.,  AL,  prob.  1 July  1839.  “ Being  advanced  in  years"  (bills  in  the  estate 
papers  show  he  was  ill  for  some  time),  "To  my  sons,  Milton  and  Barrey  Sulliven  GARY,  all  the  tracts  of  land;  the  slaves 
to  be  equally  divided  among  my  sons  and  daughters.  To  dtr.,  Catherine,  estate  to  be  secured  by  William  HARTLEY,  in 
trust,  to  be  managed  and  controlled  by  him,  for  her  support  and  the  support  of  her  children,  after  her  death.  Wm. 
HARTLEY  to  convey  legal  title  to  her  children.  My  three  younger  children,  viz:  Harvey  Sulliven,  Milton  and  Amarantha. 
To  complete  the  education  of  Harvey  Sulliven  GARY;  Ex.  my  friend,  Col.  David  COLE;  wit.  D.  (uncle)  SULLIVAN,  Mary 
SULLIVAN  and  Mary  J.  SULLIVAN."  For  some  reason  Col.  David  COLE  did  not  serve  as  Ex.;  however,  Mr.  Leland 
SUMMERS,  in  a list  of  those  who  died  in  service  from  SC  in  the  War  with  Mexico,  lists  2nd  Lt.  David  M.  COLE,  died  in 
Service.  He  settled  in  Perry  Co.,  AL  and  was  a close  friend,  and  possibly  a relative,  of  William  GARY.  On  12  November 
1839,  Milton  GARY,  who  had  been  appointed  Ex.  of  the  estate,  filed  petition  for  a division:  John  HARTLEY  and  wife, 
Laura;  William  HARTLEY  and  wife,  Clarissa;  William  C.  PALMER,  in  right  of  his  wife;  William  HARTLEY  as  trustee  for 
Catherine  DORROUGH,  Milton  GARY  and  Harvey  GARY.  All  of  the  children  born  in  SC  except  Harvey  Sullivan  GARY.

JOHN  GARY  (of  #32)  b.  ca  1769  in  Bush  River,  Newberry  Co.,  SC.  That  he  was  a son  of  Thomas  GARY  is  recited  in 
the  following  deed:  "On  1 September  1800,  John  GARY,  Sr.  of  Laurens  Co.,  SC,  to  John  GARY,  son  of  Thomas  GARY, 
25  acres  being  part  of  a tract  of  land  containing  250  acres  granted  to  HAYES  26  July  1774,  adjacent  to  Samuel 
WORTHINGTON  and  John  COLE':  wit.  John  Joseph  GARY,  son  of  Thomas  GARY;  wit.  John  BELTON  and  Thomas 
GARY;  sig.  John  GARY,  Sr.;  recorded  18  February  1804.  This  John  GARY’S  grandfather,  John  GARY,  Sr.,  who  gave 
all  of  his  grandchildren  land  before  his  death  in  1 804.  That  he  was  son  of  Thomas  GARY  is  recited  by  William  Gary 
WATSON,  who  wrote,  “Mary  Annie  GARY  was  bom  in  Newberry  Co.,  SC,  a dtr.  of  John  GARY  and  a gdtr.  of  Thomas 
GARY,  a native  of  VA”.  The  Charles  GARY  family  have  used  the  name  ’West”  repeatedly  and  it  is  still  in  use  in  that 
branch  to  the  present  day,  while  I have  never  found  the  name  in  my  branch  of  the  GARY  family.  He  md.  in  1790  Rachel 
DAViS  (b.  ca  1770  of  Kinards,  Newberry  Co.,  a dtr.  of  Vann  and  Susannah  CARY  DAVIS  of  that  section  but  who  moved 
in  April  1800  to  Mountain  Creek  Section,  Anderson  Co.,  SC).  He  died  of  Malaria  in  August  1806  with  two  wee  ones. 
After  his  untimely  death  Rachel  became  dissatisfied  because  of  her  losses  and,  in  January  1807,  when  her  posthumous 
son  was  less  than  a month  old,  she  settled  in  Anderson  Co.,  SC,  some  say  with  her  brother,  John  DAVSS,  but  Vann 
DAViS  had  no  son  John,  unless  John  d.  prior  to  1 81 0 when  he  executed  his  will.  ! believe  it  was  meant  for  her  father 
Vann  DAVIS.  She  was  received  by  experience  10  October  1799  in  Bush  River  Baptist  Church  and  dismissed  from  same 
10  January  1807  by  letter).  John  GARY  was  a carpenter  by  trade.  In  the  year  1806,  he  cut  timber  for  a house  for  his 
brother,  James  GARY.  Rachel  GARY  appeared  before  Justice  John  LEAVELL  and  swore  on  oath  that  James  GARY, 
dec’d,  is  justly  indebted  to  the  estate  of  John  GARY,  dec'd.,  her  husband.  The  above  same  date,  26  January  1807;  sig. 
Rachel  GARY.  John  GARY’S  death  is  recorded  in  the  Old  Bush  River  Minute  Book,  August  1806.  She  md.  in  Anderson 
Co.,  SC  Amariah  FELTON  (b.  1751  of  Anderson,  and  d.  3 September  1846,  age  95  yrs.,  buried  Andersonville  Cem.) 
In  an  equity  file,  Anderson  Co.,  SC,  22  February  1826,  Elizabeth  JAMES  estate;  Wm.  BROWN  and  Joseph  McCARLEY 
and  wife,  James,  Robert,  Thomas  BROWN  and  Amariah  FELTON  and  wife,  out-of-State.

1810  in  Gary  Creek,  Bosque  Co.,  TX  William  GARY’S  father  d.  intestate  in  1800;  Inv.  25  September  1800  Elizabeth  and 
Thomas  GARY,  Jr.  were  adm.  in  the  return  of  1804-5,  "making  a pair  of  slippers  for  Sally  JONES".  In  1804  land  for 
Patience  GARY,  1805  land  for  Mathias  and  William  GARY.  In  the  return  of  1805  "$19.00  for  land  for  William  GARY", 
and  7 June  1807  "expenditures;  William  GARY  $20.00  for  land".  In  1815  an  action  for  partition  was  brought  by  William 
GARY  and  others  vs.  Elizabeth  WHITMORE  and  Thomas  GARY,  adm.  of  the  estate  of  William  GARY,  dec’d.  By  this 
time  certain  of  the  children  had  died.  Isaac  GARY  d.  unmarried  in  1806,  David  GARY  d.  also  in  1806,  leaving  a widow, 
Susannah  and  two  minor  children:  William  Bluford  and  Malinda  GARY.  The  pleading  in  the  second  partition  suit  of  1815 
indicated  that  Henry  GARY  and  Patience  GARY  had  also  died  unmarried  prior  to  its  institution.  Thus  only  William  and 
Mathias  of  the  six  children  were  living  in  1815.  Both  the  brothers  moved  to  AL  and  were  living  in  Pike  Co.  in  1830. 
Evelyn  PRUITT  BRICE,  a descendant  of  Mathias  GARY,  thought  the  following  family  of  her  branch  because  of  the 
names,  no  documentary  proof.

Research  by  Larry  LANE  reveals:  The  following  documents  recorded  in  1818  in  v.  M of  the  Newberry  District,  SC, 
Misc.  Rees.,  all  deal  with  title  to  a certain  piece  of  land  on  Bush  River.  Several  of  these  documents  deal  with  transfer 
from  William  GAREY,  Jr.,  of  Jones  Co.,  GA  to  William  GAREY,  Sr.,  of  Baldwin  Co.,  GA,  and  were  recorded  30  March 
1818  on  pp.58-60.  The  remaining  document  is  the  transfer  by  the  new  owner  to  Marmaduke  COATE(S),  recorded  20 
August  1818  on  p.148. 

Newberry  Co.,  SC,  Misc.  Rees.,  v.M-P,  1818-30,  on  FHL  microfilm  0024237.  Transcribed  in  LEL-2/263-267,270: 

v.M  (p.58),  recorded  30  March  1818:  "South  Carolina,  Newberry  District.  Know  all  men  by  these  presents  that  I William 
GAREY  Jun'r.  of  the  State  of  GA  Jones  Co.,  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  Six  hundred  dollars  to  me  paid  by 
William  GAREY  Sen'r.  of  the  State  of  GA  Baldwin  Co.  have  granted  bargained  and  sold  and  by  these  presents  do  grant 
bargain  and  sell  unto  said  William  GAREY  Sen  'r.  of  the  State  of  GA  his  heirs  or  assigns  all  that  plantation  or  tract  of  land 
containing  two  hundred  acres  more  or  less  situate  lying  and  being  in  the  District  of  Newberry  on  Bush  River  bounded 
by  lands  of  Ambrose  HUYHENS,  James  GAREY,  Robert  McADAM,  Stephen  HERNDON  originally  granted  to  Thomas 
GAREY  Sen'r.  together  with  all  and  singular  the  Rights  members  hereditaments  and  appurtainances  thereunto  belonging 
or  in  anywise  incident  or  appertaining.

William  GAREY  (Sr.)  of  the  AL  Territory  for  $600  grants 
to  Marmaduke  COATE  of  the  Newberry  District  (two)  hundred  acres  on  Bush  River  ohginally  granted  Thomas  GAREY 
(Sr.)  and  conveyed  by  (P)  Thomas  GAREY  - to  William  GAREY  and  (from  him  to  Isaac  GAREY)  sold  by -of-  to  William 
GAREY  (Jr.)  and  conveyed  by  him  to  me  the  said  land  being  bounded  by  land  of  Ambrose  HUYHENS,  James  GAREY, 
Robert  McADAMS  and  Stephen  HERNDON.  Signed  18  January  1818,  William  GAREY  Sen'r.  Witnesses:  George

'The  above  documents  establish:  William  GAREY  Jun'r.  of  the  state  of  GA  Jones  Co.  ‘ and  his  wife  'Rut'  or  'Ruthey'  were 
in  Newberry  Co.,  SC,  on  26  July  1817.  They  both  signed  their  names.  The  land  being  transferred  had  been  bought  by 
'William  GAREY  of  the  State  of  GA  Jones  Co. " at  a sheriff’s  sale  in  Newberry  Co.  on  3 June  1816.  The  land,  as  the 
property  of  "Isaac  GAREY,  dec'd. ' had  been  ordered  sold  the  previous  March  by  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  for 
Newberry  District  'at  the  suit  of  William  GAREY  and  others  against  E.  WHITMORE  Tho's.  GAREY  Excrs.  of  William 
GAREY,  dec'd'"  Examination  of  the  information  that  Updike  gives  regarding  William  GARY  (#48)  indicates  that  he  d. 
intestate  1 September  1800  and  that  his  widow,  Elizabeth  JONES  GARY,  and  his  brother,  Thomas  (#46),  were  appointed 
administrators  of  his  estate.  He  left  six  minor  children:  Isaac,  David,  William,  Henry,  Mathias  and  Patience  (the  last  bom 
posthumously).  By  the  time  "William  GAREY  Junior  of  Jones  Co.,  GA"  acquired  the  land  in  question  at  sheriff's  sale  in 
1816,  Isaac,  David,  Henry  and  Patience  had  all  died,  and  their  mother,  Elizabeth,  had  married  George  WHITMORE  and 
been  widowed  a second  time.  In  this  context,  it  seems  likely  that  the  "William  GAREY  and  others"  who  brought  suit 
against  E.  WHITMORE  and  Thomas  GAREY,  executors  of  William  GAREY,  and  forced  the  sale  of  property  of  Isaac 
GAREY,  dec’d.,  were  surviving  children  and,  possibly,  other  heirs  of  the  estate  of  William  GAREY.  In  this  case,  William 
GAREY  of  Jones  Co.,  GA,  who  had  a wife  name  Ruth,  seems  clearly  to  have  been  the  son  of  Elizabeth  WHITMORE  and 
the  late  William  GAREY." 

On  26  July  1817,  Wm.  GARY,  Jr.  of  Jones  Co.,  GA  sold  the  same  200  acres  to  William  GARY,  Sr.  of  Baldwin  Co  , GA, 
sig.  William  GARY  and  wife,  Ruth  GARY.  (He  was  called  William  Whitten  GARY.)  William  Whitten  GARY  md.  ca  1810 
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in  Kinards,  Newberry  Co.  Ruth  or  Rutha  GORDON  (b.  14  September  1792  in  Newberry  Co.,  d.  6 June  1868  in  Gary 
Creek,  Bosque  Co..  TX,  buried  Foote  Cem.  in  Bosque  Co.  She  was  the  dtr.  of  Goven  and  Sarah  CLARK  GORDON). 
In  1817,  they  were  in  Jones  Co.,  GA,  and  later  they  settled  in  Dates  Co.,  AL.  in  1820,  Wm.  VV.  GARY,  over  21  with  two 
sons  and  two  dtrs.  On  1 April  1822,  Wm.  W.  GARY  of  the  3rd  Div.,  7th  Brig,  and  22nd  Reg,  of  AL.  In  1834,  William,  Isaac 
and  Ruth  GARY  purchased  Government  land  and  on  22  August  1836,  they  sold  the  same  land  to  Joseph  WHITE  for 
$3,360.00  in  Greene  Co.,  AL,  'William  GARY  was  the  first  to  settle  Bosque  Co.,  TX  in  1851,  on  a grant  of  640  acres. 
He  erected  a log  cabin  six  miles  west  of  Meridian,  Bosque  Co.  Other  men  of  the  GARY  dan  followed  in  1854;  Matthias 
Elmore,  Govy  Gordon  (Geoffrey  or  Gaffey  as  listed  in  records),  and  Isaac  C.  GARY,  in  1860,  Ruth  GARY  b.  1792  in  SC, 
had,  as  head  of  her  household,  her  son  Mathias  E.  GARY.

MATHIAS  E.  GARY  (of  #48)  b.  1 October  1797  near  Kinards,  Newberry  Co.,  SC.  In  some  records  his  name  is  written 
"Matthew1',  it  is  said  he  settled  in  AL;  however,  he  stopped  in  Jasper  Co.,  GA,  where  he  married  and  sold  some  land. 
In  1818  Matthew  GARY  of  Jasper  Co.,  GA,  sold  to  Mary  PITTS,  widow  of  James  PITTS,  and  Nancy  PITTS,  dtr.  of  James 
PITTS,  1 88  acres  on  Bush  River,  originally  granted  to  Thomas  JOHNSTON  and  38  acres  being  one-half  of  a tract  of  76 
acres  granted  io  Henry  WILSON  in  1799.  This  acreage  was  land  recited  in  the  estate  of  his  father  William  GARY,  and 
is  the  only  dealings  I can  find  with  the  PITTS  family.  Some  of  the  GARY  family  in  AL  claim  to  be  related  to  the  PITTS 
family.  Mathias  E.  GARY  md.  in  Jasper  Co.  24  August  1818  Sarah  MELTON  (b.  9 June  1799  of  GA  and  d.  5 March 
1826,  a dtr.  of  Thomas  and  Eliz.  MELTON).  He  md.  2nd:  18  December  1841  in  Livingston,  Sumter  Co.,  AL  Amanda 
WHITE,  wit.  M.  E.  and  John  H.  GARY.  He  md.  3rd:  13  August  1847  Rachel  J.  SEALE  (b.  1803  in  Ireland,  and  d.  19 
February  1880  in  Meridian,  MS.  She  had  md.  1st:  Mr.  ELLIOTT,  and  2nd:  Mr.  ANDERSON).  One  Mathias  E.  GARY  is 
shown  in  the  1830  Federal  Census,  Perry  Co.,  AL  with  7 children  and  a female  40/50  yrs.  of  age,  may  have  been  the 
housekeeper.  He  was  a farmer  and  d.  1 November  1887  in  Meridian,  MS.  ’’Died  yesterday  at  eleven  o'clock,  Mr. 
Mathias  E.  GARY,  the  venerable  father  of  Col.  John  H.  GARY,  Sr.  He  departed  this  life  at  his  son's  residence.  He  was 
one  of  the  eldest  men  of  this  part  of  the  Southern  Country,  having  first  seen  the  light  in  Newberry  Co.,  SC.  From  there 
he  moved  first  to  Georgia,  from  there  he  moved  to  Sumter  Co.,  AL  In  1853  he  removed  to  Smith  Co.,  MS,  living  there 
for  twelve  years  and  from  there  he  moved  to  this  County  where  he  has  since  lived  continuously  with  the  exception  of  a 
few  years  again  spent  in  Sumter.  YJhere  ever  this  good  man  dwelt,  he  had  the  respect  and  esteem  of  all  who  knew  him, 
retaining  to  the  last  his  devotion  to  principle  and  his  faith  in  the  Christian  religion.  Few  men  have  lived  so  long  and  so 
blamelessly  and,  though  for  a long  time  sightless  here,  he  saw  the  mercies  allotted  by  God  to  the  faithful  on  earth  and 
walked  dose  to  his  God,  for  very  many  years  of  his  life".

He  fought  with  distinction  in  more 
than  thirty  battles  during  the  War.  He  was  Commander  of  Hampton’s  Legion.  He  stated  his  ancestors  were  from  Kent 
Co.,  England  and  the  coat  of  arms  of  the  family  the  same  as  that  of  the  GARY  family  of  Kent,  England.  He  was 
appointed  by  ex-Gov.  ADAMS  and  Gov.  GIST  to  advocate  the  passage  of  an  act  by  the  General  Assembly  to  call  a 
convention  of  the  people  of  the  State  to  pass  an  ordinance  of  secession.  His  home  “Oakley  Park”;  Edgefield  is  now  the 
U.D.C.  Red  Shirt  Shrine.  He  was  the  leader  of  the  Red  Shirt  movement  in  1876  which  resulted  in  the  overthrow  of  the 
Carpetbag  Government.

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SPEER.  They  were  md.  4 July  1897  after  a whirlwind  courtship.  Since  my  father’s  lineage  is  recited  in  my  book 
Chamblee,  Fisher,  Grvbbs,  Hughes,  Robinson,  Shirley,  Speer  and  Tribble  Families  of  the  South,  I shall  attempt  to  write 
only  of  my  mother.  After  all  of  these  years,  it  is  almost  too  difficult  to  look  back.  When  we  lived  in  the  same  town,  there 
was  never  a day  that  I didn't  see  her  or  call  her.  She  was  a triple  family.  Richard  SHIRLEY  had  five  children  when  he 
married  Elizabeth  Carolyn  ARMSTRONG.  They  had  six  children;  however,  during  the  War,  he  died  and  grandmother 
md.  2nd:  23  August  1870  Robert  Ira  WATSON  and  my  mother  was  their  only  child.  It  was  too  soon  after  the  holocaust 
of  War  for  her  not  to  have  been  influenced  by  the  conditions.  She  was  a very  frugal,  stored  every  scrap  of  clothing  and 
when  we  mentioned  throwing  it  out,  she  explained  there  may  be  another  war.  Uncle  Gustavos  Adolphus  SHIRLEY  said, 
"Laura  was  not  a beautiful  child,  but  she  had  great  dignity,  charm,  and  she  was  very  proud".  She  had  many  abilities  and 
could  have  achieved  in  many  fields  because  of  her  determination.  She  was  a beautiful  seamstress,  learned  from  an 
older  sister.  Her  Southern  cooking  was  an  art  and  she  treated  all  of  our  childhood  ailments  as  well  as  the  neighbors. 
She  could  have  been  a doctor.  She  treated  diphtheria,  snake  bites,  infections  from  stepping  on  rusty  nails,  or  broken 
limbs  (animals  as  well  as  man).  She  raised  all  kinds  of  beautiful  flowers.  She  really  did  have  a green  thumb.  She  never 
worked  in  the  fields  as  most  women  did.  She  heard  the  Gospel  from  the  Elders  in  GA  and  joined  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  (Mormon).  She  was  baptized  22  February  1897.  The  Church  was  so  persecuted  in  those 
days  that  homes  were  burned  and  they  had  their  meetings  in  the  dark,  some  were  tarred  and  feathers  and  some  were 
killed  about  that  time.  Both  my  parents  had  been  given  a plantation  with  a home,  but  after  much  soul-searching,  they 
decided  to  sell  and  come  West,  for  they  knew  they  could  never  rear  their  family  under  such  conditions.  Mother  left  her 
mother  and  Dad  left  his  aged  father.  They  traveled  by  train  to  Pima,  AZ.  He  filed  on  land  in  the  Gila  Valley.  Mother  had 
ten  children  by  a mid-wife,  two  girls  and  a boy,  etc.  They  reared  nine  to  be  over  fifty-seven  years.  She  was  outwardly 
partial  to  the  boys.  I have  always  felt  that  was  because  she  had  so  few  boys.  She  was  Scotts  and  demonstrated  little 
affection,  but  she  was  very  different  in  fact.  I recall  once  while  I was  in  the  hospital,  she  rode  a street  car  fifteen  miles 
in  the  pouring  rain  and  stayed  with  me  until  the  danger  subsided.  She  was  frugal  but  was  generous  to  a fault  to  friends 
and  relatives.  She  didn't  ask  if  they  had  had  dinner,  she  just  started  working  in  her  huge  kitchen  and  turned  out  a meal 
fit  for  a king.  When  they  held  a gathering  they  didn’t  ask  her  to  bring  a cake;  they  asked  her  to  bake  as  many  as  she 
could  and  they  were  always  the  first  to  go.  When  I went  to  see  Elder  David  RENCHER  after  Lisle  and  I were  married, 
for  he  had  baptized  my  husband,  my  mother  and  named  me,  he  said,  "I  knew  she  would  always  remain  true  and  faithful 
to  the  Church;  she  had  a firm  testimony".  Mother  did  grieve  that  she  was  unable  to  care  for  her  mother  in  her  old  age. 
When  she  received  the  letter  surrounded  in  black  (the  first  one  I had  even  seen),  which  was  the  custom  in  those  days, 
she  said,  "Now  she  knows  why  I had  to  come  West".  You  see,  Grandmother  WATSON  came  out  West  twice  to  try  and 
persuade  mother  to  go  back  with  her.  She  offered  her  everything  she  had,  and  she  was  well-to-do,  but  mother  could 
not  do  it.  Mother  went  back  to  Georgia  in  1940.  My  husband  and  I gave  her  a round-trip  ticket,  but  she  didn't  come 
home  for  quite  a while.  Later  we  found  she  purchased  Aunt  Rachel  a much-needed  rocking  chair,  had  a stone  put  to 
my  grandfather  Speer's  grave,  gave  other  sorely-needed  gifts  to  relatives,  but  left  her  depleted.  She  was  a rock  of 
Gibraltar.  She  was  always  there  when  we  needed  her.  For  SPEER  descendants,  see  Speer  book  by  Ethel  S.  UPDIKE.

An  old  gypsy  woman  heard 
there  was  a new  baby  in  the  house  and  asked  if  she  could  see  it.  Permission  was  granted  and  after  she  saw  her  she 
said  she  would  like  to  name  her  Pellerree.  (What  was  even  more  unusual  was  that  the  old  woman  was  allowed  to  come 
in  to  the  house  and  see  the  baby.)  Since  so  many  of  the  rivers  in  SC  were  named  by  the  gypsies  and  end  in  ree  we 
thought  possibly  that  part  meant  water.  We  have  never  heard  the  name  Pellerree  except  those  named  for  one  of  us.

JESSE  BATTLE  GARY  (of  #253  in  main  portion  of  book)  b.  18  September  1839  (REF:  J.  B.  Gary  Fam.  Bible)  1841 
(REF:  Updike)  in  Hancock  Co.,  GA.  He  migrated  to  Baldwin  Co.,  GA  with  his  family.  Jesse  was  a farmer.  He  was 
named  for  Jesse  Brown  BATTLE,  a Baptist  minister  ordained  in  1818,  who  pastored  the  Island  Creek  Baptist  Church 
in  Hancock  Co.,  GA,  where  his  parents  worshipped.  Jesse  was  living  in  Rusk  Co.,  TX  on  7 December  1865  when  he 
bought  370  acres  of  land  from  his  father  on  Rabbit  Creek  about  20  miles  northwest  of  Henderson,  Rusk  Co.  for  $1200. 
In  1879,  he  moved  to  Smith  Co.  to  the  Starrville  Community  where  he  purchased  the  Rev.  Williamson  MILBURN's  house 
built  in  1853  from  Louis  HEYER.  He  later  sold  this  house  and  land  in  1900  to  his  son,  J.  Henry  GARY,  Sr.,  who  moved 
the  structure  about  400  yards  north  of  its  original  site  for  a better  water  supply.  The  Gary  House  is  listed  and  pictured 
in  Texas  Homes  of  the  19th  Century  on  p.44  as  the  Sage  House  which  is  in  error.  Rev.  and  Mrs.  GARY,  Jr.  bought  the 
house  and  land  from  his  father's  estate  and  moved  into  the  home  in  1956.  Jesse  enlisted  on  1 January  1862  in  TX, 
served  as  a Private  in  Company  "D",  14th  Texas  (dismounted)  Cavalry,  Col.  M.  T.  Johnson’s  Regiment,  Ector's  Brigade. 
On  13  February  1863,  he  was  discharged  by  reason  of  having  furnished  a substitute.  The  name  of  J.  B.  GARY,  as  that 
of  a Private  and  Musician  of  Company  "G",  13th  Texas  Infantry  Volunteers,  appears  on  returns  of  regiment  covering 
period  from  July  1864  to  December  1864.  Date  and  place  of  enlistment  is  not  shown,  but  on  return  for  December  1864, 
he  was  reported  absent-with-leave  in  Smith  Co.,  for  50  days  from  21  November  1864.  No  further  record  of  him  has  been 
found.  According  to  his  son,  Spear,  he  played  the  fiddle  and  along  with  Spear  who  was  a self-taught  piano  player,  were 
in  demand  at  country  dances  and  parties.  On  10  July  1915,  Mollie  E.  GARY,  widow  of  Jesse  B.  GARY,  applied  for  a 
Wdow's  Pension  which  was  approved  and  allowed  from  1 March  1916  until  her  death.  He  did  not  draw  a pension. 

He  md.  1st:  12  September  1861  in  Smith  Co.,  TX  Florence  Eugenia  CLINKSCALES  (b.  22  August  1845  in  Old  District 
96,  Abbeville  Co.,  SC  and  d.  13  February  1879  in  Smith  Co.,  buried  Harris  Creek  Cem.  near  Wnona,  Smith  Co.,  TX,  dtr. 
of  John  Brownlee  and  Jane  KAY  CLINKSCALES  of  Smith  Co.,  left  Jesse  with  6 children  ages  2-12).  From  Loyce  GARY: 
"Our  ancestors  lived  in  an  agricultural  economy.  A widower  with  5 children,  and  a widow  with  3 children  all  under  age 
didn't  'fall  in  love'.  They  probably  weighed  the  economic  circumstances  and  simply  merged  the  households.  There  was 
a continuing  need  for  someone  to  plow,  sow,  and  harvest  the  crops.  In  the  household,  there  was  a continuing  need  for 
someone  to  wash,  sew,  cook  and  nurture  the  children. " 

He  md.  2nd:  13  November  1879  Mrs.  "Mollie"  Elizabeth  LITTLEJOHN  WILKINS  (b.  16  July  1846  in  Thicketty  Station, 
Spartanburg  Co.,  SC,  d.  8 January  1928  in  Joy  Community,  Gregg  Co.,  TX,  buried  Wood  Cem.  near  Gladewater,  Gregg 
Co.,  TX.  Mollie  md.  1st:  W.  B.  Frank  LITTLEJOHN  (a  cousin)  8 March  1862,  no  issue.  Loyce  GARY  writes:  "Mollie's 
father  forbid  her  to  marry  as  she  was  only  16,  but  that  she  and  Frank  had  decided  to  elope.  Duhng  the  night  when  Frank 
was  placing  a ladder  against  the  house  under  her  bedroom  window,  he  made  too  much  noise  and  woke  up  her  father. 
When  he  investigated  and  saw  what  was  happening,  he  told  Frank,  'Well,  young  man,  if  you  and  my  daughter  are 
determined  to  marry,  take  your  ladder  and  come  back  tomorrow  in  the  daylight  and  get  married  properly  and  decently. 
Frank  was  wounded  in  the  Battle  of  the  Wilderness,  returned  home  and  subsequently  died.  She  md.  2nd:  17  August 
1 865  Thomas  Lipscomb  WILKINS  (another  cousin)  and  had  ch:  Fanny  b.  1 867,  never  md.  She  is  listed  in  1 935  as  guest 
of  Henry  GARY'S  birthday  party  as  being  from  Gladewater;  Bernice  b.  1868;  and  Thomas  E.  WILKINS  b 1874  in  TX. 
Mollie  and  Thomas  settled  in  Gregg/Smith  counties,  TX.  She  related  that  once  a year  before  the  coming  of  the  railroad 
through  the  country,  the  neighbors  would  send  some  of  the  men  to  Shreveport  for  a year's  supply  of  a barrel  of  flour, 
sugar,  etc.  At  times  these  people  might  be  stranded  by  flooding  of  the  Sabine  River  and  take  six  weeks  to  make  the 
round  trip.  Mollie  was  the  daughter  of  Samuel  Felix  Walker  "Corn  Sam"  and  Elizabeth  SMITH  LITTLEJOHN.  Mollie  also 
related  that  she  and  her  family  came  to  Texas  with  a number  of  neighbors  and  kin  as  it  was  best  to  travel  that  way  for 
local  people  along  the  way  were  reluctant  to  allow  one  to  use  the  springs  as  they  were  fearful  of  smallpox  and  other 
diseases  that  might  possibly  be  carried  by  those  passing  through.  It  should  be  remembered  that  for  our  Country, 
particularly  the  South,  with  a principal  economy  based  on  agriculture,  it  was  important  to  families  to  keep  the  land  owned 
within  the  family.  This  is  historically  true  of  the  European  countries  as  well.  Too,  the  young  people  did  not  journey  off 
to  a distant  college  where  there  was  opportunity  to  expand  relationships  with  the  opposite  sex.  Although  Mollie  attended 
a girls  school  in  the  area  where  she  was  born,  she  probably  did  not  meet  other  male  students).  Jesse  lived  in  the  Joy 
Community  in  Gregg  Co.,  TX,  d.  29  May  1906  following  surgery  for  cancer  of  the  mouth  at  the  home  place  near 
Gregg/Smith  county  lines,  buried  Wood  Cem.  near  Gladewater,  Gregg  Co.,  TX.  REF:  Fed.  Cen.:  1850  Baldwin  Co., 
GA,  1880  Smith  Co.,  TX;  Carolina  Roundup  (p.64);  JBG  Smith  Co.  Marr.  Rees.  Bk.  H (p.581);  JBG  b.  & d.  in  Fam.  Bible; 
Mollie  b.  in  Fam.  Bible  pub.  in  1835  in  poss.  of  Loyce  T.  Gary  in  1985;  MEGary's  CSA  Widow's  Pension  Application 
#32231  dtd.  10  July  1915,  Affidavit  of  Witnesses,  War  Dept.;  Cert,  of  Undertaker  & Physician;  Fam.  Rees,  of  Beverly 
Bernice  Bryant  Kennedy  of  Houston,  Harris  Co.,  TX  and  Loyce  T.  Gary  of  Dallas,  Dallas  Co.,  TX  Fam.  Rees.;  The  Battle

JOHN  HENRY  GARY.  JR.  (of  #1)  b.  6 September  1865  in  Rusk  Co.,  TX,  a farmer  by  profession,  Baptist  by  faith,  d.  of 
a heart  attack  21  November  1938  in  Starrville,  Smith  Co.,  TX,  md.  in  Smith  Co.  by  Rev.  Albert  LITTLE,  a Methodist 
minister,  2 May  1886  Bernice  Eugenia  WILKINS  (b.

His  wife,  Susan,  and  their  two  small  children  were  at  home  on  Neil's  Creek.  Some  Indians  came  one  night.  She  and 
the  children  ran  out  the  back  door  and  hid  in  a ditch.  The  Indians  took  all  the  food  available,  ripped  open  the  feather 
pillows  with  their  knives,  and  scattered  feathers  all  over  the  house.  She  and  the  children  spent  the  night  in  the  ditch.

From  Bosque  County,  Land  & People  (p.  8):  "During  the  years  1851  and  1852,  the  families  of. ..William  GARY. ..William 
McCURRY  . .settled  in  the  Bosque  River  valley  . ..About  the  same  time  William  GARY  built  his  cabin  on  the  west  bank 
of  the  Bosque,  a short  distance  above  the  mouth  of  Neils  and  claimed  the  distinction  of  being  'the  upper  settler  on  the 
Bosque'  duhng  the  year  1852.  Other  members  of  the  GARY  clan  settling  in  the  same  region  phor  to  1854  included  Matt 
GARY,  Gaffey  (should  be  Govey)  GARY,  and  Isaac  GARY.

The  pioneers  listed  in  the  preceding  paragraphs  were  a part  of  the  relatively 
small  group  that  can  be  called  the  'founding  fathers'  of  the  new  county. ...On  7 August  1 854,  in  Bosque  Co.  's  first  election, 
in  which  only  20  citizens  cast  their  vote  (being  as  there  were  no  more  qualified  voters),  Isaac  GARY  was  elected  the  first 
Tax  Assessor-Collector....  William  McCURRY,  in  the  fall  of  1854,  built  a one-room  log  courthouse  at  Meridian,  this  small 
structure,  located  on  a site  now  occupied  by  the  First  National  Bank  of  Meridian,  housed  the  County  government  until 
the  year  I860  ...  The  fertile  valleys  of  the  Bosque  River  and  Neils  and  Gary  creeks  provided  the  setting  for  the  cabins 
ofL.  H.  SCRUTCHFIELD;  H.  R.  PINNELL;  Sarah,  Matthew,  Isaac,  and  Gaffey  (Govey)  GARY,  J.  H.  ROBERTSON...". 
On  p.  297:  "During  the  spring  of  1854,  a second  Indian  party  was  discovered  in  the  southern  section  of  Bosque  County, 
and  several  Indians  were  killed  as  they  fled  from  the  settlements  (they  were  trying  to  recover  the  stolen  stock  and 
materials  from  the  Indian  raids).  This  particular  group  of  Indians  were  discovered  by  a man  named  CHESSER,  veteran 
of  the  Mexican  War  of  1848,  who  lived  'on  what  was  known  as  the  Old  Scrutchfield  ranch'.  CHESSER  sounded  the  alarm 
in  the  southern  section  of  the  County,  and  a group  of  settlers  that  included  Lowery  SCRUTCHFIELD,  J.  K.  HELTON, 
Matt,  Gaffey  (should  be  Govey),  Isaac  GARY,  John  THOMAS,  the  EVERETTs  and  Jasper  MABRAY,  organized  to  give 
pursuit.  The  trail  was  followed  south  to  the  middle  Bosque  River  where  Abe  FLANARY  and  Bill  EDWARDS  joined  the 
Bosque  settlers.  A herd  of  stolen  horses  were  soon  discovered  in  a narrow  ravine.  Abe  FLANARY,  assisted  by 
CHESSER,  killed  two  Indians  on  the  spot.  A large  number  of  the  Indians  fled  in  terror,  pursued  by  the  settlers.  The 
chase  was  soon  called  off  on  advice  of  CHESSER,  and  the  Bosque  settlers  returned  for  a closer  inspection  of  the  ravine 
where  the  first  contact  was  established.  The  closer  inspection  revealed  a cave  where  an  additional  30  or  40  Indian 
warriors  were  in  hiding.  Several  of  these  Indians  were  killed  in  the  attack  that  followed;  others  fled  the  scene  of  battle. 
Darkness  stopped  the  fight  and  on  the  following  morning  the  settlers  were  unable  to  locate  the  Indian  trail."  The  1870 
census  lists  Isaac  as  a saddler.  Family  lore  states  he  is  remembered  as  having  served  in  an  informal  capacity  as  advisor 
to  his  fellow  citizens  on  legal  and  governmental  matters.  REF:  Bosque  Co.,  Land  and  People ; Fed.  Cen:  Rusk  Co.,  TX

GOVY  GORDON  GARY 


Govy  is  net  actually  listed  in  the  Updike  portion  of  the  hook.  His  father,  William  Gary,  is  #6S.

GOVY  GORDON  GARY  (of  #68  in  UPDIKE)  b.  13  June  1819  in  (perhaps  Jones  Co.)  Georgia,  apparently  named  for  his 
maternal  grandfather,  Govin  GORDON.  The  earliest  record  referring  to  him  by  name,  found  thus  far,  is  on  a land  transfer 
by  his  father  William  GARY  and  his  older  brother  Isaac  on  8 July  1835  in  Sumter  Co.,  AL  which  Govy  and  his  oldest 
brother  James  H.  signed  as  witnesses.  The  next  known  record,  at  the  Texas  Land  Office  in  Austin,  TX  shows  that  he, 
his  father  William,  and  brother  Isaac  each  qualified  to  claim  320  acres  of  land  based  on  their  presence  in  Bastrop  Co., 
TX  in  1839.  They  did  not,  however,  follow  through  to  locate  and  settle  the  land  to  which  they  were  entitled.  Although 
Wiliam  GARY  returned  to  the  United  States  (the  1840  federal  census  shows  he  was  living  with  his  family  in  Newton  Co., 
MS,  and  land  records  show  he  and  his  wife,  Ruth,  were  still  there  in  April  1845),  the  whereabouts  of  Govy  and  Isaac 
during  the  next  decade  is  not  known.  The  1840  census  recorded  five  children  in  William  GARY'S  household  but  none 
were  old  enough  to  be  either  Isaac  or  Govy.  The  family  of  oldest  sons  James  H.  GARY  was  enumerated  in  the  adjacent 
household. 

1850  census  records  show  that  almost  all  of  the  Gary  family  had  moved  to  Texas  by  that  year.  James  was  in  Panola 
Co.,  TX,  and  the  inclusion  in  his  family  of  a three-year-old  Texas-bom  child  suggests  he  had  been  in  Texas  since  at  least 
1847.  Others  of  the  Gary  family  began  to  move  at  about  that  same  time  to  Rusk  Co.,  TX,  located  just  to  the  west  of 
Panola  Co.  Isaac  GARY  was  included  on  the  1848  tax  roll  for  Rusk  Co.,  with  Govy  and  father  William  appearing  on  the 
roll  in  1849.  Govy  and  four  other  of  the  children  of  William  and  Rutha  GORDON  GARY  married  in  Rusk  Co,  in  the  1849- 
1853  period.  The  1850  census  for  Rusk  Co.  includes  William,  Rutha,  their  unmarried  children  (George  W.,  Sarah  Ann, 
Matthias,  and  Adaline),  three  married  sons  (Isaac,  with  wife  Susan  and  child  Irene;  Govy;  and  Andrew,  with  wife  Martha 
and  child  William),  and  two  sons  of  their  deceased  daughter,  Elizabeth  (John  A.  and  Thomas  J.  THOMAS). 

Govy  G.  GARY  on  17  January  1850  married  Louisa  Jane  McCURRY,  sister  of  Susan  McCURRY  who  had  married  his 
brother,  Isaac,  the  previous  April.  As  noted  above,  Govy  was  censused  in  1850  with  his  father’s  family.  Louisa  was  not 
included  with  the  Gary  family  in  Rusk  Co.,  instead  being  listed  with  the  family  of  her  father,  William  McCURRY,  in  Leon 
Co.,  TX.  According  to  the  petition  for  divorce  filed  by  Govy  on  20  August  1853  with  the  District  Court  of  McLennan  Co. 
in  Waco,  TX,  Louisa  (name  given  as  Louisa  Ann)  had  left  his  bed  and  board  on  20  February  1850.  The  divorce  was 
granted  18  November  1853.  Louisa,  on  13  June  1854,  married  F.  M.  GANDY  in  what  is  now  Bosque  Co.,  TX.  She  lived 
the  rest  of  her  life  in  Bosque  Co.,  dying  in  1922. 

Govy  and  his  father  both  bought  land  on  19  February  1852  in  that  part  of  McLennan  Co.,  TX,  which  in  1854  was 
organized  as  Bosque  Co.  Land  and  court  records  indicate  that  Govy  remained  in  Bosque  Co.  until  1857,  the  last  year 
he  was  carried  on  the  tax  roll  there. 

When  and  where  Govy  and  Mary  Ann  Jackson  CARTER  met  and  married  has  not  been  established.  It  is  know  that  she 
was  bom  in  Tennessee  and  lived  in  Alabama  and  Mississippi  before  coming  to  Texas.  The  “Father/Mother”  tombstone 
which  Mary  and  Govy  share  in  Wood  Cemetery  states  that  Mary  J.  GARY  died  4 March  1907  at  the  age  of  78  years. 
The  1900  San  Augustine  Co.,  TX  census  shows  that  Mary  A.  LOGGINS  was  born  in  March  1829  in  Tennessee. 
According  to  Ollie  SMITH,  wife  of  Goliad  GARY,  #25,  Mary’s  grandson,  Mary  was  given  the  name  Jackson  because  she 
was  bom  on  the  date  (4  March  1 829)  that  Andrew  JACKSON  was  inaugurated  as  President.  The  1 860,  1 870  and  1 880 
censuses  for  San  Augustine  Co.,  all  show  her  birthplace  as  Tennessee.  Fonville  family  stories  state  that  Thursa  (there 
are  various  spellings)  CARTER  (b.  ca  1822  in  TN  a full-blood  Choctaw,  d.  4 November  1912,  San  Augustine  Co.,  TX) 
the  wife  of  Richard  James  John  Henry  FONVILLE,  was  the  adopted  daughter  of  Mary’s  father,  William  CARTER,  who 
is  said  to  be  buried  in  Wood  Cemetery.  There  are  four  documents  which  together  establish  that  a William  CARTER  lived 
and  died  in  San  Augustine  Co.  in  close  proximity  to  the  families  of  Thursa  and  Mary  CARTER:  (1)  the  San  Augustine 
Co.  record  of  the  marriage  on  28  November  1865  of  William  CARTER  and  Mrs.  Martha  COOPER  with  G.  G.  GARY  as 
one  of  the  witnesses;  (2)  the  mortality  schedule  of  the  1870  federal  census,  family  no.  582,  San  Augustine  Co.,  listing 
the  death  in  October  1869  of  Wiliam  CARTER,  69  years  of  age,  white  male,  bom  Virginia;  (3)  the  record  in  the  main  part 
of  the  1870  census  for  family  no.  582  headed  by  Martha  CARTER,  age  38,  bom  in  Georgia;  and  (4)  the  San  Augustine 
Co.  probate  record  showing  the  appointment  on  1 1 October  1869  of  R.  J.  FONVILLE  as  administrator  for  the  estate  of 
the  late  Wiliam  CARTER.  In  the  1870  census,  family  no.  581  is  that  of  R.  J.  FONVILLE  and  Mary  J.  GARY.  Affidavits 
made  by  Mary  found  in  the  military  pension  file  at  the  National  Archives  of  Richard  FONVILLE  (under  the  name 
FONVEAL,  based  on  his  service  with  the  Tennessee  Volunteers  in  the  1838  Cherokee  War)  establish  the  long  duration 
of  Mary’s  relationship  to  FONVILLE  and  his  wife,  although  a family  tie  is  not  specified.  In  1891  Mary  J.  LOGGINS  swore 
she  had  known  FONVEAL  since  1838.  In  1899  Mrs.  Mary  LOGGINS  swore  she  had  witnessed  the  marriage  of 
FONVEAL  and  Thonszy  FONVEAL,  formerly  CARTER,  on  21  September  1841  (the  marriage  records  of  Bibb  Co.,  AL, 
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give  the  date  as  15  September  1843.  R.  FONVILLE  first  appeared  on  the  San  Augustine  Co.,  TX,  tax  roll  in  1838,  the 
same  year  Govy  GARY  was  first  listed. 

According  to  marriage  records  of  Noxubee  Co.,  MS,  Mary  Ann  Jackson  CARTER  and  Leonard  C.  BARNES  were  married 
on  8 January  1846.  The  identification  of  the  bride  in  this  marriage  as  the  same  Mary  Ann  Jackson  CARTER,  who  later 
lived  and  died  in  San  Augustine  Co.,  TX,  is  supported  by  (1)  information  given  to  Glenda  GARY  GUNN  by  Abbie  GARY 
POWELL  that  Mary,  the  wife  of  Govy,  was  previously  married  to  someone  named  BARNES;  and  (2)  the  inclusion  in  the 
1845  Mississippi  state  census  of  a William  GARY  in  Noxubee  Co.  According  to  Abbie,  BARNES  went  to  war  four  days 
after  the  marriage  and  died  on  his  way  home.  In  May  1846,  the  United  States  declared  war  on  Mexico.  No  military 
service  record  has  been  found  in  the  name  Leonard  BARNES.  There  was,  however,  a Charles  BARNES,  24  years  old, 
who  in  June  1846  joined  the  Army  as  a private  at  Vicksburg  and  was  among  the  first  Mississippi  soldiers  sent  to  fight 
in  Mexico.  Pvt.  BARNES  reached  Mexico  but  had  become  sick  by  August  15  and  was  left  behind  when  his  Company 
advanced  on  Monterrey.  There  is  no  further  record  for  BARNES  after  his  discharge  for  disability  from  his  Company  on 
20  November  1846.  By  the  time  Barnes’  regiment  returned  to  New  Orleans  in  June  1847,  it  had  lost  550  of  its  926 
members,  most  of  the  losses  resulting  from  disease.  The  record  does  not  indicate  whether  Charles  BARNES  survived 
his  illness. 

The  first  document  found  to  directly  link  Govy  GARY  and  Mary  Jackson  CARTER  by  name  is  the  1860  San  Augustine 
Co.,  TX  census.  Family  no.  222  consists  of  Govey  (listed  Govey  GRAY)  and  Mary  and  three  Texas-bom  children  (Sarah, 
9;  Elvira,  6;  and  Isaac,  2).  If,  as  assumed  by  the  family,  Govy  is  the  father  and  Mary  the  mother  of  all  three  of  these 
children,  it  is  probable  that  Govy  and  Mary  met  in  Texas.  As  far  as  is  known,  Govy  was  still  in  Rusk  Co.  when  Sarah 
was  bom  on  15  August  1851  and  he  was  established  in  Bosque  Co.  when  Elvira  was  bom  in  August  1854.  Govy  GARY 
in  1858  was  on  the  tax  roll  of  San  Augustine  Co.,  presumably  moving  there  by  6 May  when  he  signed  a deed  before  the 
clerk  of  the  San  Augustine  Co.  Court  for  the  sale  of  property  he  owned  in  Bosque  Co.  Isaac  William  was  bom  31  August 
1858.  Family  stories  telling  of  encounters  by  Govy  and  Mary  with  hostile  Indians  are  most  likely  to  have  occurred  in 
Bosque  Co.,  not  in  Rusk  Co.  nor  San  Augustine  Co.,  since  Indian  problems  had  ended  in  East  Texas  by  1840  with  the 
removal  of  Cherokees  and  Shawnees  to  the  Indian  Territory.  Bosque  Co.  in  the  1850’s  was,  however,  on  the  frontier 
and  subject  to  raids  by  Kiowas  and  Comanches.  In  fact,  an  article,  published  in  connection  with  the  fiftieth  anniversary 
of  Bosque  Co.,  appeared  in  the  “ Meridian  Tribune"  of  24  August  1904  (as  cited  by  William  C.  POOL  in  “ Bosque  Territory ”, 
p.61)  which  told  of  the  pursuit  in  the  southern  part  of  the  County  in  the  Spring  of  1854  of  a part  of  Indians,  resulting  in 
the  death  of  several  of  them,  by  a group  of  settlers  which  included  Govy  GARY,  his  brothers  Matthias  and  Isaac,  and 
their  nephew  John  THOMAS.  POOL  spells  Govy's  name  as  Gaffey. 

As  shown  in  San  Augustine  Co.  records,  Govy  in  1859  was  serving  as  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  Beat  (Precinct)  No.  6, 
which  included  the  southern  part  of  the  County.  On  1 January  1860,  G.  G.  GARY  and  R.  J.  FONVILLE,  together  bought 
for  $844  from  William  SHIPP  422  acres  of  the  Joseph  SHIPP  headlight  “on  and  near  the  Ayish  Bayou”  “bounded  on  the 
west  by  the  road  leading  from  San  Augustine  to  Jasper ”,  on  the  south  by  lands  of  Charles  WOOD,  deceased,  and 
Washington  WILLIAMS,  on  the  east  by  LANSING  and  WATSON  and  on  the  north  by  Ira  ELLIS  and  John  SINGLETON. 
Part  of  this  land  appears  to  be  where  Gova  E.  GARY  (#77)  Govy’s  great  grandson,  now  lives.  On  1 March  1862,  Mrs. 
Mary  A.  T.  GAREY  bought  from  William  SHIPP  for  $400  (Confederate)  an  additional  100  acres  adjoining  the  land  already 
owned. 

The  partial  records  preserved  in  the  National  Archives  for  Confederate  soldiers  from  Texas  show  the  following  with 
regard  to  G.  G.  GARY:  (1)  On  30  March  1862,  G.  G.  GARY,  age  43  years,  who  had  enlisted  at  San  Augustine.  TX  was 
First  Sergeant  (the  highest  noncommissioned  rank)  of  Capt.  F.  B.  Dixon's  Co.,  Waterhouse’s  Regiment  (later  designated 
as  Co.  E,  19th  Regt.,  Texas  Infantry),  at  Camp  Waterhouse  in  Marion  Co.,  TX;  (2)  3 June  1862,  G.  G.  GARY  resigned 
as  1st  Sgt.;  (3)  1 December  1862,  he  was  promoted  to  5th  Sgt.;  (4)  by  the  end  of  February  1863,  he  was  a 3rd  Sgt;  (5) 
28  July  1863,  G.  G.  GARY  deserted  at  Campti,  LA;  (6)  18  February  1864,  he  joined  from  desertion,  as  a Private.  Other 
sources  show  that  the  10th  Regt.  of  Texas  Infantry  became  a part  of  the  3rd  Brigade  of  the  First  Texas  Division 
organized  in  late  1862  in  Arkansas.  The  First,  under  Maj.  Gen.  John  G.  WALKER,  came  to  be  known  as  Walker’s 
Greyhound  Division  because  of  “it’s  ability  to  march  rapidly  in  good  order”.  Waterhouse’s  Regt.  saw  its  first  combat  in 
1863  in  attacks,  unsuccessful  efforts  to  relieve  the  Union  siege  of  Vicksburg,  at  Perkins’  Landing  on  3 May,  and,  on  7 
June  at  Milliken’s  Bend,  both  on  the  Louisiana  bank  of  the  Mississippi  River.  The  Regiment  remained  in  Louisiana  and 
participated  in  the  Spring  of  1864  in  the  major  engagements  of  the  Red  River  Campaign,  including  those  at  Mansfield 
and  Pleasant  Hill  on  April  8 and  9.  When  it  became  clear  that  the  major  Union  force  had  abandoned  its  plan  to  capture 
Shreveport  and  was  withdrawing,  Walker’s  Division,  including  Waterhouse’s  Regt.,  was  shifted  to  Arkansas  to  assist 
against  a second  Union  force,  arriving  in  time  to  fight  at  the  Battle  of  Jenkin's  Ferry  on  30  April.  On  9 May,  the  Division 
was  ordered  to  return  to  Louisiana,  remaining  there  until  1865  when  it  was  withdrawn  to  Texas. 
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After  his  military  service,  Govy  GARY  returned  to  San  Augustine  Co.  to  live.  He  was  not  included  on  the  1867  list  of 
registered  voters  which  required  applicants  to  take  the  so-called  “Ironclad  Oath”,  swearing  they  had  not  served  voluntarily 
in  the  Confederate  Army.  Govy  GARY  was  shot  to  death  near  his  home  by  Ruben  MILLER  on  9 May  1869.  The  stories 
that  have  passed  down  regarding  Govy's  death  differ  as  to  details  but  all  seem  to  agree  that  the  relationship  between 
his  daughter,  Sarah,  and  Ruben  MILLER  was  the  origin  of  the  problem.  As  noted  above,  Govy’s  grave  in  Wood 
Cemetery  is  marked  by  a double  “Father/Mother”  headstone.  His  inscription  reads  “G.  G.  Gary  died  May  9,  1869  age 
51  years”. 

As  noted  above,  Mary  J.  GARY  was  include  din  the  1870  census  for  San  Augustine  Co.  When  counted  on  3 August 
1870,  her  family  included  her  three  unmarried  children,  Sarah,  Isaac,  and  Asra,  was  well  as  daughter  Elvira  and  her 
husband  John  WRIGHT. 

On  16  October  1870  Mrs.  Mary  GARY  married  William  H.  LOGGINS,  son  of  Susan  LOGGINS  (b.  ca  1821  in  Tennessee, 
md.  1st  in  San  Augustine  Co.,  TX,  Harriet  Sanders  23  February  1851,  b.  ca  1835,  d.  June  1869,  had  issue:  Lewis,  b. 
ca  1854  in  TX;  Mary  E.,  b.  ca  1857  in  TX;  Susanna,  b.  ca  1859  in  TX;  N.  C.,  male,  b.  ca  1866  in  TX).  On  27  December 
1870  Mary's  daughter  Sarah  E.  GARY  married  James  T.  LOGGINS  (b.  ca  1838,  TX,  son  of  Samuel  LOGGINS  (b.  ca 
1810  in  TN)  and  apparently  a nephew  of  William  H.  LOGGINS).  On  28  November  1873,  W.  H.  LOGGINS  bought  117 
acres  from  R.  J.  FONVILLE  and  his  wife,  Thursa,  part  of  the  land  FONVILLE  and  Govy  GARY  had  bought  in  1860.  In 
the  1880  San  Augustine  census,  W.  H.,  his  wife,  M.  J.,  and  his  son  N.  C.  LOGGINS,  constituted  family  no.  93.  The 
families  of  Mary’s  sister,  Thursa  (#95)  and  daughter  Elvira  (#97)  were  living  nearby.  William  LOGGINS’  date  of  death 
is  not  known.  He  is  reported  to  be  buried  in  Wood  Cemetery.  It  is  said  that  he  and  Mary  separated  sometime  before 
his  death.  In  official  papers  that  have  been  located,  she  continued  to  be  called  Mary  LOGGINS.  The  three  affidavits 
contained  in  the  FONVILLE  pension  file,  two  given  in  1891  and  another  in  1899  are  in  the  name  Mary  (or  Mary  J.) 
LOGGINS.  The  1900  San  Augustine  census  lists  Mary  A.  LOGGINS  as  head  of  family  no.  133.  Others  listed  as 
members  of  this  family  are  two  grandchildren,  17  year-old  Willie  WRIGHT  and  27  year-old  Cordelia  (children  of  Ella 
“Elvira”  GARY  and  John  W.  WRIGHT),  and  Cordelia’s  husband  Charles  A.  WOOD  and  their  four  young  children.  The 
census  record  shows  Mary  LOGGINS  to  be  the  mother  of  seven  children,  three  of  whom  were  living  in  1900.  If  correct, 
this  information  seems  to  indicate  either  that  she  had  given  birth  to  three  children  of  whom  no  record  exists,  or,  possibly, 
that  she  included  three  of  her  Loggins’  stepchildren.  As  stated  above,  Mary  died  4 March  1907  at  the  home  of  her 
granddaughter  Cynthia  Sarah  (another  child  of  Ella  and  John  W.  WRIGHT)  and  her  husband,  Francis  Asbury  “Dick"

GARY  CEMETERY 

This  cemetery,  located  in  Clinton,  Bosque  County,  Texas,  was  originally  on  the  land  owned  by  William  Gary  and  Rutha  Gordon 
Gary,  where  they  are  buried  along  with  Sarah  Gary,  their  daughter.  It  was  later  sold  to  the  Poole  family,  and  for  many  years  has 
been  known  as  the  Poole  Cemetery.  Through  the  efforts  of  Elizabeth  Torrence,  Historical  Society  President  of  Bosque  County, 
and  a descendant  of  the  Pooles,  the  Cemetery  has  been  renamed  in  honor  of  the  first  settlers  and  owners  of  this  piece  of  land. 
The  above  picture  shows  the  cemetery  and  the  graves  of  the  three  Gary’s  buried  there.  The  cemetery  sits  in  the  middle  of  a 
cattle  field  and  is  a knob  or  small  hill  covered  by  cedars.  The  Boy  Scouts  of  that  area  have  recently  built  a fence  around  the 
Cemetery  to  keep  the  cattle  out.  The  numbered  graves  are  as  follows:  (1)  William  Gary,  (2)  Rutha  Gordon  Gary,  (3)  Sarah  Gary.

GARY,  GARRY,  GEARY,  ETC.  (Andrew  Jackson  Gary)

ANDREW  JACKSON  GARY  (of  #452  of  UPDIKE)  b.  25  May  1828  in  Sumpter  or  Perry  Co.,  AL,  d.  2 April  1864 
somewhere  in  the  South  on  his  way  back  to  duty  in  the  Civil  War,  md.  27  May  1853  in  Henderson,  Rusk  Co.,  TX  Belinda 
G.  DIAL  (b.  6 December  1829  in  IL,  d.  6 May  1907  in  TX,  bur.  Cloverhill  Cemetery,  Wood  Co.,  TX).  The  primary  source 
of  information  about  the  family  of  Andrew  Jackson  GARY  is  the  Gary  family  Bible  in  possession  of  Ray  Gammon,  a 
descendant  of  Elizabeth  GARY,  eldest  child  of  William  and  Rutha  GORDON  GARY.  I obtained  copies  of  the  pages  of 
the  Bible  in  1986  on  a visit  to  Arlington,  Texas.  The  Gary  family  Bible  records  that  Andrew  Jackson  GARY  was  born  on 
the  twenty-eighth  of  May,  1828.  A.  J.,  or  Jackson  GARY  as  he  is  alternately  called,  was  probably  bom  in  Alabama. 
William  and  Rutha  GARY  and  their  family  were  very  active  participants  in  the  westward  expansion.  They  were  both  bom 
and  probably  married  in  South  Carolina,  as  were  their  oldest  two  children.  Isaac  C.,  number  three,  was  bom  in  Georgia 
(from  the  census  records),  as  was  Govy.  It  is  unclear  where  George  Washington  GARY  was  born,  but  it  is  pretty  clear 
that  they  were  in  Alabama  by  1823,  and  lived  there  until  the  birth  of  their  last  child,  Adaline  Minerva  GARY  in  1835  (who 
was  bom  the  year  of  the  death  of  Rutha's  mother,  Sarah  CLARK  GORDON  who  died  and  left  a will  in  Greene  Co.,  AL. 
From  the  records  it  is  pretty  clear  that  A.  J.  was  bom  in  Alabama.  He  was  the  eighth  of  eleven  children.  In  1 845,  when 
A.  J.  was  seventeen  years  old,  the  family  appears  living  in  Newton  Co.,  MS.  There  are  records  to  indicate  that  William 
and  some  of  the  boys  came  to  Texas  as  early  as  1839  and  secured  some  land.  It  was  just  a little  longer,  however, 
before  they  made  it  there.  In  researching  Uoyd  Family  History , George  A.  LLOYD  is  quoted  as  saying  that  he  had  been 
down  every  "pig-road"  in  Alabama  doing  research  for  this  book.  The  back  woods  of  Alabama  are  still  pretty  rough,  but 
wild  and  beautiful.  William  GARY  had  been  one  of  the  first  settlers  in  the  newly  opened  Alabama  when  he  signed  up 
in  1817,  and  he  followed  up  twenty  years  later  always  seeing  a chance  for  new  adventure  and  a better  place  to  build  a 
cabin  and  farm.  This  land  "fever"  brought  the  Garys  west.  The  move  from  Mississippi  may  have  even  had  a little  bit  of 
additional  excitement  (see  the  article  on  Govy  GARY).  A.  J.  GARY  married  a young  lady,  possibly  in  Mississippi,  named 
Martha,  some  time  before  1850.  On  the  1850  Census  of  Rusk  Co.  Texas,  the  Gary  clan  appear  as  the  "GEOR"  family. 
A.  J.  is  there  with  his  wife  Martha,  his  son  William  and  his  daughter  Sarah  Ann  Adaline  GARY  (named  after  his  two 
sisters).  A record  of  these  two  children  is  found  in  the  Gary  family  Bible.  Until  Glenda  GARY  GUNN  discovered  the 
misspelled  family  (GEOR)  on  the  1850  Census,  we  didn't  really  know  who  these  children  listed  in  the  Bible  were.  Martha, 
the  first  wife  of  A.  J.  GARY,  was  born  ca.  1830  (age  20  on  the  1850  Census)  in  Mississippi.  Her  second  child,  Sarah 
Ann  Adaline  GARY  was  bom  16  Oct  1851 , probably  in  Rusk  Co,  TX.  Given  the  near  non-existence  of  divorce,  she  likely 
died  in  childbirth  or  as  a result  of  complications,  because  A.  J.  remarries  just  eighteen  months  later.  She  is  probably 
buried  in  Rusk  Co.  Belinda  DIAL  was  bom  6 Dec  1829  in  Illinois.  Grandma  Gary,  as  she  was  called  by  my  grandmother, 
was  the  daughter  of  Isaac  Malcolm  DIAL  and  Rebecca  FIKE.  Her  father  (and  perhaps  her  mother  too)  was  born  in  NC. 
Isaac  DIAL  and  Rebecca  FIKE  married  in  Hopkins  Co.,  KY  in  1813,  and  subsequently  raised  their  family  in  Illinois 
According  to  Dial  researchers  (letter  from  Rev.  Jack  AUTEN),  Rebecca  died  and  is  buried  in  Arkansas.  Isaac  and  the 
his  surviving  family  appear  in  Rusk  Co.  on  the  1850  census.  This  Dial  family  unquestionable  ties  into  the  Dial  family 
written  of  by  Hastings  HARRISON,  in  Martin  Dial  and  his  Descendants  (FHL).  On  23  May  1853,  in  Rusk  Co.,  A.  J. 
married  Belinda  G.  DIAL.  From  Rusk  Co.,  A.  J.  moved  some  time  between  1853  and  1860.  In  1860,  A.  J.,  Belinda,  and 
their  children  appear  in  San  Augustine  Co.,  Texas  under  the  name  of  Jackson  GRAY.  He  is  listed  as  age  32,  Malinda, 
27,  bom  in  Illinois,  Sarah  (daughter  of  A.  J.  and  Martha),  8,  Mary,  age  6,  Delany,  age  4,  Rebecca,  age  3,  and  Didema, 
age  2.  The  consistent  misspelling  of  A.  J.'s  name  on  the  census  is  simply  genealogical  bad  luck.  William  GARY,  son 
of  A.  J.,  would  have  been  about  12.  It  is  assumed  that  he  died  between  1850  and  1860,  as  no  more  record  of  him  has 
been  found,  and  he  does  not  appear  with  the  family  on  the  1860  census.  A.  J.  and  Belinda  named  their  third  child, 
Rebecca  Fike  GARY,  after  Belinda's  mother.  Nearby  is  living  A.  J.'s  older  brother  Govy  GARY  and  his  family.  Sometime 
after  this,  the  family  relocated  to  Wood  Co.  TX,  where  Belinda  is  found  on  the  1 870  Census,  a widow  with  small  children. 
Following  the  military  tradition  set  by  their  father  and  great-grandfather,  the  patriot  Charles  GARY  (b.  1733),  the  sons 
of  William  GARY  did  not  shrink  from  the  call  to  serve.  They  supported  the  cause  they  believed  to  be  right.  South 
Carolina  ill-advisedly  succeeded  from  the  Union.  Texas  followed  her  southern  sisters  in  rebellion.  The  younger  sons 
of  William  and  Rutha  GARY  answered  the  call  of  Texas  and  enlisted  in  the  Confederate  Army.  A.  J.  enlisted  as  a private, 
but  rose  to  the  rank  of  sergeant.  In  the  Lloyd  Family  History,  George  A.  LLOYD  (grandson  of  A.  J.  GARY)  writes, 
"Andrew  Jackson  GARY  was  last  heard  of  when  he  left  his  home  in  Smith  Co.  or  Rusk  Co.  to  return  to  his  Post  in  the 
Confederate  Army  at  Little  Rock,  Ark.  after  a 60-day  sick  furlough  home.  Apparently  he  died  before  reaching  his  post. " 
A death  date  of  2 April  1864  is  given  for  Andrew  Jackson  GARY  in  the  Gary  Family  Bible.  He  gave  his  life  for  a cause 
he  believed  to  be  just  as  did  hundreds  of  thousands  of  other  men,  young  and  old.  Andrew  Jackson  GARY  was  thirty-five 
years  old.  Some  time  between  1860  and  1870,  Belinda  removed  to  Wood  Co.  She  resided  near  her  brother  Ranee 
(Ransom)  C.  DIAL  who  helped  her  fill  out  a pension  application  to  the  state  of  T exas.  During  some  of  the  time  she  lived 
with  in  the  household  of  her  eldest  daughter,  Mary  A.  GARY  LLOYD.  She  died  in  Wood  Co.  on  6 May  1907  and  was 
bur.  not  far  from  her  two  daughters  who  preceded  her  in  death,  Mary  A.  GARY  LLOYD  and  Rebecca  Fike  GARY  LLOYD. 
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Issue  of  Martha  and  A.  J.: 

2 GARY,  William:  b.  ca.  1848  (age  two  in  1850).  Does  not  appear  with  any  family  in  1860  (when  he  would  have 
been  twelve).  Perhaps  died  in  childhood. 

3 GARY,  Sarah  Ann  Adaline:  b.  16  October  1851  in  TX.  Her  birth  date  is  recorded  in  the  Gary  Family  Bible,  as 
well  as  her  death  date  of  25  April  1875.  She  md.  Matthew  HUGHES  in  Bosque  Co.,  TX. 

Issue  born  of  Belinda  and  A.J.  in  TX: 

4 GARY,  Mary  A.:  b.  10  March  1854,  md.  John  Vandiver  LLOYD  (brother  of  spouse  of  number  3),  d.  15  October 
1898,  just  a year  and  nine  months  after  her  sister,  Rebecca  Fike  GARY  LLOYD.  She  is  bur.  in  Clover  Hill  Cem., 
near  Winnsboro,  Wood  Co.,  TX,  not  far  from  her  sister. 

5 GARY,  Delany:  a girl,  b.  ca.  1856.  No  other  information. 

6*  GARY,  Rebecca  Fike. 

7 GARY,  Didema:  a girl,  b.  ca.  1860.  No  other  information.

9 GARY,  Andrew  J.:  b.  ca  1864.  No  other  information.

REBECCA  FIKE  GARY  (of  #1)  b.  27  July  1857,  md.  1 November  1877  in  Wood  Co.,  TX  James  Joseph  “Joe”  LLOYD. 
George  Andrew  LLOYD,  son  of  Rebecca  Fike  GARY  and  James  Joseph  LLOYD  wrote  a book  called  Lloyd  Family 
History,  1 960.  From  that  small  volume  he  describes  his  parents:  (I  have  corrected  typos  and  corrected  a few  errors  but 
other  than  that  the  text  remains  largely  unchanged).  All  locations,  unless  otherwise  indicated,  are  Texas.  “James 
Joseph  Lloyd  was  bom  in  Wood  Co.,  TX  4 October  1 857  on  the  farm  that  his  father  settled  two  miles  southeast  of  Coke. 
He  was  the  sixth  of  a family  of  eight  children.  His  school  education  was  very  limited,  perhaps  just  the  2nd  or  3rd  grade, 
but  he  accumulated  a fairly  good  practical  education.  I have  heard  him  mention  going  to  school  at  what  was  called  the 
"Simmon  Pond"  school  house  which  was  located  across  the  road  from  what  in  Olden  times  was  known  as  the  John  Willis 
EVANS,  but  now  the  Hugh  NOE  place.  I do  not  know  of  any  other  place  at  which  he  could  have  gone  to  school. 
Rebecca  Fike  GARY  was  born  in  either  Rusk  or  Smith  Co.,  TX  27  July  1857.  I think  near  the  Old  Danville  community 
which  was  near  what  is  now  Kilgore.  The  Garys  and  the  Dials  moved  from  Smith  and  Rusk  counties  to  Wood  Co.  about 
the  year  1860.  Rebecca  GARY  was  the  third  child  of  a family  of  six  children  born  to  Andrew  Jackson  GARY  and  his  wife 
Belinda  DIAL  GARY.  She  married  J.  J.  LLOYD  1 Nov  1877  in  Wood  Co.  Her  education  was  also  very  limited.  Schools 
in  those  days  were  very  scarce.  She  d.  3 January  1 897  and  her  husband,  J.  J.  LLOYD  died  1 1 January  1 941 . Both  died 
on  the  old  home  place  where  they  had  lived  together  all  their  married  life  except  one  or  two  years  about  1879  or  80. 
Their  first  year  together  was  on  what  is  now  known  as  the  Banks  part  of  the  homestead  and  the  place  where  I,  George 
A.  was  bom  in  a one  room  log  cabin,  the  old  house  stood  for  a number  of  years  afterward.  The  second  and  maybe  the 
third  year  they  lived  on  Uncle  Bud  LLOYD'S  place  later  known  as  the  A.  B.  RHODES  place  and  then  moved  back  on  to 
the  Lloyd  farm  at  the  old  home  place  near  the  bridge  where  Robert  and  Babe  were  born  in  1881  and  1883.  About  1883 
we  moved  to  the  part  of  the  homestead  that  Pa  heired  [sic.]  from  the  estate.  He  built  us  a one  room  home  there  and  this 
was  in  the  northeast  part  of  the  Lloyd  land  and  later  known  as  the  Robert  LLOYD  farm.  Jim  and  Fraser  were  born  there. 
For  the  year  1 891  we  moved  back  to  the  old  home  place  at  the  bridge,  Pa  having  become  the  owner  of  it.  Dovie,  Oscar, 
Will  and  Fike  were  born  there.  Mother  died  3 Jan  1897  about  one  week  after  Fike  was  born.  J.  J.  LLOYD  joined  the 
Good  Hope  Baptist  church  and  was  baptized  in  1883  but  when  his  wife,  Rebecca,  joined  in  August  1884,  for  some  cause 
Pa  was  re-baptized  with  her.  I remember  something  about  his  not  being  satisfied  with  his  prior  conversion.  I remember 
seeing  them  baptized  in  the  creek  at  the  lower  side  of  our  field  near  the  old  Spring.  For  years  that  was  the  regular  place 
for  Baptizings.  Father  retained  his  membership  with  the  Good  hope  church  until  29  July  1919  when  a church  was 
organized  at  Coke  he  reluctantly  went  into  the  organization  of  that  chapel.  He  hated  to  give  up  the  church  of  his  first 
love.  J.  J.  LLOYD  married  a second  time  to  Laura  MERWORTH-BAXLEY  (b.  4 August  1873.  She  had  2 small  children, 
Clarence  and  Lily  BAXLEY.  J.  J.  and  Laura  had  2 small  children,  boys,  who  died,  in  infancy  unnamed.  Also  Roy  b.  3 
August  1900  and  Bruce  b.  23  November  1910.  Bruce  married  Genois  DAY  3 Oct  1937.  As  usually  is  the  case  when 
a large  family  of  children  begin  to  get  grown  and  start  families  of  their  own,  they  begin  to  scatter  away  from  the  old  home 
and  find  places  seemingly  more  suitable  to  their  individual  circumstances.  Most  of  the  brothers  and  sisters  had  a try  at 
farming  in  different  localities.  George  and  Babe  [Martin  Luther  LLOYD]  left  Wood  Co.  in  the  Fall  of  1922  and  went  to 
Scurry  Co.  in  wagons.  Babe  finished  his  farming  career  in  that  County.  George  farmed  one  year  in  Scuny,  three  in 
Dawson,  and  went  to  Howard  and  farmed  till  1934  and  retired.  Robert  did  all  his  farming  in  Wood  Co.  George  and 
Clarence  took  a whack  at  school  teaching.  George  spent  a few  years  in  the  Mail  service.  Clarence  did  forty  years  with 
the  Ford  Motor  people  in  Dallas.  Jim  did  work  in  banks  and  later  in  Abstract  and  Real  Estate.  Fraser  took  a turn  at 
railroad  station  work  and  telegraphy  and  then  farming.  Will  farmed  some  in  Wood  Co.  some  in  Scurry  Co.  He  went  into 
trucking  business  and  is  still  in  it , and  after  about  34  years  he  got  his  first  traffic  ticket.  Fike  has  done  various  kinds  of 
work.  Bruce  is  an  auditor  and  an  accountant.

GEORGE  ANDREW  LLOYD  (of  #6)  b.  8 August  1878,  md.  30  October  1904  in  Wood  Co.  Clemmie  BROWN  (b.  in 
Yancey  School  community  in  Titus  Co.,  TX  20  March  1884,  d.  7 September  1954,  bur.  at  Snyder,  TX.  The  following  is 
a reduced  account  from  the  book  by  George  A.  Lloyd,  Lloyd  Family  History,  1 960.  George  Andrew  LLOYD  was  bom 
August  8,  1878  on  the  onginal  Lloyd  homestead  in  a log  house  in  the  N.W.  part  known  as  the  L.  F.  BANKS  land.  For 
the  year  1879  the  family  moved  to  the  L.  F.  LLOYD,  later  known  as  the  A.  B.  RHODES  place  one  mile  out  of  Coke.  The 
house  that  we  lived  in  was  about  100  yards  West  of  the  Uncle  Bud  LLOYD  house.  After  one  year  there  the  family  moved 
back  to  the  old  home  place  at  the  bridge.  This  was  about  the  year  of  1880  and  we  lived  there  until  about  the  year  of 
1 883  when  we  moved  to  the  part  of  the  land  that  Father  heired  which  was  N.  E.  about  % mile  and  near  the  road  to  Good 
Hope  Church.  About  the  year  1891  we  moved  back  to  the  same  place  at  the  bridge,  my  Father  having  bought  that  part 
of  the  land.  That  continued  to  be  the  home  of  the  J.  J.  LLOYD  family  so  long  as  father  lived.  George  began  school  the 
Summer  that  he  was  5 years  old  in  the  Uoyd  school  house  and  attended  school  there  until  the  Spring  of  1897,  after  the 
school  there  was  out  he  went  to  Pleasant  Grove  for  about  2 months  in  preparation  for  a teacher's  certificate  under  the 
direction  of  Prof.  M.  M.  SMITH.  At  the  close  of  that  school,  he  went  to  Quitman  and  took  the  test  for  a Teachers 
certificate  and  passed,  obtaining  a second  grade  certificate  good  for  2 years.  The  last  school  attended  at  Coke  was 
taught  by  Prof.  J.  N.  DAVIS  as  Principal  and  Miss  MOORE  assistant.  The  Winters  of  1897-98  and  1898-99  he  taught 
as  Assistant  Teacher  at  the  Coke  (Lloyd)  school  with  Prof.  Walter  HYDE  as  Principal.  During  the  Fall  of  1898  before 
Coke  school  began,  he  attended  Eastman  Junior  College  at  Sulphur  Sphngs.  Also  after  Coke  school  was  out  in  Spring 
of  1899.  Dun'ng  school  year  of  1899-1900  he  attended  Henry  College  at  Campbell  Texas.  That  was  the  last  of  his 
schooling.  Elizabeth  Clementine  BROWN  LLOYD,  wife  of  G.  A.  LLOYD  bom  March  20,  1884  in  the  Yancey  school 
community  in  the  East  Central  part  of  Titus  Co.,  TX.  She  lived  at  the  same  place  with  her  parents  until  they  moved  to 
Wood  Co.  near  Coke  for  the  year  of  1899.  Her  schooling  was  all  at  Yancey  school  and  at  Coke.  She  joined  the 
Missionary  Baptist  Church  at  Snow  Hill  near  her  home  in  Titus  Co.  at  about  the  age  of  12  and  was  baptized  by  her 
Grandfather  Rev.  Solomon  H.  PRICE.  She  and  George  A.  LLOYD  were  married  at  Coke  30  October  1904  and  went  to 
Waco,  TX  where  he  was  working  in  the  Railway  Mail  Service  to  make  their  home.  George  A.  LLOYD  joined  the 
Missionary  Baptist  Church  at  the  old  College  Ave.  Church  at  the  comer  of  College  Ave.  and  W.  Leuda  St.  in  Ft.  Worth 
about  the  year  of  1909.  He  joined  the  Masonic  Fraternity  at  Coke  Lodge  #1069  at  Coke,  Wood  Co.,  TX  in  the  year  1913 
and  was  initiated  into  the  E.  A.  Degree  June  21,  1913.  He  was  raised  to  the  degree  of  a Master  Mason  16  August  1913, 
demitted  from  Coke  Lodge  #1069  and  united  with  staked  Lodge  #598  and  united  with  Scurry  #706  at  Snyder,  TX  about 
1 August  1950.  Was  worshipful  Master  of  Coke  Lodge  #1069  in  1922-23.  He  was  Sect,  several  years.  While  living  at 
Waco,  George's  Mail  Service  mns  were  from  Waco  to  Stamford  and  back  to  the  Bremond  and  back.  They  lived  in  Waco 
until  September  1905  when  he  was  transferred  to  Ft.  Worth  in  the  same  kind  of  work.  They  lived  in  Ft.  Worth  till  31 
December  1912  when  they  moved  to  Coke,  Wood  Co.  to  the  farm  and  remained  there  till  November  1922  when  they 
moved  to  a farm  in  Scurry  Co.  While  living  at  1103  North  13  St.  Waco  a son,  Joseph  Hollis,  was  bom  31  July  1905. 
Hollis  attended  school  at  Ft.  Worth,  Coke,  Winnsboro,  Quitman,  Mineola,  Snyder,  Decatur  Baptist  College  and  Hardin 
Simmons  where  he  received  a Masters  Degree.  He  married  Mrs.  Ella  BOSTICK  at  Big  Spring  2 July  1932.  Most  of  his 
work  has  been  school  teaching  at  many  different  places.  They  have  one  son,  J.  Hollis  ,Jr.  who  is  also  a teacher.  One 
son,  Charles  died  when  very  small.  Ella  had  5 sons  and  one  daughter  when  they  married  and  all  are  still  living  [I960], 
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Their  names  are  BOSTICK.  All  five  sons  were  in  Service  in  World  War  II  at  one  and  the  same  time.  All  the  sons  own 
their  own  homes  and  they  with  their  wives  and  the  larger  children  are  members  of  a Missionary  Baptist  Church.  Hollis 
and  George  Hayes  are  Licensed  and  Ordained  Ministers.

Houston  State  at  Huntsville,  TX.  One  daughter,  Eva  Nell,  died  in  infancy  and  one  son,  Dwayne,  died  at  the  age 
of  twelve.  Geo.  Hayes  Lloyd's  Masonic  record:  Scurry  Lodge  #706.  He  was  Initiated  in  the  Degree  22  January

A Tribute  to  Dovie  Goldsmith  from  Betty  Ruth 
and  her  other  California  grandchildren: 

“Grandma  was  an  absolute  joy  in  our  lives.  All  of  us  wildly  anticipated  her  visits  to  California.  When  we  would  catch  our 
first  glimpse  of  her  through  the  chain  link  fence  which  separated  her  plane  from  us,  our  excitement  could  barely  be 
contained.  There  she  was  - a small  straight  figure  with  a modest  little  hat  on  her  head,  an  immaculate  bright  pink  woolen 
coat,  neatly  buttoned,  a dark  purse  hung  over  one  arm,  and  on  her  small  narrow  feet  were  tie-up  dress  shoes  which  were 
fashionable  for  'elderly'  ladies  during  that  time.  Mother  (Floy),  Aunt  Lila  and  Uncle  Mayo  beamed.  Judie,  Jenny,  and  later 
Jeffy  plus  Mother’s  three  - Betty,  Jeanette,  and  Dicky  were  literally  jumping  up  and  down  and  squealing,  as  we  watched 
her  step  carefully  down  the  stairs  from  the  airplane.  All  of  these  outward  things  were  barely  taken  in  when  we  saw  that 
dear,  beautiful,  smiling  face  that  somehow  took  in  each  one  of  us  individually  and  personally.  It  was  obvious  that  she 
knew  and  loved  each  one  and  all  of  us.  This  scene  was  played  over  and  over  from  the  time  I was  nine  years  old  until 
I was  a mother  with  children  of  my  own.  Aunt  Lila's  and  Uncle  Mayo's  family  with  their  three  children  and  Mother's  family 
were  Grandma's  California  family.  We  adored  Grandma  and  she  returned  that  love  to  us.  I,  Betty  Ruth,  was  Grandma's 
and  Grandpa's  first  Grandchild,  so  I had  a two  and  one-half  year  start  over  Jeanette  and  Dicky  and  the  cousins.  Grandma 
and  Grandpa  were  in  my  earliest  memories  along  with  my  own  parents  and  Aunt  Lila  and  her  brothers  four,  and  Uncle 
Mayo.  The  cousins  arrived  and  with  some  degree  of  jealousy  I watched  Grandma  with  these  little  ones.  I fully  realized 
as  the  years  passed  that  Grandma  could  not  possibly  have  had  a favorite  among  us.  She  was  too  good  and  fair  for  such 
an  injustice.  However,  I reasoned,  if  she  ever  could  have  had  a favorite,  I definitely  would  be  the  one.  Just  recently  both 
Jeanette  and  Dicky  have  confessed  to  me  that  they  were  Grandma's  chosen  one,  and  Judie  and  Jenny  were  convinced 
that  they  were  her  choices.  Grandma  Goldsmith  always  came  to  California  on  an  airplane,  during  World  War  II  when 
we  children  were  little,  up  until  the  time  when  we  had  children  of  our  own.  Jeanette  and  I would  take  our  own  children 
to  LAX  to  meet  Grandma.  After  a few  times  of  this  Jeanette's  firstborn  , little  Gary,  and  our  firstborn,  David  firmly  believed 
with  all  of  their  little  hearts  that  TWA  and  LAX  belonged  to  their  Great  Grandma  Goldsmith.  Grandmother  listened  to  the 
prattling  baby,  the  four  year  old,  older  children  and  teens.  She  looked  us  in  the  face  while  we  talked  to  her  and  nodded 
her  head  solemnly  at  all  of  the  right  times.  She  took  our  troubles  and  dreams  seriously  and  would  make  comments  now 
and  again  as  if  she  were  speaking  to  the  most  revered  adult.  We  were  never  afraid  that  she  would  laugh  at  us  or  misuse 
a confidence.  She  was  our  friend.  Tiny  Ricky  called  her  "Cookie",  because  she  always  had  a cookie  just  for  him. 
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Grandma  was  musical  as  most  of  the  Lloyds  were.  She  played  the  organ  and  piano  and  sang  with  a sweet  alto  voice. 
Coming  of  strict  Southern  Baptist  stock,  she  had  never  danced,  but  dancing  must  also  have  been  in  her  soul,  because 
once  when  I was  a teenager  Grandma  danced  with  me.  I was  honored.  On  our  second  date  Jerry  said  to  me, " I have 
never  known  a girl  who  whistled  before".  I don't  think  that  I was  really  aware  that  I had  been  whistling  at  the  time.  I said, 
" Well,  it's  obvious  that  you  don't  know  my  mother  or  my  grandma  then  - we  all  whistle!"  Grandma  grew  up  with  a ton 
of  brothers  and  only  one  sister  and  Mother  had  five  brothers  and  only  one  sister.  No  wonder  we  whistle.  Her  hands  were 
always  busy  - crocheting,  piecing  quilt  parts,  tatting  and  / or  mending.  She  made  beautiful  clothes  for  her  grandchildren. 
If  she  didn't  have  something  to  do,  she  would  pick  up  a dictionary  and  read  it.  During  the  Second  World  War  my  family 
lived  in  an  old  turn-of-the  century  farm  house  in  Gardena,  California  and  Aunt  Lila  and  Uncle  Mayo-  their  girls  lived  in 
a tiny  'court'  home  in  Santa  Monica.  Once  when  Grandma  was  staying  with  us  in  Gardena,  Aunt  Lila  and  Uncle  Mayo 
came  to  visit.  Grandmother  at  that  time  had  three  of  her  sons  in  the  military  - Army  Air  Corp.,  3rd  Divison  Marines,  and 
Merchant  Marines.  At  a time  when  their  mother  was  out  of  the  room,  one  of  the  girls  (Aunt  Lila  or  Mother)  said  to  the 
other,  "Mama  must  be  sick  with  worry  over  the  boys,  but  I have  never  seen  her  cry."  The  other  answered  " Mama's  tears 
are  on  her  pillow."  It  was  a solemn  moment.  I've  never  forgotten  it.  Needless  to  say,  her  grandsons  loved  their  dear 
grandmother  just  as  much  as  we  girls  did.  Just  recently  Dicky  told  me  that  he  and  Grandma  called  themselves  the  "Last 
of  the  Mohicans".  He  also  confessed  to  me  that  he  was  Grandma's  favorite  grandchild.  He  (when  he  was  all  grown  up) 
was  going  to  buy  a house  and  he  and  Grandma  were  going  to  live  in  it  together.  Oh,  we  do  love  that  beautiful  little  lady. 
Of  majesty  she  is.

On  the  last  day  of  March,  191 1 , on  a little  farm  outside  of  Quitman,  in  East  Texas  a tiny  baby  girl  was  born  to  a young 
couple.  She  was  so  small  that  her  parents  made  her  a bed  in  a shoe  box.  Dovie  LLOYD  GOLDSMITH  and  Caswell 
Columbus  GOLDSMITH  proudly  welcomed  this  little  soul  into  their  family  with  love  and  joy  and  gave  her  a favorite 
southern  name  of  that  day  - Floy  Mozelle.  Floy  was  their  first  child. 

The  farm  grew  over  the  next  12  years  to  include  5 more  children,  Woodrow,  Lila,  Johnnie,  Milton  and  Joe,  and  at  this 
time  Dovie  and  Cas  decided  to  make  an  abrupt  change  in  their  family  life  by  moving  to  Abilene,  Texas,  which  was  in  the 
western  part  of  the  State.  Mother's  life  was  to  be  greatly  affected  by  this  move.  She  loved  living  in  town.  She  loved 
living  near  people  and  going  to  schools  where  not  everyone  in  her  classes,  including  the  teachers,  were  related  to  her. 
She  loved  school  - languages,  English,  literature  and  algebra.  She  liked  the  noise  of  the  town  and  the  feel  of  it.  Young 
Floy  was  home,  and  when  her  parents  moved  to  the  Lower  Rio  Grande  Valley  just  a few  years  later,  Mother  talked  them 
into  letting  her  stay  in  Abilene  with  her  Aunt  Maggie  and  Uncle  Ernest  so  that  she  could  finish  her  high  school  years  at 
Abilene  High  School.  She  got  a job  along  with  some  girl  friends  at  the  very  first  A & W Rootbeer  drive-in.  She  hopped 
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cars  to  help  pay  her  way  and  she  had  a wonderful  life.  Mr.  Weber,  who  owned  the  stand  couldn't  always  be  present 
during  business  hours  so  he  devised  a plan  to  take  care  of  things  if  there  was  any  trouble.  He  had  a drawer  near  the 
cash  register  into  which  he  put  a loaded  revolver,  and  he  told  the  girls  to  use  it  if  anyone  tried  to  rob  them!  The  girls 
weren't  too  surprised  by  this,  but  were  glad  that  they  were  never  put  to  the  test.  It  was  1929  when  she  graduated  from 
Abilene  High  School,  the  first  in  all  the  family  to  graduate  from  Abilene  High.  She  desperately  wanted  to  go  to  college, 
but  in  1929,  the  grandfather  who  would  have  been  able  to  help  her  accomplish  this  believed  that  education  was  wasted 
on  girls.  If  she  had  been  a boy  the  story  would  have  been  different.  We  have  pictures  of  Floy  at  this  age;  she  was  5'5 
1/2"  tall,  slender,  lovely  figure,  fair  complexion,  shining  black  hair,  dancing  green  eyes  and  a mouth  either  smiling  or 
laughing.  She  was  a beautiful  girl.  After  her  High  School  days  she  followed  her  parents  to  the  south  of  the  State.  The 
depression  was  beginning  and  jobs  were  hard  to  come  by.  She  worked  in  a dime  store  and  in  a purse  factory.  Mother 
always  had  friends,  and  an  old  school  friend  introduced  her  to  a friend  of  her  husband's.  But  Aunt  Virginia  assured  Floy 
before  the  date  was  set  up  that  she  wasn't  going  to  like  Arvil,  who  was  one  of  those  strange  Mormons.  Well,  Mother  and 
Arvil  ARNOLDUS  did  like  each  other  inspite  of  the  Mormon  impediment.  They  dated  for  three  years  and  were  married 
on  27  February  1933  in  Louisiana.  They  drove  across  the  border  and  Mother  wore  a blue  dress.  They  made  their  home 
in  Brownsville,  Texas,  and  in  December  of  1934,  Betty  Ruth  was  born,  and  in  July  of  1937,  Jeanette  was  born.  The 
children  were  literally  surrounded  with  love  - adoring  parents,  grandparents,  young  uncles  and  a lovely  teenage  Aunt 
Lila.  In  1940  Floy  and  Arvil  moved  to  Salt  Lake  City  and  on  1 1 September,  Floy's  and  Arvil's  only  son,  Dicky,  was  bom, 
much  to  their  delight.  Dicky's  brush  with  fate  at  this  time  was  close  - Daddy  had  chosen  to  name  him  either  Homer  or 
Cecil,  but  before  he  could  sign  the  papers  for  this,  Mother  wrote  down  Thomas  Richard.  We  lived  for  brief  intervals  of 
time  in  Climax,  CO,  Lyman,  Nebraska  and  Salt  Lake  City,  UT.  In  the  wartime  Spring  of  1943,  Daddy  got  a job  with 
General  Petroleum,  which  is  now  Mobile  Oil  in  Torrance,  California,  and  we  ended  up  living  in  Los  Angeles.  Soon  after 
we  moved  to  Los  Angeles,  we  took  a streetcar  to  Santa  Monica  so  that  Daddy  could  proudly  show  us  for  the  first  time 
in  our  lives,  the  Pacific  Ocean.  In  that  little  park  that  skirts  the  Palisades,  our  family  stood  next  to  the  railing  and  looked 
out  at  the  glorious  blue  Pacific.  Mother  looked  at  the  palm  trees  which  reminded  her  of  South  Texas  and  the 
magnificently  beautiful  flowers  of  every  vivid  hue  and  she  looked  at  Daddy  and  said,  "Arvil,  this  is  definitely  the  place, 
and  the  kids  and  I will  not  move  from  California.”  That  was  our  last  out-of-state  move.  Soon  after  we  moved  to  Los 
Angeles,  a wonderful  thing  happened  to  Mother  - her  beloved  sister  and  best  friend,  Lila,  with  her  husband  Mayo  and 
baby  Judy  moved  to  Los  Angeles.  It  was  one  of  the  happiest  times  of  al!  of  our  lives  - laughter  rang  out  from  our 
adjoining  apartments.  Mother  raised  her  children  with  understanding  and  love.  She  always  listened  to  us,  and  helped 
us  every  way  that  she  could.  She  loved  young  people  and  during  our  growing  up  years  Mother  held  virtually  open- 
houses  for  her  children's  friends.  Everyday  everyone  was  welcomed  and  everyone  loved  her.  In  1957  the  family  moved 
to  Anaheim,  and  to  everyone's  absolute  delight  Aunt  Lila  and  Uncle  Mayo  were  transferred  from  Northern  California  and 
they  were  able  to  find  a home  in  the  same  tract  as  Mother  and  Daddy.  Uncle  Mayo  died  in  1962  and  Arvil  in  1965,  but 
the  sisters  had  each  other,  in  Mother's  last  years  she  developed  Alzheimers  Disease  and  cancer  and  couldn't  take  care 
of  herself  anymore.  It  was  a great  sadness  to  all  and  when  her  life  came  to  its  close  in  the  Alzheimer  Center  in  Pomona, 
even  though  we  knew  the  time  was  near,  it  was  devastating.  Mother  was  84  and  she  knew  that  it  was  time  to  move  on 
to  better  things.  We  shall  always  miss  her.  She  lived  her  life  and  ended  it  in  great  dignity.  Floy  was  and  is,  beautiful, 
spiritual,  highly  intelligent,  opinionated  - particularly  concerning  her  family,  Texas  and  politics.  She  was  personable  and 
had  a marvelous  sense  of  humor.  Young  people  flocked  around  her.  She  is  certainly  a choice  daughter  of  God,  and 
we  are  so  blessed  that  she  is  our  mother,  and  our  children's  grandmother.  We  thank  Heavenly  Father  for  the  wonderful 
promise  of  eternal  families.  “

LILA  DOVIE  GOLDSMITH  (of  #15)  b.  3 January  1917  in  Quitman,  Wood  Co.,  TX.  md.  24  November  1938  to  James 
Mayo  MORRIS.  Lila  Dovie  was  born  on  3 January  1917,  on  a small  farm  near  Quitman,  TX.  (which  is  east  of  Dallas) 
to  Dovie  LLOYD  and  Caswell  Columbus  GOLDSMITH.  The  fourth  of  seven  children,  Lila  was  followed  by  Woodrow, 
Baby  Goldsmith  (who  died),  Floye,  and  preceded  John,  Milton  and  Joe.  And  then...  life  on  the  farm  in  East  Texas  until 
Lila  was  four.  The  move  to  West  Texas  will  always  be  remembered,  highlighted  by  a large  boil  on  the  heel  of  Lila's  foot, 
so  big  that  she  could  not  get  her  shoe  on...  in  the  middle  of  a very  cold  winter.  They  all  got  on  the  train,  and  someone 
snapped  a picture  of  the  exodus  with  Lila  standing  with  one  shoe  on  and  one  shoe  off.  "Dad"  had  gone  ahead  several 
weeks  earlier  in  a wagon  hauling  their  personal  belongings  to  get  things  set  up  and  find  a place  to  live.  They  ended  up 
in  a little  town  near  Snyder  just  west  of  Abilene...  to  be  exact.. .just  a wide  place  in  the  road.  There,  once  again,  farm-life 
resumed. ..this  time  cotton  and  maize.  It  was  substantially  larger  than  the  farm  they  had  in  East  Texas.  Lila  remembers 
"Dad"  feeding  the  chickens  and  "Mama"  ringing  their  necks.  Life  was  good  on  the  farm  with  "Dad"  being  a very 
successful  cotton  farmer.  A farm-life  anecdote...  Lila  was  about  seven  years  old,  running  through  the  cotton  fields 
barefoot  when  all  of  a sudden  she  heard  the  hiss  of  a rattlesnake  which  sent  her  air-bound.  Her  one  high,  long  leap 
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through  the  air  saved  her  from  coming  down  right  on  top  of  a coiled  and  hissing  rattler  ready  to  strike.  Rattlesnakes  were 
common  on  the  farm  and  were  usually  delegated  to  the  "old"  farm  dogs. ..the  favorite  being  "Bob."  Bob  could  grab  those 
snakes  right  behind  the  neck  and  literally  shake  them  to  death.  Farm  dogs  had  their  place  and  purpose,  as  did  farm 
cats,  and  neither  were  ever  allowed  in  the  house.  "Dad"  could  always  tell  if  a cat  had  been  in  the  house,  and  would 
demand  to  know  who  had  let  it  in.  Lila's  first  school  was  a one-room  schoolhouse  they  called  the  Round  Top.  Floye  and 
Lila  shared  a double  desk  when  Lila  was  in  first  grade.  Their  teacher  was  a really  young  man  who  found  nothing  wrong 
with  all  the  older  children  studying  right  along  with  the  same  curriculum  as  the  young  ones.  At  recess  he  was  right  out 
there  with  the  children  playing  Red  Rover  and  relays.  Needless  to  say,  they  all  loved  him.  During  the  depression,  off 
they  went  to  Abilene,  Lila  then  about  10  years  old.  “Dad"  worked  various  odd  jobs  to  provide  income  during  these  hard 
times.  When  Lila  became  a teenager  it  was  necessary  for  her  to  work  and  help  provide  for  herself  so  she  could  continue 
school,  so  she  took  a job  during  the  summers  cleaning  a lady's  house  and  actually  lived  there  with  her  in  Harlingen 
returning  home  in  the  fall  to  attend  high  school.  When  Lila  was  17,  she  joined  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-Day 
Saints.  Her  sister  Floye  had  met  Arvil  ARNOLDUS  whom  she  later  married.  Arvil  was  an  active  member  of  the  church 
and  interested  both  girls  enough  that  they  wanted  to  hear  the  missionary  lessons.  Lila  will  always  have  a fond  memory 
of  the  missionary  who  baptized  her,  Elder  Rex  MCRAE.  About  this  time,  she  also  met  James  Mayo  MORRIS,  and  they 
began  courting.  They  were  married  on  24  November  1938  in  Harlingen,  TX  and  lived  there  until  spring  of  1943  when 
together  with  their  first  child  Judith  Lynn,  6 months  of  age,  they  all  migrated  to  Los  Angeles  where  Mayo  went  to  work 
for  Douglas  Aircraft  where  he  helped  build  airplanes  during  the  war.  In  1947,  Lila  gave  birth  to  her  second  daughter, 
Jennifer  Mayo  who  was  born  in  Santa  Monica,  CA.  During  that  year,  they  moved  to  Phoenix,  AZ  where  Mayo  went  to 
work  for  CIT  Credit  Corporation.  They  lived  there  three  years  when  Mayo  changed  employment  and  went  to  work  for 
General  Electric  Credit  Corporation  and  they  moved  to  Whittier,  CA.  There  in  1952,  Lila’s  son,  Jeffrey  Franklin,  was 
born.  Three  more  years  in  one  spot  and  then  transferred  again. ..this  time  to  Albuquerque,  NM,  where  Lila  learned  to 
despise  sand  storms  and  flat  adobe  houses.  Thankfully,  18  months  and  another  transfer  back  to  California,  only  this 
time  Northern  California.  They  moved  to  a beautiful  little  city  of  Concord.  Lila  still  remembers  her  joy  at  seeing  the 
greenest  hills  she  had  ever  laid  eyes  on  as  they  drove  into  the  area.  Coming  from  the  desert  into  lush,  springtime 
greenery,  she  knew  she  was  home.  Mayo  drove  into  San  Francisco  everyday  to  work,  across  the  Bay  Bridge  and  then 
home  at  night  to  their  charming  home  on  Aspen  Drive.  During  these  years,  family  life  was  great.  Everyone  active  in  the 
Church  except  Mayo  who  had  not  joined  but  was  very  supportive.  Lila  was  Sunday  School  Coordinator,  teacher,  librarian 
and  performed  many  other  callings  in  the  Church.  Lila  and  Mayo  enjoyed  dancing,  in  particular,  ballroom  and  square 
dancing,  and  during  their  marriage  belonged  to  many  square  dance  clubs.  In  1959,  off  they  went  again,  back  to  Southern 
California.  (All  of  those  transfers  were  with  the  same  company — General  Electric.)  They  moved  three  blocks  from  Floye 
and  Arvil  to  Lynrose  Drive  in  Anaheim  right  between  Knotts  Berry  Farm  and  Disneyland.  How  this  was  paradise  and  only 
15  minutes  from  the  beach.  The  children  were  busy  and  happy  and  all  was  well  until  1962,  when  Mayo  got  a malignant 
brain  tumor  and  passed  away  March  31st.  He  was  buried  at  the  new  Forest  Lawn  Cemetery  in  Cypress,  CA.  Now,  a 
widowed  mother,  Lila  had  to  learn  a profession  to  support  her  still  young  family.  She  went  to  school  taking  secretarial 
classes  and  was  able  to  get  a job  working  for  the  school  district.  During  the  next  few  years,  she  worked  at  various 
schools  and  often  was  at  the  same  school  as  her  children,  Jennifer  and  Jeffrey.  She  worked  hard  and  supported  her 
family  always  providing  them  with  the  necessities  of  life.  Lila  missed  (and  still  misses)  her  sweetheart.  He  was  such 
a dynamic  person  with  an  outgoing  personality  and  giving  nature,  and  had  at  least  (conservative  estimate)  a million 
friends.  All  who  knew  him  loved  him.  His  loss  left  an  enormous  cavity  in  Lila's  broken  heart.  However,  like  the 
determined  person  she  is,  she  continued  to  take  care  of  her  home  and  her  children  in  a way  that  earned  her  the 
admiration  of  many.  At  the  time  of  Mayo’s  death,  he  had  not  yet  joined  the  Church,  and  so,  following  a very  spiritual 
experience,  it  was  decided  to  have  his  work  done.  He  was  baptized  by  proxy  and  then  Lila  and  Mayo  were  married  in 
the  Los  Angeles  T emple,  after  which  their  family  was  sealed  together  for  eternity.  This  was  in  1 963.  Lila  stayed  very 
close  to  her  brothers  and  sister  during  these  years.  Her  father  had  died  of  a stroke  shortly  after  she  was  married,  leaving 
“Mama"  a much-sought-after  Grandma.  Grandma  GOLDSMITH  would  come  for  extended  visits,  always  bringing  with 
her  the  sunshine.  Lila’s  brothers  came  and  went  often  and  were  the  “handsomest"  uncles  in  the  world.  As  they  all 
acquired  families  of  their  own,  the  close  bonds  now  expanded  to  include  them  all.  Lila  and  Floye  were  very  close  and 
made  sure  that  their  families  spent  holidays  and  vacations  with  each  other.  And  then  when  the  two  families'  homes  were 
finally  within  two  blocks  of  each  other,  they  were  one  big  happy  family.  Family  vacations  were  often  treks  back  down 
the  Rio  Grande  Valley  to  see  the  Texas  clan.  Off  they  would  go  in  the  middle  of  summer  across  the  desert  and  then  on 
to  the  yellow  rose  of  Texas.  Lila  not  so  fondly  remembers  driving  across  tarantula  herds  migrating  across  the  highway, 
and  swarms  of  beatles  descending  upon  them  at  one  of  their  nightly  motel  stops.  But  it  was  always  worth  it.  The  fun, 
the  laughter,  the  rebonding. ..made  beautiful  memories.  "Mama"  (Grandma  GOLDSMITH)  died  in  1976,  taking  a little 
part  of  her  children  and  grandchildren  with  her.,  but  leaving  a great  deal  of  herself  behind.  The  children,  Judith,  Jennifer 
and  Jeffrey  have  all  stayed  active  in  the  church  and  are  married  with  children.  Judith  has  five  (three  girls,  two  boys); 
Jennifer  gave  birth  to  three  (two  girls  and  a boy),  adopted  a boy  (who  is  autistic),  and  has  four  stepchildren;  and  Jeffrey 
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has  a son  and  a daughter.  Lila  lived  in  her  home  in  Anaheim  until  1989,  when  she  moved  in  with  Judith  for  two  years. 
Finally,  all  of  her  children  moved  to  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  so  she  gave  in  and  moved,  too.  She  presently  lives  with  her 
daughter,  Jennifer,  in  Sandy,  Utah,  where  she  is  NOT  enjoying  the  snow,  but  still  missing  her  palm  trees  and  sea 
breezes  and  has  a cactus  collection  to  remind  her  of  the  Mojave.  An  avid  reader,  she  stays  on  top  of  it  all.  Health 
problems  (heart  and  high  blood  pressure)  keep  her  from  doing  as  much  as  she  would  like,  but  she's  glad  to  be  near  her 
family.  Lila  has  been  a wonderful  mother,  aunt  and  grandmother  to  many,  and  is  much  loved  by  her  family.  Her  children 
cherish  their  time  together  and  consider  it  a blessing  to  have  her  in  their  homes.  She  has  sage  old  advice  for  all,  which 
even  now...expecially  now.. .renders  great  wisdom.  Her  children  know  not  to  "put  all  their  eggs  in  one  basket,”  and  that 
"pretty  is  as  pretty  does."  And  perhaps  her  favorite:  "The  wise  old  owl  sat  in  an  oak.  The  more  he  saw,  the  less  he 
spoke.  The  less  he  spoke,  the  more  he  heard.  Why  can't  I be  like  that  wise  old  bird?"  And  so  goes  the  story  of  "Mother 
Goose"  as  Mayo  affectionately  called  her  (or  "Mawsie"  and  he  was,  of  course,  "Pawsie").  "Mother  Goose"  and  her 
children  (who  STILL  will  occasionally  address  her  as  such)  are  blessed  and  grateful  for  families  forever.

ELIZABETH  RUTH  ARNOLDUS  (of  #23)  b.  16  December  1934  in  Harlingen,  Cameron  Co.,  TX,  md.  17  August  1957 
in  Los  Angeles  Temple,  Los  Angeles,  Los  Angeles  Co,  CA.  to  John  Jerome  MEYER  (b.  16  November  1933  in  Los 
Angeles).  My  name  is  a long  one,  but  I am  called  by  a short  one  not  even  mentioned.  My  full  name  is  Elizabeth  Ruth 
ARNOLDUS  MEYER.  When  I was  small  I was  called  Betty  Ruth,  and  now  I am  Betty.  Mother’s  family  is  from  the  south, 
Goldsmiths,  Lloyds,  Gary's,  Richards,  Dials,  Burnsides,  etc.  Mother  was  born  in  Quitman,  Texas,  and  grew  up  there, 
went  to  high  school  in  Abilene  and  finally  came  to  south  Texas  after  her  graduation.  She  grew  up  surrounded  by  a large, 
loving,  caring  family.  Mother,  Floy  GOLDSMITH,  met  my  dad,  Arvil  ARNOLDUS  on  a blind  date  set  up  by  mutual  friends. 
Mother  was  a spiritual,  beautiful,  Southern  Baptist  girl  with  flashing  green  eyes  and  shining  black  hair.  Daddy  was  7 
years  older  than  Mother,  dark  eyed,  dark  headed  and  surprisingly  his  mother’s  people  and  his  father's  people  were  from 
Denmark.  His  paternal  and  maternal  grandparents  had  converted  to  Mormonism  in  Denmark  and  with  a larger  group 
of  converts  they  emigrated  to  the  United  States  and  Utah  in  the  second  half  of  the  19th  century.  Daddy  was  bom  in 
Moroni,  Utah.  He  had  a roving  foot,  and  in  1930  he  lived  in  Brownsville,  Texas.  The  two  courted,  fell  in  love,  and 
married.  I was  bom  in  Harlingen,  Texas  on  16  December  1934.  It  was  a wonderful,  loving  family  that  was  around  me 
including  grandparents,  Aunt  Lila  and  four  young  uncles,  Woodie,  Johnnie,  Milton,  and  Joe.  Mother  converted  to  the 
Church  and  on  July  9,  1937,  my  baby  sister,  and  best  friend  for  life,  Jeanette  Louise,  was  born.  In  1940  we  moved  to 
Salt  Lake  City  and  the  last  child,  and  long  awaited  cherished  son,  Dicky  was  born.  We  moved  several  times  in  my  first 
8 years  of  life,  Utah,  Texas  again,  Colorado  and  Nebraska.  In  1943  Daddy  got  a job  in  Los  Angeles  in  the  war  industry. 
Mother  said,  'This  is  our  last  big  move;  we're  home,"  and  so  it  was.  We  kids  went  through  school  in  Los  Angeles  when 
it  was  a safe  and  wonderful  place.  Jeanette  and  I both  graduated  from  Washington  High  School  in  South  Los  Angeles, 
and  we  had  many  friends  who  were  always  welcome  in  our  home.  It  was  the  perfect  time  and  place  for  us  all.  Jeanette 
married  Gary  JONES  in  Salt  Lake  City  the  August  after  she  graduated,  but  after  I left  Washington  High  School,  I spent 
two  years  attending  Los  Angeles  City  College,  then  2 1/2  years  at  UCLA.  1 earned  a degree  in  Elementary  Education 
from  UCLA  in  February  1957,  and  that  same  month  started  teaching  in  the  Long  Beach  City  School  System.  I taught 
the  second  grade  and  loved  it.  My  folks,  at  exactly  the  same  time,  January,  1957,  bought  a home  in  Anaheim,  and  I went 
with  them  and  drove  to  Lakewood  where  my  school  was  every  day.  I met  my  future  husband,  Jerry,  in  May  in  Anaheim. 
We  met  at  church,  were  engaged  in  3 weeks  and  married  in  the  beautiful  white  Los  Angeles  Mormon  temple  on  August 
17, 1957.  A busy  year!  Jerry's  full  name  is  John  Jerome  MEYER.  He  and  his  little  sister,  Gayia  were  born  and  raised 
in  Los  Angeles.  They  both  graduated  from  Los  Angeles  High  School.  Their  parents,  Gladys  Aileen  (Lynn)  HARRIS 
MEYER  and  Darrell  Harvard  MEYER  were  from  Minnesota.  Lynn’s  ancestors  were  from  England  and  Sweden  and 
Darrell's  were  from  Germany.  The  young  people  married  in  the  early  depression  years  and  with  their  faithful  German 
Shepherd,  Rex,  drove  from  Minneapolis  to  southern  California  where  Darnell  would  look  for  work  and  find  it  in  the  printing 
business  in  Los  Angeles.  When  Jerry  was  19  he  joined  the  United  States  Navy  and  served  on  the  aircraft  carrier  "Boxer." 
In  May  of  1957,  his  term  was  over  and  we  met,  fell  in  love  and  married.  I worked  until  just  before  our  first  son,  David 
Richard,  was  bom  on  8 March  1959.  Then  I stayed  home  to  care  for  him  and  the  other  children  as  they  arrived.  Jimmy 
Dale  was  bom  in  Provo,  Utah,  13  January  1962,  just  months  before  his  dad  graduated  from  BYU  with  a degree  in 
Statistics  and  Math.  We  moved  back  to  California.  In  October  of  1965  my  dad  died  in  a car  accident  in  Upland, 
California.  On  22  June  1966,  our  son  Thomas  Kenneth  was  bom  in  Fullerton.  Six  weeks  after  Tommy  was  bom,  Jerry's 
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work  at  Hughes  transferred  us  to  Liege,  Belgium,  for  one  year.  We  traveled  a lot  and  enjoyed  the  time  we  spent  there.

We  have  had  many  discussions 
about  whether  the  boys  turned  out  so  well  because  of  us  or  in  spite  of  us.  We  are  inordinately  proud  of  our  7 
grandchildren,  4 wonderful,  feisty  little  boys  and  3 beautiful,  spirited  little  girls  - all  exceptional  and  brilliant  in  every  way, 
of  course.  Ask  any  grandparent  and  they  will  tell  you  the  same  of  their  own  little  ones,  of  course,  but  ours  really  are! 
David’s  and  Kelly's  children  are  Marianne,  Michael  and  Matthew.  Jimmy's  and  Marji's  are  Arianna,  Mariah,  Sethy,  and 
Isaiah.  We’re  looking  forward  to  the  years  ahead  together.

Arvil  worked  at  ZCMI  in  the  business  office  at  the  time,  but  the  job  didn  t offer 
enough  money  to  support  a family  of  five,  so  when  he  was  offered  a job  back  in  South  Texas  in  Brownsville  where  he 
had  previously  worked,  Arvil  moved  the  family  back  to  Texas.  Floy  was  overjoyed  and  the  little  girls  delighted.  A few 
months  after  the  family  relocation  in  Texas,  the  Second  World  War  started,  and  Arvil,  ever  restless,  took  a wartime  job 
in  a tiny  village  high  in  the  Colorado  Rockies  - Climax,  Co.  Molybdenum,  an  ore  essential  in  the  US  war  effort  was  mined 
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in  Climax.  The  settlement  was  tightly  secure,  a high  wire  fence  surrounded  it  and  military  personnel  guarded  the  gate 
into  the  living-working-mining  area.  No  one  entered  without  permission.  It  was  the  highest  elevation  of  any  village  in  the 
US.  Arvil  worked  in  the  offices,  Floy  cooked  on  a wood  stove  and  the  three  children  could  look  out  of  the  front  window 
of  their  home  and  see,  just  a few  yards  away,  the  little  engines  with  their  little  cars  following  on  their  tracks  supposedly 
carrying  the  precious  commodity  from  the  mountain.  The  elevation  gave  Arvil  migraine  headaches,  however,  so  another 
move  was  to  follow  - this  time  to  Limon,  Nebraska,  a very  small  rural  town  which  existed  for  sugar  cane.  Dicky  with  his 
tiny  head  covered  by  golden  curls  got  his  first  haircut  in  Limon,  at  his  father's  insistence.  Betty  started  2nd  grade,  and 
Jeanette  began  kindergarten,  in  this  little  town,  but  by  the  beginning  of  1943  the  family  was  ready  to  move  again.  Floy 
was  very  unhappy  in  the  solitude  of  the  Nebraska  prairie  town  and  Arvil  realized  that  his  chances  to  make  a better  living 
for  his  family  were  much  better  in  a coastal  city,  specifically,  Los  Angeles.  So  in  January  the  little  family  got  on  a bus  for 
Scotts  Bluff,  then  on  a train  which  happened  to  be  filled  with  wounded  servicemen.  Even  tiny  little  Dicky,  held  in  his 
daddy's  arms  in  the  aisle  of  the  train  car,  because  there  was  no  place  for  them  to  sit,  remembers  to  this  day  bandaged 
and  ill  young  men  surrounding  them.  The  large  frame  depot  in  Cheyenne  where  the  children  were  liberated  to  run  around 
free  from  the  freezing  weather  outside  and  the  confines  of  the  sad  overcrowded  train  was  a blessing  to  them.  It  is  one 
of  Dicky's  first  memories,  also  remembered  in  detail  by  the  other  two  small  children  to  this  day.  Floy  and  the  three 
children  stayed  with  Grandma  and  Grandad  Arnoldus  in  their  tiny  house  on  33rd  So.  just  off  7th  East  in  Salt  Lake  City, 
while  Arvil  went  on  to  Los  Angeles  to  find  a job.  A few  weeks  later  he  sent  for  them  and  took  a bus  down  to  Los  Angeles. 
Dicky  sat  on  Mother's  lap  all  the  way,  next  to  Jeanette.  Transportation  was  always  crowded  in  those  days  and  Betty  sat 
a distance  away  with  a stranger.  In  Los  Angeles,  Floy  immediately  knew  that  the  family  was  "home",  the  days  of  moving 
from  state  to  state  were  over.  Daddy  had  a good  job  with  General  Petroleum  and  first  we  lived  in  1 1/2  furnished  rooms 
in  an  old  apartment  in  the  middle  of  LA.  We  slept  and  lived  in  one  room  ate  in  a miniscule  kitchen  adjoining.  We  shared 
a bathroom  upstairs  with  the  occupants  of  the  other  two  furnished  rooms  - a young  military  couple  with  a baby  in  one 
room  and  an  ill-tempered  parrot  in  the  other.  We  were  all  delightedly  happy  in  this  odd  and  unlikely  situation.  To  our  joy, 
Uncles  Johnny  (Mothers  Merchant  Marine  brother),  and  Dean  were  in  port  occasionally  and  they  slept  in  the  kids  bed 
and  the  three  little  ones  slept  on  the  floor,  which  they  didn't  mind.  We  were  the  possessors  of  a radio  which  gave  us  great 
pleasure,  as  they  were  hard  to  find.  The  little  girls  went  to  school  and  Dicky  stayed  home  with  his  mother  and  sang  'You 
are  my  Sunshine",  over  and  over.  And  while  the  family  was  still  in  this  apartment  Uncle  Mayo,  Aunt  Lila  and  6 month 
old  baby  Judie  came  to  California  to  live.  Until  they  found  their  own  place  in  Santa  Monica  they  rented  one  of  the  rooms 
next  to  the  family.  It  was  a happy  time  with  a lot  of  laughter.  An  old  turn  of  the  century  farmhouse  became  available  for 
rent  and  Arvil  found  a 1933  dull  green  Chevy  for  transportation,  which  the  family  dubbed  "Solvent  Sue",  because  in  a 
pinch  she  would  run  on  cleaning  solvent.  The  farm  was  a great  place  for  a little  boy  to  grow  up  - bams,  fields,  trees  to 
climb,  chickens  to  tease  and  dogs  to  chase  and  sisters  to  torment,  all  in  their  proper  order.  Dicky  started  school  in 
Gardena,  Amestoy  Avenue  Elementary  School.  He  made  friends  and  had  his  scuffles.  After  the  war,  the  family  moved 
to  a more  modern  home  in  Torrance,  but  it  was  a long  bus  ride  into  Los  Angeles  each  day  to  the  May  Company  for 
Mother  to  make  twice  a day,  even  though  it  was  closer  to  work  for  Arvil.  In  1948  the  family  moved  to  an  apartment  in 
S.L.A.  - 92nd  Street.  It  was  a good  move,  Dicky  made  friends  in  this  area  where  we  lived  in  Vermont  Ward  that  he  would 
have  for  life  particularly  Steve  JONES.  He  finished  grammar  school  at  86th  Street  School  in  Los  Angeles  and  then  Junior 
High  School.  After  the  last  Los  Angeles  move,  Floy  and  Arvil  bought  their  first  home,  in  Anahiem.  A very  unhappy  Dicky 
went  with  them.  His  sisters  had  both  gone  to  Washington  High  School,  and  graduated  and  his  friends  would  be  going 
there,  and  he  was  not  pleased,  but  he  did  go  with  his  parents,  in  the  end,  graduating  from  Anaheim  High  School  was 
not  as  bad  as  he  had  thought.  He  made  new  friends  and  still  kept  in  touch  with  Steve  and  the  motorcycles.  Dicky  served 
an  honorable  mission  for  his  Church  in  one  of  the  most  difficult  mission  areas,  and  he  served  under  a wonderful  mission 
president,  Truman  MADSEN.  His  parents  and  sisters  were  so  proud  of  his  faithfulness  and  integrity  in  serving  the  Lord 
for  two  years  of  his  young  life.  When  he  returned  he  was  called  to  serve  his  country  in  another  way,  in  the  military.  It 
was  during  the  time  of  the  Viet  Nam  War  and  Dicky  served  as  an  MP  at  Fort  Ord  for  his  time.  The  next  major  change 
in  his  youg  life  was  his  college  education.  He  went  to  Brigham  Young  University  where  he  met  Susan  Ellis  who  was  also 
a student,  and  then  fell  in  love  and  were  married  in  Salt  Lake  City.  After  graduation  he  got  a job  teaching  at  Fullerton 
High  School,  where  he  has  been  a wonderful  teacher  of  history  and  English,  receiving  many  honors  until  his  retirement 
in  1996.  During  his  teaching  career  he  also  earned  his  Masters  Degree  in  1977  from  Chapman  College  in  Orange,  CA. 
Dicky  and  Susan  had  two  fine  sons,  Michael  David  and  James  Robert.  Both  are  excellent  students  and  fine  young  men.

Upon 
my  return,  I completed  a Bachelor's  Degree  in  Family  Science  at  Brigham  Young  University  in  Provo.  I lived  in  the  same 
apartment  the  whole  time,  Danville  Place,  a six-man  apartment.  Rent  was  a whopping  $1 05  per  month.  After  graduation, 

I returned  to  Provo  to  work  for  a young  computer  software  firm-WordPerfect.  A few  months  after  starting,  I attended 
the  summer  opening  social  for  our  BYU  ward  at  our  bishop's  house.  There  I was  formally  introduced  to  a lovely  young 
lady  (I  had  taken  notice  of  her  before  at  church),  Marjorie  Ann  GOMES  (b.  3 January  1959  in  Oakland,  Alameda  Co., 
CA).  The  date  was  May  7.  On  August  17th,  we  were  married  in  the  Manti  Temple.  We  bought  a home  in  Pleasant 
Grove,  Utah  Co.,  UT  in  August  1989.

8 October  1832  in 
Sumter  or  Peny  Co.,  AL,  d.  6 July  1903  in  Tom  Green  Co.,  TX,  md.  in  Bosque  Co.  25  December  1867  Mrs.  Rachel  H. 
CONWAY  (b.  March  1840  in  IL,  md.  1st:  David  T.  CONWAY  b.  IL,  son  of  John  and  Hannah  CONWAY  of  KY,  moved 
with  her  family  to  TX  in  1853,  had  ch:  Clara  b.  ca  1865;  Haywood/Hayward  H.  b.  1869;  Cora  b.  1861  who  md.  Mr. 
NEELEY  and  had  a son,  Clark  NEELEY;  and  Annie  b.  1863  in  TX.  Rachel  filed  for  a pension.  She  d.  18  October  1918 
at  the  home  of  her  daughter,  Cora,  in  Valley  Mills,  Bosque  Co.,  buried  in  the  Scrutchfield  Cem.  in  Bosque  Co.)  On  the 
1900  census,  Rachel  reports  that  she  has  had  5 children  and  only  3 presently  living.  Matt  was  a Corporal  in  Co.  B 31st 
TX  Cav.  CSA.  His  records  are  in  the  name  of  Mathew  E.  GEARY.  He  enlisted  as  4th  Corporal  in  Capt.  Anderson's 
Company  of  Hawpe's  Regiment  TX  Cav.  (later  designated  Co.  B,  31st  Regiment  TX  Cav  ),  on  2 April  1862.  He  was 
demoted  to  private  on  20  April  1863  for  being  absent-without-leave.  On  29  September  1863,  together  with  his  brother-in- 
law,  John  H.  ROBERTSON,  he  was  taken  prisoner  in  an  engagement  in  southern  Louisiana.  He  was  confined  in  New 
Orleans  until  22  July  1864  when  he  was  exchanged.  DETAILS:  M.  E.  GARY,  Isaac  C.  GARY,  John  H.  ROBERTSON 
and  Thomas  J.  THOMAS  all  enlisted  and  were  mustered  into  this  company  on  the  same  date.  2 April  1862,  enlisted 
Bosque  Co.,  as  4th  Corporal  "for  the  war”,  age  29  years.  11  April  1862,  mustered  in  at  Dallas.  20  April  1863,  demoted 
to  private  after  being  absent-without-leave  (note:  his  brother-in-law,  John  H.  ROBERTSON  was  also  AWOL  beginning 
20  April  1863).  Company  muster  roll  for  January-February  1864  reports  him  as  missing  since  the  Battle  Fordoche  on 
29  September.  1 October  1863,  U.S.  Army  records,  a roll  of  prisoners  of  war  prepared  at  Headquarters,  2nd  Div.,  13th 
Army  Corps  at  Morganza's  Bend,  LA,  includes  Private  M.  E.  GARY,  captured  near  Morganza,  LA,  September  29,  1863. 
6 October  1863,  confined  at  Customs  House,  New  Orleans.  22  July  1864,  transferred  from  new  Orleans  and  exchanged 
at  Red  River  Landing.  A larger  Confederate  force  under  command  of  Brig.  Gen.  Thomas  GREEN  surprised  an  advanced 
detachment  of  Union  forces  at  Stirlings'  Plantation  on  Bayou  Fordoche  near  the  Atchafalaya  River  in  Pointe  Coupee 
Parish  on  29  September  1863.  454  Union  prisoners  were  taken.  Although  only  10  Confederates  were  captured,  their 
number  of  wounded  and  killed  exceeded  that  of  their  enemy.  Most  of  the  Confederate  casualties  were  from  Speight's 
Brigade  which  led  the  attack  in  the  "desperate"  conflict. 

From  "Bosque  County,  Land  & People ",  p.  8:  "During  the  years  1851  and  1852,  the  families  of. ..William  GARY.. .William 
McCURRY... settled  in  the  Bosque  River  valley.... About  the  same  time  William  GARY  built  his  cabin  on  the  west  bank 
of  the  Bosque,  a short  distance  above  the  mouth  of  Neils  and  claimed  the  distinction  of  being  'the  upper  settler  on  the 
Bosque'  during  the  year  1852.  Other  members  of  the  GARY  clan  settling  in  the  same  region  prior  to  1854  included  Matt 
GARY,  Gaffey  (should  be  Govy)  GARY,  and  Isaac  GARY.  Besides  his  vocation  as  a fanner,  Isaac  GARY  organized  a 
small  school  for  the  children  of  the  lower  Bosque  River  valley  and  had  the  distinction  of  being  one  of  the  first,  if  not  the 
first,  school  teachers  in  the  new  territory.  William  McCURRY,  a native  of  SC,  settled  on  Neils  Creek  several  miles  west 
of  the  Bosque  River  settlements. . . . The  pioneers  listed  in  the  preceding  paragraphs  were  a part  of  the  relatively  small 
group  that  can  be  called  the  ‘founding  fathers'  of  the  new  county....  On  7 August  1854,  in  Bosque  Co.'s  first  election,  in 
which  only  20  citizens  cast  their  vote  (being  as  there  were  no  more  qualified  voters),  Isaac  GARY  was  elected  the  first 
Tax  Assessor-Collector....  William  McCURRY,  in  the  fall  of  1854,  built  a one-room  log  courthouse  at  Meridian,  this  small 
stmcture,  located  on  a site  now  occupied  by  the  First  National  Bank  of  Meridian,  housed  the  County  government  until 
the  year  I860....  The  fertile  valleys  of  the  Bosque  River  and  Neils  and  Gary  creeks  provided  the  setting  for  the  cabins 
ofL.  H.  SCRUTCHFIELD;  H.  R.  PINNELL ; Sarah,  Matthew,  Isaac,  and  Govy  GARY,  J.  H.  ROBERTSON...".  On  p.  297: 
"During  the  spring  of  1854,  a second  Indian  party  was  discovered  in  the  southern  section  of  Bosque  County,  and  several 
Indians  were  killed  as  they  fled  from  the  settlements  (they  were  trying  to  recover  the  stolen  stock  and  materials  from  the 
Indian  raids).  This  particular  group  of  Indians  were  discovered  by  a man  named  CHESSER,  veteran  of  the  Mexican  War 
of  1848,  who  lived  'on  what  was  known  as  the  Old  Scrutchfield  ranch.'  CHESSER  sounded  the  alarm  in  the  southern 
section  of  the  County,  and  a group  of  settlers  that  included  Lowery  SCRUTCHFIELD,  J.  K.  HELTON,  Matt,  Govy,  Isaac 
GARY,  John  THOMAS,  the  EVERETTs  and  Jasper  MABRAY,  organized  to  give  pursuit.  The  trail  was  followed  south 
to  the  middle  Bosque  River  where  Abe  FLANARY  and  Bill  EDWARDS  joined  the  Bosque  settlers.  A herd  of  stolen 
horses  were  soon  discovered  in  a narrow  ravine.  Abe  FLANARY,  assisted  by  CHESSER,  killed  two  Indians  on  the  spot. 
A large  number  of  the  Indians  fled  in  terror,  pursued  by  the  settlers.  The  chase  was  soon  called  off  on  advice  of 
CHESSER,  and  the  Bosque  settlers  returned  fora  closer  inspection  of  the  ravine  where  the  first  contact  was  established. 
The  closer  inspection  revealed  a cave  where  an  additional  30  or  40  Indian  warriors  were  in  hiding.  Several  of  these 
Indians  were  killed  in  the  attack  that  followed;  others  fled  the  scene  of  battle.  Darkness  stopped  the  fight  and  on  the 
following  morning  the  settlers  were  unable  to  locate  the  Indian  trail."  REF:  Bosque  Co.,  Land  and  People ; IGI  John 
Ronald  Preston,  OK  City,  OK;  fam.  Bible  of  William  and  Rutha  Gordon  Gary  in  poss.  of  Ray  Gammon  of  Arlington,  TX;

1855  in  TX  John  H.  ROBERTSON  (name  listed  also  as  ROBINSON,  but  listed  as  ROBERTSON  on  Adaline’s  tombstone, 
b.  ca  1830  in  GA/SC.  He  enlisted  2 April  1862  in  Capt.  Anderson's  Co.,  Hawpe's  Regiment  TX  Cav.,  which  was  later 
designated  Co.  B,  31st  Reg.  TX  Cav.,  as  a private.  Taken  prisoner  together  with  his  brother-in-law  Matthias  E.  GARY 
in  an  engagement  in  southern  LA  on  29  September  1863.  Confined  at  New  Orleans.  During  his  second  hospitalization 
for  chronic  diarrhea,  he  became  ill  with  smallpox,  of  which  he  died  at  Barracks  U S.  Army  Hospital,  New  Orleans,  on  3 
May  1864.  DETAILS:  Name  is  also  shown  as  ROBERSON  and  ROBBERTSON.  2 April  1862,  joined  for  duty  and 
enrolled  Bosque  Co.,  TX  for  duration  of  the  War,  age  32.  Mustered  in  as  private  in  Dallas  11  April  1862.  Valuation  of 
horse  $125,  of  equipment  $20.  January-February  1863,  absent-with-leave.  March-April  1863,  absent-without-leave 
since  April  20,  1863.  July-August  1863  "Absent-with-leave  Provo  Guard  since  August  1863".  Note:  Provost  guard- 
military  police.  January-February  1864  absent  "Taken  by  the  Federals  at  Battle  of  Fordoche  September  29,  1863".  1 
October  1863,  U.S.  Army  records,  a roll  of  prisoners  of  war  prepared  at  Headquarters,  2nd  Div.  13th  Army  Corps  at 
Morganza's  Bend,  LA,  includes  Private  T(?).  H.  ROBERTSON,  Pvt.,  Co.  B.  31  TX  Dismounted  Cav.  17  November  1863, 
a prisoner  at  Custom  House,  New  Orleans,  LA.  He  signed  a letter  to  medical  authorities  requesting  a daily  parole  of  a 
few  hours  because  of  his  illness.  On  November  19,  it  was  ordered  that  "a  parole  of  four  hours  three  times  a week  be 
granted  for  exercise".  The  illness  was  specified  as  chronic  diarrhea.  29  November  1863,  admitted  to  St.  Louis  U.S. 
Army  General  Hospital,  New  Orleans,  for  chronic  diarrhea.  22  February  1864,  returned  to  prison.  18  March  1864,  again 
admitted  to  St.  Louis  General  Hospital,  complaint  acute  diarrhea,  diagnosis  chronic  diarrhea.  10  April  1864,  transferred 
to  Barracks  U.S.  Army  Hospital,  New  Orleans,  complaint  "Varioloid".  3 May  1864,  d.  Ward  14,  cause  of  death  "Variolae". 
Buried  Barracks  Hospital  Cem.,  grave  #518).  Adaline  d.  31  October  1904  in  Bosque  Co.,  TX  and  was  buried  in  the  Gary 
(formerly  Pool  Cem.)  in  Bosque  Co.  The  1900  census  lists  Adaline  as  living  with  a grandchild,  Charlie  R.  (b.  November 
1872  in  MO,  father  and  mother  b.  Ohio)  and  Lizzie  LANTHER  (b.  February  1876  in  TX,  father  b.  MS,  mother  b.  TX).  It 
also  states  that  she  had  only  five  children,  three  of  whom  are  still  living.  This  is  either  a mistake,  or  J.  H.  was  married 
before  Adaline  and  had  two  children.  On  the  1880  census,  Adeline  is  listed  with  a son  "Abonaroe  J.",  just  can’t  read. 
Believe  it  to  be  James  age  27,  md.  Theodotia  b.  ca  1858  in  MS,  granddaughter  "Johnbren"  or  “John  Lorena",  can't  read, 
b.  in  TX,  father  and  mother  b.  in  MS.  The  possibility  that  John  H.  ROBERTSON  in  the  1850  Rusk  co.  census  is  the 
same  as  J.  H.  ROBINSON  is  strengthened  by  the  chain  of  ownership  of  a land  certificate  obtained  by  Adeline’s  father, 
William  GARY  in  1853  (Patent  #1042,  filed  for  record  5 April  1860  in  Bosque  Co.,  Deeds  Book  D,  p.524.  The  certificate, 
entitling  its  owner  to  claim  320  acres  of  unoccupied  public  land,  was  issued  20  November  1851  by  the  Rusk  Co.  Board 
of  Land  Commissioners  to  Isaac  P.  DAVIS,  transferred  to  William  ROBINSON  15  December  1851  to  John  MORRIS  and 
7 June  1853  to  William  GARY.  REF:  Fam.  Bible  of  William  and  Rutha  Gordon  Gary  in  poss.  of  Ray  Gammon  of 
Arlington,  TX;  Fed.  Cen:  Bosque  Co.  1860  (Clifton,  p.25  LDS  film  805289),  1870  (Meridian  p.28,  LDS  film  553075),  1880 
(ED  10  p.17,  LDS  film  1255291),  1900  (ED  10  sh  13,  LDS  film  124163).  Confederate  military  record  shows  John  to  have 
been  32  years  old  when  he  enlisted  on  2 April  1862.  It  seems  likely  that  the  John  H.  ROBINSON,  age  21 , b.  GA,  listed 
with  family  #265  headed  by  John  MORRIS  in  the  1850  Rusk  Co.,  TX  census  (LELane  notebook  2,  p.94)  was  the  same 
person  who  md.  Adeline  Gary  in  1851  The  1860  Bosque  Co.  census  (NARA  M-653,  roll  1289  p.25)  J.  H.  ROBINSON, 
head  of  family  #177,  as  age  30,  b.  Ga.  1880  census  entries  for  2 of  his  widow’s  sons  show  that  father’s  place  of  birth 
as  AL  (Nat.  Archives  microfilm  T-9,  roll  1291,  Bosque  Co.,  E.D.  10,  p.390  f.147),  however  on  p.413  of  the  same  census, 
the  entries  for  3 other  of  his  children,  William  H.  (f.32),  Sarah  Jane  (F.J.  in  f.33),  and  Jeptha  M.  f.34  give  birthplace  as 
SC.  Marr.  Rec.  A,  1848-1852,  Rusk  Co.,  TX  (FHL  film  #1020943,  p.246),  lie.  issued  3 November  1851,  performed  6 
November  1851  by  Moses  Foster.  Death/burial  found  in  Compiled  Service  Records  of  Confederate  Soldiers  Who  Served 
in  Organizations  from  Texas  (Nat.  Archives  microcopy  #323,  roll  155,  31  TX  Cavalry).

HENRY  CLINTON  GARY  (of  #656  of  the  main  portion  of  the  book)  b.  5 September  1820  in  Laurens  Co.,  SC,  son  of 
William  C.  GARY  and  Sarah  Eugenia  COKER.  Henry  met  Martha  HOLT  (b.  12  March  1827,  d.  19  January  1894,  dtr. 
of  Israel  and  Elizabeth  NELSON  HOLT).  He  md.  her  in  1843.  The  Coker's  did  not  approve  of  the  young  lady  Henry  had 
chosen  to  spend  his  life  with,  so  he  apparently  left  home  never  to  return.  According  to  the  memories  of  one  of  Henry's 
granddaughters,  Henry  was  high-strung  but  quick  to  repentance.  He  was  fair  complexioned  with  dark  hair  and  nearly 
six  feet  tall  weighing  at  one  time  250  pounds.  He  was,  in  many  ways,  a character,  as  they  say.  One  story  that  circulates 
about  him  is  a story  about  his  mule  team.  The  hill  where  his  family  resided  was,  and  still  is,  called  Gary  Hill.  It  seems 
that  his  wagon  and  team  were  barreling  down  the  hill,  and  he  refused  to  apply  the  brakes  on  the  wagon.  When  someone 
asked  why  he  did  not  apply  the  brakes,  he  said  "Why,  I wouldn't  have  a team  of  mules  that  couldn't  outrun  a wagon." 
He  read  the  Bible,  was  a good  Bible  scholar  and  always  blessed  their  meals  before  eating.  As  far  as  religion  is 
concerned,  he  embraced  several  callings.  He  was  raised  Methodist,  but  when  he  moved  to  Nacogdoches  Co.,  TX  the 
Baptist  Church  was  all  that  was  there;  he  became  a Baptist.  Years  later  when  he  went  to  live  with  Gene's  family,  the 
Church  of  Christ  became  his  preference.  Just  before  his  death,  he  went  to  the  Holiness  since  that  was  predominant 
where  he  spent  his  final  years.  He  moved  through  Mississippi  and  into  Texas  by  1856,  with  his  wife,  five  children,  and 
two  of  his  brothers-in-law  (Dr.  Russell  and  Isaac  RUNNELS).  They  first  lived  on  Mud  Creek  in  Cherokee  Co.,  TX  v/here 
they  cleared  land  and  began  to  farm.  Henry  served  as  a Private  in  Company  F,  35th  Texas  Cavalry,  Thomas's  Division. 
He  enlisted  at  Rusk,  TX  in  the  Confederate  States  Army  and  served  from  Cherokee  Co.  until  the  end  of  the  War.  He  was 
42  when  he  enlisted.  According  to  family  stories,  he  was  paroled  from  Shreveport,  LA  at  the  end  of  the  War  and 
undertook  the  trip  home  by  foot.  He  was  finally  able  to  borrow  an  animal  about  ten  miles  from  his  destination  in 
Cherokee  Co.  to  complete  the  last  leg  of  his  journey  on  a mule.  He  was  so  emaciated,  descendants  say,  that  his  own 
family  did  not  at  first  recognize  him.  Although  no  official  record  of  Henry's  service  in  the  War  has  been  located,  he  was 
granted  a pension  from  the  State  of  Texas  on  the  testimony  of  witnesses  who  indeed  served  with  him.  The  three  oldest 
daughters  were  married  in  Cherokee  Co.,  where  they  lived  during  the  Civil  War.  In  1867,  Dr.  Russell  and  Isaac 
RUNNELS  moved  to  Bosque  Co.,  TX,  and  Henry  and  his  family  moved  to  Nacogdoches  Co.  near  Martinsville,  then 
known  as  Martin  City.  Martha  HOLT  d.  19  January  1894  after  several  years  of  poor  health  caused  initially  by  a broken 
hip.  Two  years  before  her  death,  because  of  failing  health,  she  moved  to  Shelby  Co.,  TX  to  live  with  their  daughter, 
Gene.  She  is  buried  at  Pilgrim's  Rest.  Henry  lived  on  for  about  fourteen  more  years,  but  he  grieved  for  the  loss  of 
Martha  many  times  saying,  "She  has  always  been  the  one  ideal  in  my  life."  He  lived  in  the  homes  of  Dicey,  Eugenia  and 
Mollie.  He  lived  with  Eugenia  after  the  death  of  her  husband  to  help  her  with  the  farm  work  and  with  her  children.  He 
was  at  Mollie's  home  when  he  d.  18  May  1908  having  gone  to  visit  in  Shelby  Co.  Because  of  flooded  streams  and  hot 
weather,  he  was  not  returned  to  Nacogdoches  Co.  to  be  buried  with  Martha,  but  was  instead  buried  with  Mollie's  dead 
in  the  Carroll  Cem.  in  Shelby  Co.  His  descendants  are  many,  but  with  his  passing  and  the  death  of  his  only  son,  Willie, 
the  Gary  name  in  the  Nacogdoches,  San  Augustine  and  Shelby  counties  died  out.  However,  his  given  name,  Clinton, 
as  well  as  his  surname,  Gary,  has  appeared  numerous  times  in  the  given  names  of  his  many  descendants  and  in  that 
way,  the  memory  of  the  Gary  line  is  kept  alive.  This  particular  branch  of  the  Gary  line,  as  stated  before,  moved  from 
South  Carolina  to  Mississippi  to  Texas.  In  every  location,  they  were  thought  of  as  upstanding,  morally  strong,  and 
hard-working  people  who  were,  for  the  most  part,  families  and  individuals  who  sought  to  serve  each  other  and  the 
communities  in  which  they  lived.
